SEVENTEENTH REPORT. 



Office of the Board of Railroad Commissioners, 
Topeka, Kan., December 1, 1902. 

To Hon. W. E. Stanley, Governor: 

Dear Sir — We have the honor to submit herewith the Seventeenth 
Report of the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the state of Kansas. 

The law creating this board was passed by the legislature in its 
session of 1901, and took effect on the 29th day of March of that 
year. This law provides that "said commissioners shall, on or before 
the first Monday in December of each year, make a report to the gov- 
ernor," etc., making a report from this board due on the first Monday 
in December, 1901. The main purpose of such report would seem to 
be to inform the governor and the state legislature of the doings of 
the board, in order to enlighten them upon the necessities for such ad- 
ditional legislation as may seem necessary, and as there was to be no 
session of the legislature during the winter following the date upon 
which said report was due, it was thought advisable by this board not 
to make a report covering the portion of the year preceding Novem- 
ber 30, 1901, and accordingly, on the 22d day of October, it addressed 
to your excellency the following communication : 

44 Dear Sir — The act creating the Board of Railroad Commissioners provides, 
m section 28, for an annual report to the governor of the doings of the board for 
the preceding year, etc. It further provides that such report shall contain cer- 
tain information in respect to every railway corporation in the state. The same 
legislature that enacted the railroad law had previously passed a law providing 
that certain state boards and officers who had heretofore been making annual re- 
ports should hereafter make biennial reports. The Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners, not having been created at this time, was not included in said act. 

"As it is very evident that the intention of the legislature in requiring said 
report was that it might enable the governor to make such recommendations to 
the legislature as the said report should indicate to be necessary in order that 
the law may be made effective in establishing justice and promoting the general 
welfare, and as there is to be no session of the legislature this year to which such 
recommendations could be made, and from the further fact that this board will 
have been in existence only a little over one-half of a year at the time of making 
said report, and the further fact that a second report will be due from said board 
December 1, 1902, and before the sitting of our next legislature, it occurs to us 
that the spirit of the law would be obeyed if this report for a fractional year 
should be postponed until December 1 of next year, and included in the annual 
report of that date. 

"We urge this view, not because we wish to avoid any duty, but because a

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report at this time would be of no practical benefit to any one, and the expense of 
printing such report would seem to be a waste of public funds. . 

" The object of this letter is to ask your advice as to the proper course for us 
to pursue, believing that you, as governor, have the right to say whether you 
will require said report to be made this year, or whether it shall be included in 
the report of next year, which will be as soon as the board can make a report 
for a full preceding year." 

In answer to the above, the board received the f ollowing from you : 

"Gentlemen— I have yours of the 22d inst., relative to your annual report 
for the preceding year. I think the whole matter is covered by your letter, and 
believe, under the circumstances, it would be wise to save the expense of the 
publication of this report. I therefore agree with your suggestion that no report 
be made until at the close of the year 1902, when a full report can be made for 
the preceding year and the fractional part of 1901." 

For the reasons set forth in the foregoing correspondence, no re- 
port was made for the fractional part of the year ending November 
30, 1901. 

This report covers the railroad year ending June 30, 1902, and the 
transactions of the board from the date of its organization, to wit, 
April 9, 1901, to the 30th day of November, 1902. 

Up to the 1st day of April, 1902, the board and its officers were: 
A. D. Walker, D. W. Finney, and J. N. Fike, commissioners, W. H. 
Smith, secretary, and E. 0. Shiner, stenographer. From April 1, 
1902, the board and its officers were : A. D. Walker, J. N. Fike, and 
J. O. O. Morse, commissioners, W. H. Smith, secretary, and E. O. 
Shiner, stenographer. 

The delay in the presentation of this report is occasioned by the 
failure of certain railroad companies to promptly file their report, as 
provided by section 29, chapter 286, Session Laws of 1901. No 
operating report has been received from the Kansas & Southern Rail- 
way Company, but a report, giving such information as the receivers 
of said company were able to furnish, will be found on page 130. 
No report has been received from the Kansas Southwestern Railroad 
•Company. 

There having been no railroad board in this state since the first 
Monday of April, 1899, no office was prepared for the present board 
to occupy, and it took some time to arrange for such office, office fur- 
niture and fixtures, books and stationery, so that this board was not 
able to enter actively upon the discharge of its duties until the 16th 
day of April, 1901. 

The fact that there had been no railroad commission in the state 
for a number of years naturally caused a large number of grievances 
against the railroad companies to accumulate, and there have been 
filed with this board, since the date of its organization and prior to 
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November 30, 1902, 202 cases, besides a large number of complaints of 
minor importance that were not filed and taken up formally, but, 
through the negotiations of the board, were adjusted to the satisfac- 
tion of complainants. 

Of the 202 cases filed and docketed, 152 have been settled by trial 
and judgment, or by compromise and adjustment between the parties 
to the actions, through the recommendations of the board ; fourteen 
have been dismissed for want of jurisdiction,- and seven dismissed for 
want of prosecution, leaving twenty-nine cases pending and unsettled. 

Of the 152 cases that have been tried and settled, 106 have been 
favorable to the complainants and forty-six to the respondents. No 
appeals have been taken from the findings and judgment of this board, 
but the question involved in case No. 44, the case of The Shawnee 
Milling Company et al. v. The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
Company was brought before the district court in Douglas county, 
Kansas, and the judgment of that court sustained the findings and 
judgment of this board. 

Early in May, 1901, it became evident to the board that the rail- 
Toad companies were not and would not be sufficiently equipped with 
rolling-stock to carry on the business of the country in a proper man- 
ner, nor in a way satisfactory to the grain-shippers of the state, and, 
on the 15th day of May, 1901, it addressed a circular letter to the gen- 
eral managers of all roads doing business in the state, calling attention 
to the conditions in this regard, to the prospects of an excessive wheat 
crop to be marketed, and to the authority given the board under the 
law to require the roads to acquire additional shipping facilities, 
which circular letter is as follows : 

"Gentlemen — From observation, as well as the many flattering reports that 
reach us from all portions of the wheat-growing sections of our state, we believe 
that we are justified in anticipating one of the largest wheat crops in the history 
of the state. 

44 The reports received by our efficient secretary of the State Board of Agri- 
culture confirm and emphasize this view. 

"These facts, together with the many evidences of prosperity among our 
farmers and stockmen, as well as the increased activity in our large and con- 
stantly growing mining and manufacturing industries, all point to a largely in- 
creased demand upon the transportation companies doing business in this state. 

" In view of this, and the further fact that for a considerable portion of the 
past year the facilities of many of the roads doing business in the state were in- 
adequate for the prompt handling of the business along their lines, therefore, 
this commission, being charged with the duty of enforcing the laws governing 
transportation companies, desires at this time to call your attention to this mat- 
ter and to submit a few suggestions concerning the same. 

" If you have not already anticipated the demand which will in all probability 
be made upon your company when the coming crop is harvested, we desire to 
urge that you take immediate steps to do so, and that you use every effort in your 
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• 
power to furnish that prompt and efficient service to which your patrons are en- 
titled. 

"For the information of this board, you are requested to report what, if any, 
additions or improvements have been made within the past six months in your 
facilities for handling freight, and especially for shipments of grain within the 
state. 

"How will your facilities for handling this year's crop compare with those for 
last year, and to what extent has your rolling-stock been increased; in other 
words, how will your equipment and ability to handle the same on the 1st day of 
July, this year, compare with that of July 1, 1900 ? 

"This board trusts that you will fully realize your responsibility as common 
carriers, and will be prepared to meet all reasonable requirements of those who 
furnish the business for your roads, and hopes that it may not be compelled to 
exercise the authority conferred upon it to enforce the law which requires you 
to furnish ample shipping facilities for your patrons. 

"This commission desires the hearty cooperation of your company in all efforts 
for the promotion of the interests of the people, and believes the more efficient 
the service to your patrons the more satisfactory will be the returns to your com- 
pany." 

To this letter the board received responses from all railroad lines 
operating in Kansas, showing a large increase in number of cars and 
locomotives procured and under contract of purchase, warranting the 
board in the belief that the companies were fully prepared to meet 
the demands of the shipping public. 

During the early months of the board's existence many complaints 
were filed, alleging discrimination by the various railroad companies 
in the furnishing of cars to grain-shippers, claiming that the com- 
panies discriminated in this regard in favor of certain elevator firms 
and other favored shippers, and against shippers who loaded from bins 
and wagons. The board addressed a letter covering such complaints 
to the general managers of all railroads doing business in Kansas, 
suggesting as a remedy that each depot agent be required to keep 
at his station a book in which sh&ll be recorded all applications for 
cars, according to the date of such applications, and printed forms 
upon which such applications shall be made, which letter is as follows : 

''Gentlemen — It is a matter of common report that the various railroad com- 
panies doing business in this state are discriminating against those shippers who 
do not own or control elevators along their lines of road, and that cars for the 
shipment of grain are supplied to the men who operate elevators in preference to 
other shippers, and many complaints of this nature have been made to this 
board in an informal way. 

"Among other duties of this board, we are charged with the enforcing of the 
law enacted at the last session of the legislature, one provision of which requires 
the railroad companies to furnish cars to any and all persons, without discrim- 
ination, who may apply therefor in good faith. 

"Whatever may have been your previous rules or customs in this matter, we 
trust that in the future you will give your patrons no just ground for complaint 
on account of the violation of this provision of the law. For your protection 
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against unjust criticism, for the satisfaction of your patrons, and for the in- 
formation of this board, we desire that your station agents keep a record in a 
book to be used especially for that purpose, in which a list shall ke kept of all 
applications for cars, giving name of applicant and date of application, kind of 
car wanted, and for what purpose; also the date when car is furnished by your 
company and the applicant notified, noting the kind of oar, the capacity or size, 
giving the number and initials ; this book to be open to the inspection of all 
shippers, their agents or attorneys, as well as to this board." 

Forms for such applications for oars and for the oar-order book 
were suggested by the board, which are as follows :

Note 1. — When orders for cars are received by mail or telegraph, the agent will 
attach the lowest-numbered application blank to the letter and file the 
same in regular order. , 

Note 2. — No shipper is compelled to sign an application, but signed orders shall 
have precedence over verbal ones. 
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The board understands that all railroad companies doing business 
in the state have adopted the above suggestions, and that the car- 
order books and printed applications for cars are kept at all stations, 
and it is pleased to be able to report that this custom has resulted 
very satisfactorily, as the cases filed since this rule was adopted show 
practically no complaint on account of such discrimination. 

Since the organization of this board our state has been passing 
through a period of unparalleled commercial activity, ana the ship- 
ment in of the products of the factories and mines and the shipment 
out of the productions of the state, plus the great amount of travel, 
have taxed the roads beyond their utmost capacity, and there has been 
much complaint on the part of shippers of car shortage during the 
busy wheat-shipping season of 1901 and the months* of October and 
November, 1902, and a candid confession on the part of the railroad 
companies of the state of their inability to fully meet the demands of 
shippers, but such companies have manifested a disposition to serve 
all patrons alike and without discrimination, which the board feels 
has had a tendency to prevent shippers from complaining of unjust 
treatment. 

There have been a large number of petitions filed with this board 
in which complaint was made against the various railroad companies 
of the state for refusal to grant space on their right of way for the 
construction of grain elevators, and asking for an order compelling 
such railroad companies to grant leases to portions of right of way for 
such purpose. The board was not clear on the question of its juris- 
diction in such matters, but in each case filed made personal examina- 
tion at the location of such proposed elevator, and, where the conditions 
seemed to make additional elevator facilities necessary, found in favor 
of the applicants and recommended the granting of such leases ; and 
in all cases, except in No. 52, H. E. Bruce, of Marquette, Kan., v. 
Missouri Pacific Railway Company, and in No. 75, The Farmers' Co- 
operative Grain and Live-stock Association of Harlan, Kan., v. The 
Missouri Pacific Railway Company, the respondent companies ac- 
cepted the recommendations of the board and granted such leases. 
The Missouri Pacific Railway Company took the ground that the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners had no jurisdiction in such matters, 
and refused to grant such leases upon the findings and recommenda- 
tions of the board. 

On May 2, 1902, the board submitted the question of its jurisdic- 
tion in such cases to Attorney-general A. A. Godard, and received 
from him the following answer? 

"Gentlemen — I have yours of May 2, in which you make inquiry as to whether 
or not you have the power under the law to compel a railroad company to lease a 
portion of its right of way to a company or individual for the purpose of erecting 
a grain elevator thereon. 
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" In reply thereto, I desire to say that if you possess this power it is by virtue 
of the provisions of paragraph 5967 of the General Statutes of 1901, which pro- 
vides that ' said commissioners shall have the general supervision of all railroads 
operated by steam within the state of Kansas,' etc. 

"Assuming that the power granted by this statute is broad enough in its 
terms to authorize an order of this nature, the question then arises as to whether 
such an order will, if made, be valid. Questions of this kind are liable to arise 
in two classes of cases — one at stations where there are no elevators; the other 
at stations wtiere persons or corporations are operating elevators located on the 
right of way. 

"It is the common law governing common carriers that they must carry for 
all who present freight for carriage, charging equal prices to all and furnishing 
each shipper equal facilities for loading and unloading his merchandise. Hence, 
from the standpoint of the shipper, it would seem proper that, in cases where ele- 
vator rights have been given on the right of way and further rights of that char- 
acter are necessary for the public, the railroad company should be compelled to 
grant such necessary rights to erect and operate elevators, and the legal reason 
for allowing this to be done would be stronger at a station where elevator rights 
had been granted which are insufficient for the public accommodation that at a 
station where no such rights have been granted, as in the latter case there is no 
question but what all shippers are being treated alike. Of course, the needs of 
the public for an elevator are greater at stations where there is no elevator than 
as if one were being operated there; but, as I have said, there is less of legal 
ground for compelling the granting of such right. 

"On the other hand, looking at the question from the standpoint and rights 
of the railroad company, it will be seen that such company is the owner of the 
right of way, and to compel the company to grant to an individual or corporation 
the right to erect and maintain at elevator on its land is to compel the railroad 
company to give a leasehold interest in its property to another, and that this 
leasehold interest is property, and the property of the railroad company, there 
can be no doubt. Neither can there be any doubt but what an order of the kind 
mentioned, if enforced, would take from the railroad company the right to use and 
control the land occupied by the elevator ; and this raises the question as to 
whether or not such an appropriation of the ground of the railroad company is 
such a taking of property without due process of law as is forbidden by the con- 
stitution of the United States. 

"This question has been answered in the affirmative by tbe supreme court of 
the United States, in the case of The Missouri Pacific Railway Company v. The 
State of Nebraska, 164 U. S. 403. The Board of Transportation of the state of 
Nebraska, under a statute almost identical in language with the above-quoted, 
made an order directing the Missou ri Pacific Railway Company to grant to cer- 
tain persons the right to erect an elevator on the land of the railway company at 
a station at which similar rights had been previously granted by such company, 
and the elevators erected in pursuance thereof were admittedly inadequate for 
the accommodation of the public. The railway company refusing to allow the 
elevator to be built, an action of mandamus was commenced in the supreme 
court of that state by the Board of Transportation against the railway company 
and a peremptory writ of mandamus was granted, from which an appeal was 
taken to the supreme court of the United States, where it was held that the 
order of the Nebraska Board of T ransportation, requiring the railway company 
to surrender a part of its land to private persons for the purpose of building and 
maintaining their elevator upon it, is a taking of the property of the company for 
the private use of such persons, and it was therefore decided that such taking 
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was not due process of law, and a violation of tbe fourteenth amendment to the 
constitution of the United States. In the decision in the case the court says : 

"•To require the railroad company to grant to the petitioners a location on its 
right of way for the erection of an elevator for the specified purpose of storing, 
from time to time, the grain of the petitioners and of neighboring farmers, is 
to compel the railroad company, against its will, to transfer an estate in part of 
the lands which it owns and holds under its charter as its private property for 
a public use to an association of private individuals, for the purpose of erecting 
and maintaining a building thereon for storing grain for their own benefit, with- 
out reserving any control of the use of said land or of the building to be erected 
thereon to the railroad company for the accommodation of its own business or 
for the convenience of the public. This court, confining itself to what is neces- 
sary for the decision of the case before it, is unanimously of the opinion that the 
order in question, so far as it required the railroad corporation to surrender a 
part of its land to the petitioners for the purpose of building and maintaining 
their elevator upon it, was, in essence and in effect, a taking of private property 
of the railroad corporation for the private use of the petitioners. The taking by 
the state of the private property of one person or corporation, without the own- 
er's consent, for the private use of another, is not due process of law, and is a 
violation of the fourteenth article of amendment of the constitution of the United 
States.' 

"1 am therefore compelled to advise you that, in my opinion, you do not have 
the power to lawfully compel a railroad company to lease a portion of its right of 
way to a company or individual for the purpose of erecting a grain elevator 
thereon. 7 ' 

Since the rendering of the above opinion, the board has refused to 
consider such applications, for want of jurisdiction. 

SUGGESTIONS FOR NEEDED LEGISLATION. 

The duties of the secretary of the board are onerous and confining, 
and in case of his sickness or absence no one has authority to act in 
that capacity. The embarrassment could be removed if the stenog- 
rapher of the board be made assistant secretary and stenographer. 

The Kansas City- Leavenworth Railroad Company, an interurban 
railroad operated by electricity in and between the cities of Leaven- 
worth and Kansas City, Kan., carries both freight and passengers, 
and crosses at grade the tracks of other railroads operated by steam. 
This road, and all other interurban roads doing business as common 
carriers and operated by electricity, should be placed under the juris- 
diction* of this board. 

The relations between the railroad and telegraph companies are so 
intimate and close that in some cases jurisdiction of the telegraph 
companies is necessary in order to a full and satisfactory adjudication 
of the issues, and for this reason the board feels that the telegraph 
companies of the state should be placed under its jurisdiction. 

The report required by law to be made by this board is intended 
largely for the information of the governor and the legislature, to 
show the doings of the board and the efficiency of the law, and as the 
legislature meets only biennially, we recommend an amendment mak- 
ing the report of this board biennial instead of annual, as the law 
now provides. Respectfully submitted.

HISTORY. 



The Atchison & Eastern Bridge Company was organized June 30, 1898, under 
articles 1 and 8, chapter 42, Revised Statutes of Missouri, 1889, and articles 2, 3, 
t and 19, chapter 23, General Statutes of Kansas, 1889. 

The Chicago & Eastern Bridge Company was organized as a bridge company 
in Kansas, and the Chicago & Eastern Bridge Company as a bridge company in 
Missouri, under the general incorporation laws of such respective states, the 
Missouri company with a capital of $20,000, and the Kansas company with a 
capital of $680,000. Immediately thereafter these corporations were consolidated 
under the provisions of article 8, chapter 42, Revised Statutes of Missouri, and 
article 19, chapter 23, General Statutes of Kansas, 1889, with a capital of $700,000. 

The consolidation took effect in Kansas, June 22, 1898, by filing articles of 
consolidation with the secretary of state, and in Missouri, June 30, 1898, by issue 
of certificate of corporate consolidation by secretary of state. Consolidation was 
authorized by unanimous resolution of the directors of each constituent com- 
pany on June 18, 1898, and written assent of holders of all stock except two 
shares. 

The Chicago & Atchison Bridge Company, Consolidated, was reorganized 
under the General Statutes of Missouri, 1865, chapter 69, page 367, and the Gen- 
eral Statutes of Kansas, 1868, chapter 23 (Session Laws of Kansas, 1870, chapter 
3), taking the name of Atchison & Eastern Bridge Company. The reorganization 
i was the result of foreclosure of mortgage. 

This company owns a line of railroad across its bridge which is used only by 
various railroad companies paying toll for privilege.

HISTORY. 



The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company was organized Decem- 
ber 12, 1895, under the laws of the state of Kansas. 

This company was organized under the territorial laws of Kansas as the Atchi- 
son & Topeka Railway Company, February 11, 1859. Name changed to Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad Company November, 21, 1863. 

The report of this company includes the property and operations of the fol- 
lowing-named companies, of which the entire issue of capital stock and bonds is 
owned by the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company, and the property of 
which is operated as a part of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe railway system; 
the Eastern Oklahoma Railway Company, organized under the laws of the ter- 
ritory of Oklahoma, July 24, 1899 ; the Guthrie & Western Railway Company, 
organized under the laws of the territory of Oklahoma, January 9, 1900; and the 
Rio Grande & El Paso Railroad Company, organized under the laws of the state 
of Texas, October 28, 1880.

CONTRACTS, AGREEMENTS, ETC., AFFECTING BUSINESS. 

Wells, Fargo & Co.'s Express receives and delivers goods at railway company's express cars, 
and pays a fixed annual sum per mile of road for the use of the railway company's express oars 
and the hauling of same in passenger-trains, but the amount paid shall in no case be less than 
forty per cent, of the gross earnings of the express oompany on the line of the Chicago Great 
Western Rly. 

The United States government pays on baBis of amount and character of service. 

The Mann Boudoir Sleeping Car Co., operated by Pullman's Palace Car Co., furnishes the 
necessary number of sleeping-cars, and is paid on basis of miles run by cars. The sleeping-oar 
company receives the revenue derived from the sale of berths and seats, and pays extra attend- 
ants in charge of cars. 

No parlor-cars are in use on the Chicago Great Western Rly. 

The dining-cars are operated by the railway company. 

There are no freight or transportation companies operating over this railway. 

Through billing arrangements with all connecting lines. 

With Kansas City Northwestern Rid. Co., for use of tracks from Leavenworth to Kansas 
City, Kan., for which this company pays a fixed annual sum. 

With Kansas City Suburban Belt Rly. Co., for use of tracks and depot in the city of Kansas 
City, Kan., for which this company pays a fixed annual sum. 

With Leavenworth, Northern & Southern Rly. Co., for use of 2.46 miles of track in the city 
of Leavenworth, Kan., for which this company pays a fixed annual sum. 

With Leavenworth, Topeka & Southwestern Rly. Co., for use of 1.40 miles of track in the city 
of Leavenworth, Kan., for which this company pays a fixed annual sum. 

The Postal Telegraph and Cable Co. operates the telegraph lines, and, by contract, fnrnishes 
the necessary wires and facilities to the railway company for the transaction of its business on 
the lines of the road. Operators at railway stations are paid by the railway company and per. 
form service for the telegraph company. Operators at city or outside offices are paid by the 
telegraph company. Material for maintenance is supplied by the telegraph company, and labor 
for maintenance is furnished by the railway company. The telegraph company receives all rev- 
enue derived from commercial business. 

The following telephone companies furnish telephones at the various points on the lines 
where required, and are paid fixed sums for the use of the instruments : Missouri & Kansas 
Telephone Co., People's Telephone Co. 

With Leavenworth Terminal Rly. and Bridge Co., for use of bridge and tracks, for which 
this company pays a fixed annual sum. 
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Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company. 



HISTORY. . 

The Chicago, Rook Island & Pacific Railway Company is a consolidated com- 
pany, and owns its property located in the states of Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Colorado, and the Indian Territory, by virtue of its consolidation 
and purchases, as hereinafter stated. As a consolidated organization, its con- 
stituent companies are as follows : 

The Rock Island & La Salle Railroad Company, created by speoial charter 
granted by the state of Illinois February 27, 1847. 

The Chicago & Rock Island Railroad Company, successor to the Rock Island 
& La Salle, by amendment to the charter of the former company, February 7, 
1851. 

On the 1st day of February, 1853, the Mississippi & Missouri Railroad Com- 
pany was incorporated under the general laws of the state of Iowa, and the road 
constructed by it sold under foreclosure to the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
Railroad Company, incorporated under the general laws of the state of Iowa on 
the 28th day of May, 1856. 

On the 20th day of August, 1866, the Chicago & Rock Island Railroad Com- 
pany, of Illinois, and the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad Company, of 
Iowa, were consolidated, by virtue of the general laws of the states of Illinois and 
Iowa, the consolidated company taking the name of the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific Railroad Company. 

On the 4th day of January, 1869, the Platte County & Fort Des Moines Rail- 
road Company was incorporated by the legislature of Missouri, and on the 4th 
day of January, 1860, the Platte City & Fort Des Moines Railroad Company was 
organized by the statute of said state. 

On the 30th day of July, 1867, the name of the Platte City & Fort Des Moines 
Railroad Company was, by resolution of said company, changed to the Leaven- 
worth & Des Moines Railroad Company. On the 3d day of March, 1869, the 
name of the last-mentioned company was changed by the legislature of the state 
of Missouri to the Chicago & Southwestern Railway Company, and on the 12th 
day of May, 1869, there was organized under the general corporation laws of the 
state of Iowa a corporation of said state by the name of the Chicago & South- 
western Railway Company. On the 25th day of September, 1869, by virtue of 
the general laws of the states of Iowa and Missouri, the two last-mentioned com- 
panies were consolidated into a consolidated company known as the Chicago & 
Southwestern Railway Company. 

A mortgage covering the property of the Chicago & Southwestern Railway 
Company in Iowa and Missouri was foreclosed subsequent to the above-mentioned 
consolidation, and at the sale under said mortgage said property was sold to the 
Iowa Southern & Missouri Northern Railway Company, a corporation organized 
under the general laws of the state of Iowa on the 27th day of August, 1876. 

On the 29th day of November, 1870, there was organized under the general 
laws of the state of Missouri a corporation known as the Atchison branch of the 
Chicago & Southwestern Railway Company, and on the 16th day of August, 1871, 
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a consolidation of the last-mentioned company was effected with the Chicago & 
Southwestern Railway Company, of the states of Iowa and Missouri. 

On the 30th day of April, 1869, there was incorporated under the general in- 
corporation laws of the state of Iowa a corporation known as Dee*Moines, Indian- 
ola & Missouri Railroad Company, which constructed a line of railroad from Des 
Moines, in the state of Iowa, to Indianola, in said state. 

There was organized under the general incorporation laws of the state of Iowa 
a corporation known as the Des Moines, Winterset & Southwestern Railroad 
Company, which constructed a line of road from a junction with the said Des 
Moines, Indianola & Missouri Railroad to Winterset, in the state of Iowa, which 
two last-mentioned railroads were conveyed to the said Iowa Southern & Mis- 
souri Northern Railway Company. 

On the 4th day of August, 1877, there was organized under the general laws 
of the state of Iowa the Newton & Monroe Railroad Company, which constructed 
a railroad from Newton, in the .state of Iowa, to Monroe, in said state; and on 
the 11th day of June, 1878, there was organized under the same laws the Atlan- 
tic & Audubon Railroad Company, which constructed a railroad from Atlantic, 
in the said state, to Audubon, in said state ; and on the 27th day of August, 1879, 
there was organized the Atlantic Southern Railroad Company, whioh constructed 
a railroad from the said town of Atlantic to Griswold, in said state; and on 
the 27th day of October, 1879, there was organized under said laws the Avoca, 
Macedonia & Southwestern Railroad Company, which constructed a railroad 
from Avoca, in said state, to Carson, in said state. 

On the 2d day of June, 1880, pursuant to the general laws of the states of 
Illinois and Iowa, articles of consolidation were entered into between the above- 
mentioned Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad Company, the Iowa South- 
ern & Missouri Northern Railroad Company, the Newton & Monroe Railroad 
Company, the Atlantic Southern Railroad Company, the Avoca, Macedonia &, 
Southwestern Railroad Company, and the Atlantic & Audubon Railroad Com- 
pany, whereby was created the corporation known as the Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific Railway Company. 

Under the laws of the state of Missouri, there was organized a corporation 
known as the St. Joseph & Iowa Railroad Company, these laws beginning with 
the 22d day of January, 1857, and terminating the 19th of March, 1866; and the 
railroad constrncted by this company in Missouri has been conveyed to the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company. 

Under the general laws of the state of Iowa, the following-named companies 
were organized on the dates named, respectively : The Avoca & Harlan Railroad 
Company, organized on the 15th day of June, 1878, which constructed a railroad 
from Avoca, in the state of Iowa, to Harlan, in said state ; and the Guthrie & 
Northwestern Railroad Company, organized under the same laws on the 4th day 
of October, 1879, which constructed a railroad from Menlo, in the state of Iowa, 
to Guthrie Center, in said state; which two roads have been, since their con- 
struction, purchased by the said Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Com- 
pany. 

On the 17th day of March, 1886, there was organized under the 'laws of the 
state of Kansas a corporation known as the Chicago, Kansas & Nebraska Rail- 
way Company, which company constructed a line of road from the Missouri 
river westward to Colorado Springs, in the state of Colorado, through the states 
of Kansas and Nebraska, and southwestward through said state of Kansas into 
the Indian Territory. The road so constructed has been foreclosed and pur- 
chased by the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company. 
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On the 20th day of July, 1899, there was organized under the laws of the ter- 
ritory of Oklahoma a corporation known as the Enid & Tonkawa Railway Com- 
pany, which company constructed a line of road from North Enid, in the territory 
of Oklahoma, to Billings, in said territory. On December 22, 1899, the property 
was purchased by the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company, and is 
now a part of the system. 

On the 29th day of December, 1899, the Guthrie & Kingfisher Railway Com- 
pany was incorporated under the laws of the territory of Oklahoma, and con- 
structed a line of railroad from Kingfisher to Cashion, Okla. The property 
was purchased by the Chicagd, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company Octo- 
ber 8, 1900. 

On the 14th day of July, 1899, the Gowrie & Northwestern Railway Company 
was incorporated under the laws of the state of Iowa, and constructed a line of 
railroad from Gowrie to Sibley, Iowa. The property was purchased by the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company December 31, 1900.

IMPORTANT CHANGES DURING THE YEAR. 

Extension of main line from Weatherford, Okla., to Elk City, Okla,, a distance of about 
forty-seven miles, was opened for operation during the year. Extension of Tecumseh branch 
from Tecum 86^1 to South Canadian river, a distance of about twenty miles, was completed dur- 
ing the year, but not opened for operation until July, 1902. 

Agreement September 20, 1901, with L. R. & H. S. W. Rid. Co. to lease its line from Hot 
Springs junction, Little Rock, Ark., to Benton, Ark., a total mileage of 22.963 miles, at an an- 
nual rental of $800 per mile, proportion payable monthly, for a period of two years. 

Under deed of conveyance by Western Oklahoma Rid. Co. to the Choctaw, Oklahoma & Gulf 
Rid. Co,, executed May 1, 1902, this company assumed possession and control of the line of the 
Western Oklahoma Rid. Co. from Elk City, Okla., to Texas state line, a distance of about forty 
miles, and from Haileyville, I. T., to Ardmore, I. T., a distance of about 117 miles, for the con- 
sideration of $3,000,000 flve-per-cent. consolidated-mortgage bonds of the Choctaw, Oklahoma & 
Gulf Rid. Co., bearing interest from May 1, 1902, and secured by a mortgage which is a purchase 
in any mortgage and a first lien upon the lines of railroad thereby conveyed. 

Under deed of conveyance by Hot Springs Rid. Co. to Choctaw, Oklahoma & Gulf Rid. Co., 
executed May 3, 1902, this company assumed possession and control of the line of the Hot 
Springs Rid. Co. from Hot Springs, Ark., to a point at or near the town of Benton, Ark., a dis- 
tance of 34.965 miles, connecting at that point with the L. R. & H. S. W. Rid., together with a 
branch line extending from the town of Butterfield, on said line of railroad between Hot Springs 
and Benton, Ark., to the town of Malvern, Ark., a distance of 5.272 miles, for a consideration of 
$600,000 consolidated-mortgage flve-per-cent. bonds of the Choctaw, Oklahoma & Gulf Rid. Co. 
at par value. 

Under deed of conveyance by Choctaw Northern Rid. Co. to the Choctaw, Oklahoma & Gulf 
Rid. Co., executed May 3, 1902, this company assumed possession and control of the line of the 
Choctaw Northern Rid. Co. from Geary, Okla., to Alva, Okla., with a branch line from Ingersoll, 
Okla., to Anthony, Kan., a total mileage of 137 miles, for the consideration of $1,027,500, in con. 
solidated-mortgage flve-per-cent. bonds of the Choctaw, Oklahoma & Gulf Rid. Co., par value, 
secured by purchase in any mortgage as a first lien, and $1,027,500 in common stock of the Choc- 
taw, Oklahoma & Gulf Rid.

There were constructed and pnt in operation during the year 21.174 miles of yard and ter- 
minal tracks. 

The Christie spur, 7.410 miles, was taken up. 

A large number of timber trestles have been reenforced to make them safe for heavy engines 
and a great many wooden trestles have been replaced by stone culverts, cast-iron-pipe drains) 
and steel spans or masonry. Large expenditures have been made in widening cuts and fills, re- 
moving sags in grade line, and for new ballasting, etc. 

There were issued during the year on account of improvements $3,802,000 in first-mortgage 
bonds.

Wells, Fargo ft Co.'s Express pays fifty per cent, of their gross earnings, express matter 
handled over the line of this company — revenue reported by the express company. 

Mail routes as follows: Route No. 1&3,011, Kansas City, Mo., to Port Arthur, Tex., yearly 
compensation, $89,102.54; route No. 149,027, DeQuincey, La., to Lake Charles, La., yearly com- 
pensation, $1110.29; route No. 147,019, Spiro, I. T., to Fort Smith, Ark., yearly compensation, 
$708.59. 

The Pullman Co. : The railway company pays two cents per mile for each mile made over 
its lines by sleeping-oars of the Pullman Co.— fuel for heating, oil and gas for illuminating and 
all lubricants furnished by the railway company, which company also cleans outs ides of cars 
and trucks. The Pullman Co. receives all revenue from the cars. 

Kansas City Southern ft Gulf Terminal Co.: Contract provides for use of depot facili. 
ties at Shreveport, La., by the Kansas City Southern Rly. Co., in consideration of a monthly 
rental of $350. 

St. Louis ft San Francisco Rly. Co. : Contract provides for use by the Kansas City Southern 
Rly. Co. of tracks from Belt Junction to Grandview, Mo., for a monthly rental of $413.55, and a 
proportion of cost of maintenance and operation of trains on joint track, on wheelage basis. 

Arkansas ft Choctaw Rly. Co. : Contracts provide for a rental of certain coal-mine tracks at 
Bonanza, Ark., property of K. C. S. Rly. Co., to the A. ft C. Rly. Co.; consideration, $1014.78 
yearly. 

Fort Smith ft Western Rid. Co. : Contract provides for use by Fort Smith ft Western Rid. 
Co. of Kansas City Southern tracks between Coal Creek, I. T., and Fort Smith, Ark., a distance 
of 19.3 miles. Consideration, $400 per mile per annum, and a proportion of the maintenance of 
said tracks on a wheelage basis. Ft. S. ft W. Rid. Co. are not allowed to handle any traffic be- 
tween Fort Smith and Coal Creek and points intermediate. 

Missouri Pacific Rly. Co. : Contract provides for use of Kansas City Southern Rly. Co. track 
between Pittsburg, Kan., and Joplin. Mo., by Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. for the movement of its trains 
under trackage arrangements, for which the Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. pays 40 per cent, per train mile. 
Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. not allowed to do any local business between Joplin and Pittsburg or points 
intermediate. 

K. C. S. B. Rid. Co. : Contract provides for use by the Kansas City Southern Rly. Co. of ter- 
minals at Kansas City and use of track, Kansas City to Belt Junction, in consideration of $3 per 
loaded freight-car, and $5 per loaded passenger-car. Also proportion of cost of switching, based 
on number of cars handled. This contract became void on December 31, 1901, on which date the 
property of the K. C. S. B. Rid. Co. was purchased under foreclosure sale by the Kansas City 
Southern Rly. Co. 

Contracts assumed by the Kansas City Southern Rly. Co. when it purchased the property of 
the Kansas City Suburban Rid. Co., on December 31, 1901, viz. : 

K. C. N. C. Rid. Co. pays for terminal facilities at Kansas City $3.25 per loaded freight-car, 
and $5 per loaded passenger-car. 

St. L. ft S. F. Rid. Co. pays for terminal facilities at Kansas City $3.25 for each loaded 
freight-car, and $1.25 for each car in passenger-train — minimum of $35,000 per annum. 

C. G. W. Rly. Co. pays for terminal facilities at Kansas City $500 per month and current 
witching rates. 

St. J. ft G. I. Rly. Co. pays for terminal facilities at Kansas City as follows : Each loaded 
freight-car, $3.25; each passenger-car, $2.00; each combination car, $1.75; each sleeping-car 
$2.50. 

Western Union Telegraph Co. : Contract provides that railway company shall furnish labor, 
and telegraph company shall furnish material for maintenance ; railway company to have free 
use of wires at all times. Railway business to take precedence over commercial business, ex- 
cept upon such wires as are used exclusively by the telegraph company. Telegraph company 
receives revenue from all commercial business. 

This company does not use any telephone lines in lieu of telegraph, and has no contracts of 
this nature. All telephones are rented at regular subscribers' rates.

The Leavenworth Depot and Railroad Company, was organized April 11, 1887, 
under the laws of the state of Kansas. 

This company is not organized for profit. Bills are rendered monthly against 
the roads using the depot, for their proportion of the expense of operating depot, 
and also an arbitrary charge — called a rental charge — to cover interest on bonds 
and for payment to sinking-fund. The company is working under an agreement 
executed April 11, 1887. Some of the companies that are now using the depot 
had an agreement prior to April 11, 1887, but our records have been destroyed, 
and information as to this early agreement cannot be given. There are no divi- 
dends on stock. At the end of the year, if the board of directors finds that a 
surplus has accumulated during the year from the monthly bills, this surplus is 
returned to each road contributing to the general fund.

Organized April 7, 1870, by the consolidation of the Union Pacific, southern 
branch, chartered September 20, 1865 ; the Tebo & Neosho, chartered June 18, 
1870; the Labette & Sedalia, chartered May, 1878, and the Neosho Valley & 
Holden, whose road was opened in 1871. The St. Louis & Santa Fe Railroad, 
Holden, Mo., to Paola, Kan., chartered December 1, 1870, was purchased at a 
foreclosure sale April 29, 1872, and the Hannibal & Central Missouri, Hannibal 
to Moberly, 72.5 miles, chartered February 13, 1865, was purchased in 1873. 

The line from Junction City to the southern boundary of Kansas was opened 
June 1, 1870; from Sedalia to Parsons, March 1, 1871 ; from southern boundary 
of Kansas to Denison, January 1, 1873, and from Hannibal to Sedalia, September 
1, 1873. 

On December 1, 1880, the road and property of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railway Company, was leased to the Missouri Pacific Railway Company, but the 
lease was terminated in 1888, after the appointment of receivers for said road and 
property in June, 1888, on account of default in payment of interest. 

In 1890, the company was reorganized, without foreclosure, by unanimous 
consent of all security holders, and the old securities retired by substitution and 
exchange of the new securities described in report. 

On June 8, 1891, the receivers were discharged and the property delivered to 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway Company July 1, 1891.

An act for the sale of the Pacific Railroad and to foreclose the state's lien 
thereon, and to amend the charter thereof by giving the state right to fix rates 
' after ten years, approved March 31, 1868. 

The Pacific Railroad was sold under foreclosure proceedings in 1876, in the 
suit of Geo. E. Ketchum et al. v. Pacific Railroad et al., in the United States 
circuit court for the eastern district of Missouri. The purchasers of this road 
organized a corporation under the general railroad law of Missouri by articles of 
association, filed in office of the secretary of the state of Missouri, October 21, 
1876.' The corporate name of this organization was Missouri Pacific Rly. Co. 
This company is one of the constituent companies in the consolidation of August 
12, 1880, forming the present organization, The Missouri Pacific Rly. Co.

The Central Branch Railway Company was organized July 8, 1899, under the 
general railroad laws of the state of Kansas, volume 1 of the General Statutes of 
Kansas, 1889, section 1268; volume 1 of the General Statutes, 1897, sections 92 
and 93 ; General Statutes of Kansas, 1899, section 5678. 

This company was formed by articles of agreement and consolidation between 
the Atchison, Colorado & Pacific Railway Company, the Atchison, Jewell County 
& Western Railway Company, and the Central Branch Union Pacific Railway 
Company, whose charters were severally filed in the office of the secretary of 
state of the state of Kansas on the dates following, that is to say : The Atchison, 
Colorado & Pacific Railway Company, June 1, 1898, amended January 26, 1899 ; 
the Atchison, Jewell County & Western Railway Company, June 1, 1898, amended 
January 26, 1899; the Central Branch Union Pacific Railway Company, June 29, 
1898. 

The articles of agreement and consolidation were dated June 12, 1899, ap- 
proved in writing June 13, 1899, by the holders of more than two-thirds of all the 
stock held in each of the companies parties to said agreement. 

The Central Branch Railway Company is a reorganized company. The orig- 
inal corporations were as follows : 

The Atchison & Pike's Peak Railroad Company, incorporated by act of the 
legislature of the territory of Kansas, approved February 11, 1859, and under an 
act of the legislature of the state of Kansas, passed January 1, 1867, changing 
the name of said corporation to Central Branch Union Pacific Railroad Company. 

The Atchison, Colorado & Pacific Railroad Company, which was organized 
by the consolidation of the Waterville & Washington Railroad Company, the Re- 
publican Valley Railway Company, the Atchison, Republican Valley & Pacific 
Railway Company, the Atchison, Solomon Valley & Denver Railway Company, 
and the Atchison & Denver Railway Company, under and in pursuance of an act 
of the legislature of the state of Kansas, entitled " An act to provide for the con- 
solidation and extension of railroads in the state of Kansas," approved March 1, 
1870, chapter 92, Session Laws of Kansas, 1870, pages 195-197. The articles of 
consolidation creating the Atchison, Colorado & Pacific Railroad Company were 
dated June 23, 1879, and the completed papers of consolidation were filed in the 
office of the secretary of state of the state of Kansas on December 22, 1879. 
The corporations which were consolidated to form the Atchison, Colorado & Pa- 
cific Railroad Company were organized under the general railroad law of the 
state of Kansas, by articles of incorporation filed in the office of the secretary of 
state of the state of Kansas on the dates below mentioned : 

The Waterville & Washington Railroad Company, April 10, 1876; the Repub- 
lican Valley Railway Company, November 3, 1876; the Atchison, Republican 
Valley & Pacific Railway Company, May 18, 1878; the Atchison, Solomon Valley 
& Denver Railway Company, August 16, 1877 ; and the Atchison & Denver Rail- 
way Company, December 27, 1878. 
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The Atchison, Jewell County & Western Railroad Company was organized 
under the general laws of the state of Kansas by articles of incorporation dated 
July 5, 1879, and filed in the office of the secretary of state)of[the state of Kansas 
on July 5, 1879.

Railway Company, October 11, 1883, and amendments to this charter filed Novem-

The Wells, Fargo & Co. operates the express. The railway company furnishes express cars 
and the express company pays fifty per cent, of its gross receipts on the raUway line for the use 
of facilities, with a guaranty of $17,500 minimum per annum. 

The United States gOTernment carries the mail and pays the railway company a fixed sum 
per mUe of road per annum, based on the number of pounds of mail matter carried. 

With the Kansas City Northwestern Rid. Co., for rent of track between Seneca and Axtell 
Junction, Kan., for which the St. Joseph & Grand Island Rly. Co. receives a fixed annual rental, 
based upon an agreed valuation of the property. The Kansas City Northwestern Rly, Co. also 
pays a proportion of the cost of maintaining the property, on a wheelage basis. 

The Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Rid. Co., for use of bridge crossing the Missouri river at 
St. Joseph, Mo., for which the St. Joseph & Grand Island Rly. Co. receives a fixed annual rental. 
The Rock Island company also pays one-half of the expenses of operating and maintaining the 
bridge, including taxes, less one-half of bridge tolls received from the public. 

With the Western Union Telegraph Co., for operation of telegraph line. The railway com- 
pany furnishes the labor for maintenance of the line and pays one-half the cost of material and 
supplies. It also furnishes operators at its stations, and receives one-half of the telegraph re. 
ceipts from commercial business. 

With the Missouri & Kansas Telephone Co., for use of telephones at various places, for which 
a fixed sum is paid for the use of each instrument. 

With B. F. Shearer, for privUege of vending on trains of the railway company, for which a 
fixed annual sum is paid.

PETITIONS, COMPLAINTS AND DECISIONS. 



No. 1.— Filed April 16, 1901. 
FREIGHT RATES. 

James T. Fitzgerald vs. Mo. Pao. Rly. Co. 

James T. Fitzgerald, of Jamestown, alleges discrimination in freight rates 
against said station by the Missouri Pacific Railway Company, and in support of 
his allegations cites that freight rates from the Missouri river over said road to 
Jamestown are higher than the same company's rates to Norway, Scandia, Re- 
public City, and other points of greater distance from the Missouri river. 

The respondent was asked to explain or give its reasons for the apparent dis- 
crimination. 

May 10 the complainant reported that the rates had been made satisfactory.

STOCK SCALES AND TELEGRAPH SERVICE. 

S. E. Porter et ah vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

A petition signed by S. E. Porter and other citizens of Woodson county ask^d 
that stock scales and telegraph service be supplied at Rose station, on the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway. 

The respondent was asked whether the petitioners' request would be granted 
without further or formal action by the board. 

Respondent answered that it was willing to put in telephone service, connect- 
ing at the nearest station at which it had an agent. 

The petitioners were asked whether this would be satisfactory, and the atten- 
tion of the respondent was called to the fact that it had omitted to answer in re- 
gard to stock scaled. 

The petitioners answered that with telephone connection with Yates Center 
and stock scales they would be satisfied. 

The respondent was asked whether it would make the telephone connection 
and put in the stock scales. 

June 13, not having received any indication that the respondent would com- 
ply with the request of the petitioners, the board decided to investigate the ne- 
cessity for the facilities asked for, and fixed Thursday, June 20, 1901, as the date 
for said investigation, and on that date, due notice having been previously given 
to all interested parties, the board met at Rose for the purpose stated. 

The parties in interest being present, and having agreed between themselves 
as to the matters in controversy, the action was dismissed by stipulation filed 
with the board. 

No. 3.— Filed April 16, 1901. 

DEPOT AND AGENT. 

John D. McRae vs. M. K. & T. Rly. Co. 

John D. McRae, of Goodrich, alleges that, for and in consideration of bonds 
voted to aid in construction, the railroad company agreed to establish a station 

(ia-i) 
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and maintain an agent at the town of Goodrich, and that the company now re- 
fuses to comply with the terms of said agreement. 

The respondent was asked to state its reasons for refusing to maintain a depot 
and agent at said station. Respondent answered that the earnings of the station 
did not justify the expense of keeping an agent there. 

The record showing that the ownership of the road had changed hands, the 
present company having purchased it at foreclosure after said aid had been voted 
and agreement made, the board submitted the following question to the attorney- 
general: "Where a railroad oompany has established depots, switches and other 
facilities for the accommodation of the publio on the line of its road, in considera- 
tion of the granting of aid to said road, and where such depots, switches, etc. , have 
been removed or abandoned, is the granting of suoh aid legal ground upon which 
the board may base an order to reestablish suoh depots, switches, etc., where the 
ownership of the railroad has changed hands sinoe the granting of such aid?" 

May 15 the attorney-general answered that "The only provision of law re- 
quiring the railroad companies to comply with the terms and conditions under 
which aid has been or shall be received from municipalities is found in chapter 
138 of the Laws of 1886, section 1 of which provides as follows : 

" 'That it shall be the duty of any railroad company or companies which have 
heretofore received aid from any county, township or city, or whioh shall hereafter 
receive such aid in the construction of the road of such company or compa- 
nies, and the duty of any and all railroad companies composed in part by consoli- 
dation or otherwise of suoh company or companies having received such aid, to 
maintain and operate the railroad for which such aid has been or shall be ex- 
tended, in the manner and with all the business facilities and with all the accom- 
modations for the business and traveling public which was or shall be promised 
by the railroad company or companies which have or shall receive suoh aid as a 
consideration in whole or part for such aid ; and every railroad company which 
shall fail or refuse to keep and perform any promise or contract so made in con- 
sideration of or in order to induce any county, township or city to extend such 
aid shall be liable to the penalties provided in section 2 of this act.' 

"A failure to comply with any of the requirements of this seotion by any rail- 
road company or companies herein specified and described would afford a suffi- 
cient cause for proceedings by your board under the provisions of seotion 10, 
chapter 286, Laws 1901. But when a railroad company to which construction 
aid has been granted thereafter parts with the ownership of its road by selling 
and transferring the same to another company which is not 'composed in part by 
consolidation or otherwise of such company or oompanies having received such 
aid,' but which is a different and independent owner, the provisions of section 1, 
above quoted, have no application ; and it is my opinion that an order of the 
board requiring the reestablishment of depots, switches and other facilities by 
such subsequent owner of the road can be based only on the ground that such 
facilities are necessary 'in order to promote the security, convenience and accom- 
modation of the public,' within the meaning of said seotion 10, chapter 286, Laws 
of 1901." 

May 31 a copy of the attorney-general's opinion .was sent to the complainant, 
with the information that the ownership of the road having been entirely 
changed, the obligation would not be binding, and that if he desired to make 
complaint for other reasons than heretofore mentioned it would take the matter 
up with the company for further consideration, but that it considered that the 
opinion of the attorney-general closed the case. 
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No. 4.— Filed April 15, 1901. 
TRAINS LEAVING STATION IN ADVANCE OF SCHEDULE TIME. 

A. P. McBride vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

A. P. McBride, of Independence, complains that on April 14, when on his 
way to prepare a patient for a surgical operation, he arrived at the depot at Inde- 
pendence fifteen minutes before the leaving time for the train going west at 
12:45 p. m., and that the train had left five minutes prior to his arrival. 

A copy of the complaint was sent to the respondent with request for explana- 
tion. 

Respondent, by its general manager, H. U. Mudge, answered: "It is a fact 
that train No. 221 was started out of Independence a few minutes ahead of time 
April 14, as it was considered necessary to do this in order to meet other trains 
and save a delay of 2:30. Cases of this kind are very rare and such aotion is 
taken only in very exceptional cases, when in the judgment of division officials 
directly in charge it is considered necessary and for the benefit of the greatest 
number to do it. It is to be regretted that Mr. McBride was inconvenienced by 
this action, but it is a fact that the other passengers were benefited by it. 
Train 221 is a freight- train which we permit to carry passengers for the conven- 
ience of the public and not because we want it to." 

A copy of respondent's answer was sent to complainant, with statement that 
" unless we hear from you further concerning this matter we will consider this 
explanation satisfactory." 

Nothing further being heard from the complainant, the case was closed.

TRACK CONNECTION. 

Stafford Milling and Elevator Company vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. and Mo. Pac. 
Rly. Co. 

The Stafford Milling and Elevator Company applied for an order requiring 
the Atchison, Topek»& Santa Fe and the Missouri Pacific Railway Companies 
to make track connection at Stafford, Kan. 

The respondent company was asked whether or not the connection as applied 
for would be made without investigation by or formal action of this board, and, 
on May 31, the following was received from complainant: "I wish to withdraw 
our application to you for track connection between the Santa Fe and the Mis- 
souri Pacific, as we have practically completed arrangements whereby we will 
have switch connections with the Santa Fe."

FREIGHT RATES. 
J. Baker vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

J. Baker, of Kansas City, alleges that the Missouri Pacific Railway Com- 
pany charged 17$ cents per hundredweight on a car of salt shipped from Kanopolis 
to Utioa, and that said rate was excessive. 

The complainant was advised that the rate complained of was in conformity 
with the local distance tariff now in force, and on May 10 the following was re- 
ceived from Mr. Baker: " I understand that these rates are as cheap as those 
charged by the Union Pacific and Santa Fe for hauling salt, and do not ask a 
better rate from the Missouri Pacific than other roads are making."

ELEVATOR SITE. 

H. Shoemacher vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

H. Shoemacher asked an order requiring the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
to grant him sites on its right of way at Victoria and Toulon, Kan., on which to 
erect elevators. 

The respondent was asked its reasons for the refusal of the sites desired, and 
it replied that on account of lack of room on its switch at Victoria it was unable 
to comply with the wishes of the complainant as to that place ; in regard to the 
elevator site at Toulon, the company did not act because the complainant failed 
to comply with its request that he furnish plans and specifications of his pro- 
posed elevator. 

The complainant was advised that the requirement of the company that he 
furnish plans and specifications of his proposed elevator at Toulon was reasonable 
and just and ought to be complied with, but the question at Victoria seems to be 
whether there is room on the company's grounds, and thereupon, due notice 
having been given all interested parties, the board met at Victoria, on July 5, 
and entered upon a hearing of the matter in controversy, the complainant ap- 
pearing in person and the respondent by its attorneys, A. L. Williams and N. H. 
Loomis, and J. O. Brinkerhoff, general superintendent, and after an inspection 
of the grounds, and being fully advised in the premises, the board finds : That 
the side-track of said company at Victoria is located not only in a cut, but also 
on a curve, and that there is no site on said side- track, not now occupied, on 
which it would be practicable to construct the desired elevator.

REESTABLISHMENT OF DEPOT AND AGENT. 

J. F. Newberry, Trustee, vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

J. F. Newberry, trustee of Elm Grove township, Labette county, filed an ap- 
plication for the reestablishment of a depot and agent at Elm City, and set up 
in support thereof an agreement between the citizens of Elm Grove township and 
the Denver, Memphis & Atlantic Railway Company, whereby said company 
agreed, in lieu of certain bonds issued to it by said township, to maintain and 
operate a suitable depot at Elm City; also setting up the fact that the business 
transacted by said company at said town would warrant the reestablishment of 
such depot and agent. 

The board, after being fully advised in the premises, finds that the Denver, 
Memphis & Atlantic Railway Company, to whioh such construction aid was 
granted, had parted with the ownership of its road by,selling and transferring 
the same to the Missouri Pacific Railway Company, of which it composed no 
part by consolidation or otherwise, and that the respondent company is not 
bound by the agreement between the citizens of Elm Grove township and the 
Denver, Memphis & Atlantic Railway Company. 

The board further finds that the distance from Elm City to Bartlett is less 
than five miles, and to Edna less than two miles, and that at both places re- 
spondent company maintains a depot and agent; that the showing made of the 
revenues resulting to the respondent company from the operation of its road 
through Elm City for three years last past are inadequate to warrant the board 
in ordering the reestablishment of a depot and agent at that point. 

The board therefore holds that the application should be denied. 
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No. 9.— Filed April 24, 1901. 
PASSENGER SERVICE. 

F. B. Brungardt vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

F. B. Brungardt, in behalf of the citizens of Victoria and vicinity, filed an 
application for additional passenger facilities at said town, complaining that the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company failed to stop any of its day trains at Victoria, 
while they were stopped at many much smaller stations along its lines. 

The matter complained of was taken up with the respondent company, and 
on May 16 the board received the following communication from Mr. J. O. Brink- 
erhoff, general superintendent of said' company: "As we have recently been 
provided with heavier engines for hauling trains Nos. 3 and 4, Victoria will be 
made a flag station, May 20, for passengers who purchase tickets for these trains. 
We are very glad to be able to accommodate these people with fast day passenger 
service." / 

Upon receipt of information from the complainant that the passenger service 
afforded was satisfactory, the case was closed.

TELEGRAPH FACILITIES. 

S. R. Holdeman vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

S. R. Holdeman, trustee of Castleton township, in Reno county, complains that 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company' fails to maintain telegraph 
facilities at Castleton station, in violation of the conditions of a certain contract 
entered into by the respondent company with the citizens of Castleton township. 

The complaint was taken up with said company, with the result that on May 
31 the board received the following from Mr. A. A. Hurd, solicitor thereof: "A 
telegraph office has been reestablished for this season's business, which I under- 
stand is entirely satisfactory to Mr. Holdeman and other citizens of Castleton." 

Afterwards, and on June 3, 1901, the board received the following from com- 
plainant : " Telegraph service has been restored at Castleton." 



No. 11.— Filed April 30, 1901. 
FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

L. Sohreiber vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

L. Schreiber, of Victoria, complained that the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany refused to accept his order or to furnish him cars for the shipment of grain 
from Victoria, Walker, and other stations. 

The complaint was taken up with the respondent company, and not being 
able to accomplish a satisfactory adjustment, the board set Wednesday, June 
5, 1901, at Victoria, as a time and place for the hearing of such action, and 
notified all interested parties thereof. On said date the board went to Victoria 
for the purposes aforesaid, the respondent company appearing by A. L. Williams 
and N. H. Loomis, attorneys, and J. O. Brinkerhoff, general superintendent, 
but the defendant failed to appear in person or by attorney. 

Afterwards, on December 31, nothing further having been heard from the 
complainant, the case was closed. 
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No. 12.— Filed April 30, 1901. 
FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

S. C. Miller vs. St. J. & G. I. Rid. Co. 

» 

S. C. Miller complained that the St. Joseph & Grand Island Railroad Com- 
pany failed and refused to furnish him with cars at Robinson station, in Brown 
county, for the shipment of grain; that their refusal was causing him serious 
financial loss, and if continued would drive him out of business at that point, 
and stating further that he had been driven out of business at Lenora, Kan., by 
the same kind of treatment. 

The matters complained of were taken up with the respondent company, its 
attention called to section 22 of the laws relating to railroads, with request that 
the complainant be furnished with adequate facilities for the immediate ship- 
ment of grain. 

Afterwards, and on the 10th of May, this board received the following com- 
munication from Mr. Miller: "I am now receiving oars without any trouble."

PRIVATE CROSSING. 

T. J. Squires vs. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

T. J. Squires, of Hoi ton, Kan., filed an application for a crossing over the 
Chicago, Rook Island & Pacific Railway Company's tracks on his farm (the 
south half of the southwest quarter of 13-6-15, E.), in Jackson county. 

The respondent company was advised of the filing of said application, and on 
May 14 the following was received from M. A. Low, its general attorney: "The 
general roadmaster has advised me that he has directed that the desired crossing 
be put in." 

Upon receipt of information that the order of the general roadmaster had been 
complied with, the case was closed. 



AN ORDER PERMITTING RAILROAD COMPANIES TO LIMIT THEIR 
COMMON-LAW LIABILITIES UNDER CERTAIN 

CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Whereas, It is deemed wise and expedient by the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners that railroad corporations doing business in the state of Kansas should 
have the privilege, under certain circumstances, of limiting their strict common- 
law liability as common oarriers : 

Therefore, In accordance with the authority conferred upon this board by 
section 27 of an act entitled "An act concerning railroads and other common car- 
riers, and repealing sections 1332, 1333, 1335, 1336, 1340, 1344, 1348, of the General 
Statutes of 1889, and all other acts and parts of acts in conflict with the provi- 
sions of this act," approved February 26, 1901, it is hereby, ordered by the board 
that hereafter, where any railroad company doing business in the state of Kan- 
sas shall have in force two rates for the shipment of any class of freight within 
said state, the higher rate to apply to such shipments where no limitation of the 
strict common-law liability of said railroad company is made and the lower rate 
to apply where such liability is limited, it shall be lawful for such railroad com- 
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pany , h& contract entered into between such company and any shipper, to change 
or limit its common-law liability in such manner and to such an extent as may 
be specified by the terms of said contract ; provided, that such contract shall not 
relieve such railroad company from any liability on the aocount of the negligence 
of such company. This order does not apply to express companies.

ELEVATOR SITE. 

C. L. Wagner vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

C. L. Wagner asked an order requiring the Missouri Pacific Railway Com- 
pany to grant him a looation upon its side-track at Mount Hope, in Sedgwick 
county, for the purpose of erecting an elevator thereon. The matter was taken 
up with the respondent company, and on June 10, all interested parties having 
been advised of- the time and place, the board met at Mount Hope for the pur- 
pose of investigating the matters complained of. The complainant was present 
in person and the respondent represented by H. H. Webb, its division superin- 
tendent, and, after being fully advised in the premises, the board found: That 
there were two sites upon which it would be practicable to locate the desired ele- 
vator; that, under the showing made, the respondent company would be war- 
ranted in granting to the complainant the elevator location as prayed for, and 
the board recommended that the company so do. 

With considerable correspondence covering the interim, on August 8 the 
board received the following letter from Mr. Webb : ''Arrangements were being 
made to locate Mr. Wagner's elevator back of the depot; the negotiations for 
this arrangement have failed, and the company has therefore decided to extend 
the side-track 300 feet to accommodate the elevator to be erected by Mr. Wagner." 

The case was closed upon receipt of the following from complainant: "I 
have been informed by Mr. Webb that arrangements have been made to extend 
the 8 witch at this point. I am also informed by the section foreman that he has 
orders to hire parties with teams to make the grade. With this assurance, I am 
willing that the case be closed."

SIDE-TRACK. 
W. Post vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

W. Post and others, residents of Harding, Kan., by their attorneys, Keene 
& Gates, filed a petition asking an order of the board requiring the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railway Company to construct a side-track at that place. 

May 16, 1901, attorney for respondent answered: "I understand our people 
are willing to allow this switch or spur." 

Later, complainant writes: "The company has put in a spur track at Hard- 
ing."

REMOVAL OF CATTLE GUARDS. 

John D. Milliken vs. A. T. <fe 8. F. Rly. Co. 

John D. Milliken, of McPherson, Kan., complained to this board thai the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company had removed a certain cattle- 
guard on the northwest quarter of section 30, township 19, range 3, in McPherson 
county. 

The matter was taken up with the respondent company, and on July 10 the 
following was received from A. A. Hurd, its solicitor: "I herewith hand you all 
correspondence on this subject, showing the reasons for removal of cattle-guards. 
You will notice that Mr. Milliken has, by reason of this cattle-guard, been using 
the right of way of the company as a pasture ground, thus endangering the lives 
of the traveling public, and it became necessary, therefore, to remove the cattle- 
guard and require him to depend upon the gates. You will notice from pencil 
sketoh with the correspondence that we have furnished him with two farm 
crossings with gates, one near his house and the other near the extreme western 
portion of his farm." The board transmitted to Mr. Milliken a copy of the cor- 
respondence relating to the investigation made by the respondent company, with 
the following statement: "The fact of your having crossings with gates, one 
near your house and one at the further side of your farm, would seem to indicate 
that you have been pretty fairly treated by the railroad oompany in regard to 
the matters complained of." 

The case was thereupon closed.

ELEVATOR SITE. 

W. P. Finger & Sons vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

W. P. Finger & Sons ask an order requiring the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railway Company to grant them a site upon its right of way at Sawyer, in Pratt 
county, upon which to construct an elevator. 

The matter was taken up with respondent oompany and, after considerable 
correspondence in relation thereto, on July 10 the board received the following 
from A. A. Hurd, its solicitor: " It is impracticable to permit the location of an- 
other elevator at Sawyer without the extension of the house track 200 feet, the 
approximate cost of which would be $200, and if Messrs. Finger & Sons are will- 
ing to advanoe the cost of same, to be refunded to them under the usual contract 
terms, upon shipments made over the line through the elevator, the oompany is 
ready aod willing to enter into the contract permitting the construction of the 
elevator upon its right of way adjacent to the proposed extension of said house 
track at Sawyer." 

Upon transmitting the above information to Finger & Sons, they informed the 
board that the idea of building an elevator this year had been abandoned.

FREIGHT RATES. 

Jesse S. Wright vs. B. & M. R. Rly. Co. 

Jesse S. Wright complained that the Burlington & Missouri River Railway 
Company discriminated against him in the matter of freight rates and rebates in 
the shipping of live stock from Norton, Kan. Whereupon the board addressed a 
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letter to G. W. Holdrege, general manager of the respondent company, reciting 
the fact that charges had been made to the effect that discrimination by rebates 
was being practiced by the Burlington & Missouri River Railway Company at 
Norton, Kan., calling his attention to section 25 of the recent railroad law, and 
asked a strict compliance with the same. 

Upon receipt of information that it was the desire and intention of the respond- 
ent company to comply with the provisions of the law, and especially section 25 
thereof, the board advised Mr. Wright that if the practice complained of had ex- 
isted it was its opinion that the same would be discontinued, and hoped there 
would be no further cause for complaint. 

On December 31, having heard nothing further from complainant, the case 
was closed.

TRANSPORTATION OF FREIGHT. . 
S. H. Barr et al. vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

S. H. Barr, J. A. Rader, and W. C. Meeker, committee of the commercial 
club of Caney, in Montgomery county, Kansas, filed a petition alleging that the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company maintained a depot at Caney, 
on its Bartlesville branch, between Niotaze, Kan., and Owasso, I. T., but re- 
fused to transport freight to and from Caney, except such freight as originated at 
or was destined to points south of Caney, and asking for the removal of these re- 
strictions. 

The respondent company answered that it is not the owner of any railroad or 
station at Caney; that the railroad and station at Caney is the property of the 
Kansas & Colorado Pacific Railroad Company and is operated by the Missouri 
Pacific Railway Company, and that the Atchison Company only has author- 
ity to run its trains over said line of railroad upon the terms and conditions 
of a lease made the 1st day of May, 1899, under which the respondent company 
is not allowed to do business to and from Caney exoept as authorized by said 
contract, and that the conditions thereof will not permit the granting of the 
prayer of the petition herein. 

July 9, 1901, the board met at Caney and entered upon a hearing of said case. 
The trial not being concluded, (he further hearing thereof was adjourned until 
July 23, at the office of the commission, in Topeka. 

Upon application of J. H. Richards, attorney for the Missouri Pacific Railway 
Company, notioe of the time and place of such continued hearing was caused to 
be served upon said company. 

On July 23 the parties were finally heard, and the board decided: 

First, That the Missouri Pacific Railway Company is the owner or lessee of 
the right of way and traok extending from Niotaze, in Montgomery county, Kan- 
sas, to and through the town of Caney, in said county, to the south line of said 
county and state, where the railroad meets and intersects the right of way of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company, and that the said respondent, 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company, does not own or control any 
railroad running from Niotaze to Caney paralleling this line of road. 

Second. The said board further finds that the respondent, the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company, does not own and has no interest in suoh 
track extending from Niotaze to the south line of said county aforesaid, except

such as is acquired by it under the provisions of tbe agreement introduced in 
evidence herein, which said agreement provides, among other things, as follows: 

"The Atchison Company shall do no southbound business from points east, 
west and north of Niotaze destined to Caney and points between Caney and 
Niotaze, but shall deliver all such business to the Missouri Pacific Company at 
Niotaze. 

"The Atchison Company shall do no northbound business originating at 
Caney or at any point between Caney and Niotaze on said joint line and destined 
to points east, west or north of Niotaze. 

"The Atchison Company shall do no local business between Caney and 
Niotaze originating at Caney, Niotaze or the point of connection on the bound- 
ary line of the Indian Territory, or any point on said joint line and destined 
either to Niotaze or to said point of connection, or to intermediate points, or to 
Caney. 

" If passengers cannot be kept off the trains of the Atchison Company, as 
herein provided, then the Atchison Company shall pay to the Missouri Com- 
pany seventy-five per cent. (75%) of the revenue derived by it from the carriage 
of such passengers. 

"The Atchison Company shall have the right to do local business from 
Caney to points south of the northern boundary line of the Indian Territory or 
originating at points south of said boundary line, and destined to Caney, and for 
this purpose shall have the right to use the station force and facilities of the 
Kansas Company and of the Missouri Company, at Caney, including therein the 
connecting tracks between Caney and said joint line, or in case the Atchison 
Company shall find it impracticable to use the station force and facilities afore- 
said, the parties hereto will enter into an agreement supplemental hereto where- 
by the Atchison Company will construct its own depot and necessary side-tracks 
on the right of way of the Kansas Company and the Missouri Company, between 
the county road running east and west, immediately south of Caney and the 
stock-yard switch of the Kansas and Missouri Companies, paying the said Kan- 
sas and Missouri Companies a nominal consideration therefor." 

Third.— This board further finds that the said agreement between the said 
The Missouri Pacific Railway Company and the said The Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Railway Company still subsists and is in full force and effect. 

Wherefore, it is considered, ordered and adjudged by this board that, while 
the manner in which the respondent, The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
Company, operates its trains and receives and transports freight to and from said 
town of Caney, Kan., exoept suoh freight as originates or is destined to points 
south of Caney, as alleged in the complaint herein, is against the interests of the 
complainants, this board cannot legally make an order granting the relief prayed 
for in complainants' petition herein filed.

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 
Keck & Young v*. A. T. & S. F. Ely. Co. 

Keck & Young complained that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
Company failed and refused to furnish them a sufficient number of cars, at 
Quincy, Kan., in which to ship hay and grain. 

The matter was taken up with the respondent company, with the result that 
on May 20 the Board received .the following from complainants: "We are now 
receiving all the cars we want at Quinoy."

FREIGHT RATES. 

J. W. Moser vs. L. &. T. Rly. Co. 

J. W. Moser filed a petition, signed by himself and fifteen other business men 
of Ozawkie, in Jefferson county, Kansas, praying for an investigation of the 
freight rate charged by the Leavenworth & Topeka Railway Company between 
the stations of Topeka and Ozawkie, with a view of regulating the same. 

After being fully advised in the premises, the board finds that the freight 
rates now in force on the Leavenworth & Topeka Railway, between the stations 
of Topeka and Ozawkie, are the distance tariff rates fixed by the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners of the state of Kansas, and are the same as charged for 
equal distances upon other lines of railroad in the state.

Application of C. B. & Q. Rid. Co. for permission to put in semaphore plant at 

Troy Junction, Kan. 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad Company made application for 
permission to establish, upon the crossing of its line and the St. Joseph & Grand 
Island railway, at Troy Junction, a Standard signal crossing. 

After due consideration by the board, it was ordered that the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Railroad Company be authorized and permitted to erect, at the 
crossing of the St. Joseph & Grand Island railway and the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railway Companies' tracks, at Troy Junction, a crossing-signal system 
known as the Standard signal crossing, according to the plans filed with such 
application, to be operated in the manner described in the application therefor 
on file in this case, and under such arrangements for maintenance and operation 
as it may agree upon with the St. Joseph & Grand Island Railway Company.

G. M. Cox vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

G. M. Cox asked an order requiring the Union Pacific Railroad Company to 
permit him to erect an elevator on the ground leased by him from the company 
for the purpose of handling ooal and grain at Hays, Kan. 

The matter complained of was taken up with the respondent company, and 
the parties interested having been notified, the case was heard at Hays on the 
5th day of June, 1901. After viewing the railroad grounds and being fully ad- 
vised in the premises, the board required the complainant to furnish to the re- 
spondent company plans and specifications of his proposed elevator, together 
with information as to the motive power to be used. 

November 9, 1901, the complainant having failed to file with this board or 
with said respondent a copy of such plans and specifications, and having taken 
no further action in the premises, the case was dismissed.

ELEVATOR SITE. 

D. M. Brower vs. A. T. & S. P. Rly. Co. 

D. M. Brower filed a complaint against the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rail- 
way Company, alleging its refusal to permit him to erect an elevator upon its 
right of way at Lewis, Kan., and made application for an order requiring that 
said respondent company give such permission. 

The matter was taken up with respondent company, and after considerable 
correspondence, in which no definite results were reached, on September 12, 1901, 
due notice of the time and place having been given, the board met at Lewis and 
entered upon a hearing of the case, D. M. Brower appearing in person and the 
respondent appearing not. 

After hearing the proofs and arguments and being fully advised in the prem- 
ises, the board made the following findings and recommendations, to wit : 

" The board having fully considered the evidence offered in the case and hav- 
ing made personal examination of the elevators and shipping facilities at said sta- 
tion of Lewis, together with the amount of grain shipped from said station, do find 
that the present elevators now situated at Lewis are inadequate for the prompt 
and satisfactory manner of handling the grain received there, and that there is 
ample room on the present side-track of the respondent railway company for an- 
other elevator, and that an additional elevator of the size and capacity proposed 
by said complainant would be of great advantage to the wheat-producers of the 
neighborhood. 

** Wherefore, the board holds that the request of said complainant for space on 
the right of way of the respondent railway company at Lewis, Kan., on which to 
erect an elevator of the kind and oapacity asked for and proposed in the com- 
plaint herein is reasonable and just, and this board recommends that the prayer 
of the complainant be granted." 

A copy of the above findings and recommendation having been transmitted 
to the respondent company, the board received the following letter from H. U. 
Mudge, its general manager: "While we cannot but think that the elevator 
capacity already provided at that station is sufficient to meet the requirements, 
yet, in view of your request, as an indication of our desire to meet your wishes, 
I am willing that a location be given to Mr. Brower on our right of way at Lewis 
station for the purpose of erecting an elevator, with the understanding that the 
same shall be built within a reasonable length of time, say before May 15, 1902, 
Mr. Brower to execute one of our standard leases, and I have advised our general 
superintendent accordingly." 

Upon receipt of letter from complainant, stating that he had received the 
lease, duly executed, the oase was closed.

AGENT. 

J. F. Bartholomew vs. B. & M. R. Rid. Co. 

J. F. Bartholomew filed a complaint against the Burlington & Missouri River 
Railroad Company, alleging its failure to maintain an agent at its depot at 
Blakeman, in Rawlins county, Kansas. 

To this complaint the respondent company answers that the town of Blake- 
man is a small village, composed of but six families; that the country surround- 
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ing it is very sparsely settled; that the county-seat, being less than four miles 
away, is provided with an agent and operator, and naturally draws the business 
from the surrounding country, and that the conditions existing do not warrant 
the establishment of an agent at said town. 

After a voluminous correspondence and showing of the amount of business 
transacted at this station, and being fully advised in the premises, the board 
finds the facts to be substantially as set forth in respondent's answer, and upon 
receipt of the following communication from A. Campbell, division superin- 
tendent of said oompany, the case was closed: "I have arranged with Mr. Bur- 
ket, the postmaster at Blakeman, to .meet our trains and take care of all freight 
unloaded ; also to receive any freight brought there for shipment, and to deliver 
the same to the trains; in fact, to do anything reasonable to accommodate the 
public."

ELEVATOR SITE. 

Frank Ross vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

Frank Ross applied for an order requiring the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany to furnish him a site upon its right of way at Paloo, Kan., upon which to 
erect an elevator. 

The matter was taken up with the respondent company, and on June 3, all 
interested parties having been notified, the board met at Paloo, and entered upon 
a hearing of the matters in controversy, the complainant appearing in person, and 
the respondent by its attorneys, A. L. Williams and N. H. Loomis, and J. O. 
Brinkerhoff, general superintendent. 

At said hearing the complainant was requested by the board to furnish the 
management of said company with plans and specifications of his proposed ele- 
vator, together with information as to the motive power to be used therein. 

Afterwards, and on November 9,* having failed to comply with the request of 
the board, the following letter was addressed to complainant : " On June 3 it was 
agreed that you should furnish plans and specifications of your proposed elevator, 
since which time we have heard nothing from you, and presume that you have 
abandoned the idea of pressing your application for said site and have therefore 
closed the case."

PASSENGER SERVICE. 

Citizens of Menlo, Hill City, Hoxie and Morland vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

Numerous informal complaints having been presented, alleging inadequate 
passenger service on the Salina & Oakley branch of the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company, on June 3 and 4, 1901, all interested parties having been notified, the 
board visited the different towns along said branoh line for the purpose of an in- 
vestigation into the condition of the service afforded to the patrons thereof. 

On June 6 there was filed a petition numerously signed by oitizens of Menlo, 
and later similar petitions by the citizens of Hill City, Hoxie, and Morland, re- 
questing an order that the Union Pacific Railroad Company furnish additional 
passenger service on its Salina & Oakley branch, alleging that said respondent 
company operated but one mixed train each way per day ; that said train was 

—10 
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continually delayed on account of amount of freight and passenger traffic handled 
by it; that both the freight and passenger facilities afforded were inadequate to 
the needs of the publio, and that the existing conditions would warrant the re- 
spondent company in operating on said branch line a daily passenger train in 
addition to the present mixed train. 

The matters complained of were taken up with the respondent company, with 
a request that it cause investigation thereof to be made and advise the board at 
an early date its conclusions in the premises. 

On July 22, 1901, said company, by A. L. Williams, its attorney, filed its an- 
swer to the petition herein, denying the allegations of complainants' petitions, and 
alleging that it would willingly extend its passenger servioe from Plain ville west 
if there were any assurances that it would pay actual operating expenses. 

After a voluminous correspondence between the complainants, the respond- 
ent, and this board, numerous letters, affidavits and telegrams having been re- 
ceived by the board and forwarded to said company, showing that the schedule 
time of arrival and departure of trains was very rarely maintained on said branch, 
this commission, on August 25, 1901, forwarded to A. L. Williams, general attor- 
ney for respondent, the following letter: "Again, calling your attention to the 
many complaints which have been made to this board in reference to the very 
inefficient train service on the Salina & Oakley branch of the Union Pacific rail- 
road, the board desires to say thai, unless some speedy relief is granted to the 
patrons of said road, this board will feel compelled to make an order in regard to 
the service on said branch within the next ten days." 

The board was thereafter in receipt of a letter from A. L. Williams, inclosing 
a letter from Horace G. Burt, president of respondent company, which is as fol- 
lows: " Please advise our general attorney for Kansas, Williams, that the com- 
pany has decided to at once, or as soon as the service can be provided, establish 
daily passenger train service between Plainvflle and Colby, on the Colby branch. 
The people along that line will be notified without delay of the company's deci- 
sion in the matter, and General Attorney Williams should promptly notify the 
railroad commissioners, who have taken very* deep interest in the matter." 

Upon receipt of information from complainants that the servioe indicated by 
the communication of President Burt had been inaugurated, the case was closed.

TELEGRAPH SERVICE. 

W. S. Lamb et at. vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

W. S. Lamb and thirty-one others, citizens of Codell, asked for the establish- 
ment of telegraph facilities by the Union Pacific Railroad Company at said sta- 
tion. 

A copy of the petition was transmitted to the respondent company, with re- 
quest that it cause immediate investigation to be made and report its attitude in 
the premises, and on July 13 the following letter was received from A. L. Will- 
iams, general attorney for said company : "I wish to advise you that a telegraph 
operator was put in at Codell station on July 5." 
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No. 29.— Filed June 11, 1901. 

Geo. Antrim et at. vs. M. K. & T. Ely. Co. 

A petition signed by Geo, Antrim and twenty-five others, citizens of Strawn, 
in Coffey county, Kansas, asked that telegraph service bo established at that 
station. 

The company answered "that the business of the station would not justify 
putting in telegraph facilities " ; and further, " that the Western Union Telegraph 
Company has control of commercial business; that the railroad has nothing to do 
with it. If the railroad company should put in a telegraph office, it would sim- 
ply be to facilitate railroad business, and could not in any sense engage in com- 
mercial business." 

Upon investigation, the board being satisfied that the business of the station 
was not sufficient to justify an order requiring that telegraph facilities be put in, 
and believing that some better facilities for doing business should be supplied, 
suggested that the company furnish telephone facilities from either Burlington 
or Hartford. 

Further correspondence resulted in an agreement on the part of the railroad 
company to construct a telephone line between Strawn and Hartford, the service 
of which would be free to the citizens of Strawn for all messages pertaining to 
railroad business. 

The telephone facilities agreed upon were established and Mr. Antrim reported 
to the board that the service inaugurated was satisfactory to the citizens of 
Strawn.

PASSENGER AND EXPRESS SERVICE. 

J. H. Sill et ah vs. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

J. H. Sill and 108 other residents of Lincolnville, in Marion county, Kansas, 
asked for additional passenger and express facilities on the Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific railway at said station. The matters complained of were referred to 
the respondent company, with request that it cause immediate investigation to be 
made and inform the board of its position in the premises. 

After considerable correspondence and a thorough investigation of the condi- 
tions complained of, and being fully advised in the premises, the board finds : 
First, That Lincolnville is a small country village. Second, That there are 
three trains southbound and four trains northbound which stop at Lincolnville 
each day to reoeive and deliver passengers. Third, That Lincolnville has as 
extensive passenger and express facilities as are accorded to the great majority 
of towns of its size along the lines of the different roads of the state and as the 
existing conditions there would warrant. 

Upon advising the complainants of the above findings, and informing them 
that if the board compelled all trains to stop at small stations there would be no 
fast through train service in the state, the case was closed.

STOCK- YARDS AND SCALES. 

M. T. Young vs. K. N. & D. Rly. Co. 

W. R. Biddle, of Fort Scott, filed with this board the complaint of M. T. 
Young, trustee of Timberhill township, in Bourbon county, supported by a peti- 
tion of forty residents of Mapleton and vicinity, alleging that the present location 
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of the stock-yards and stock scales on the main track of the Kansas, Nebraska & 
Dakota railroad are half a mile away from the village, which makes the load- 
ing and shipping of stock inconvenient to such an extent that trade is diverted to 
other points, and asking that the stock-yards and scales be located at some point 
where they will be more convenient to the public. 

The matters complained of were taken up with the respondent, with request 
for immediate investigation and report of the company's position in the premises. 

After some correspondence in regard to this complaint, the following was 
received from J. H. Richards, general attorney of respondent company : " Stock- 
yards were moved to the new location at Mapleton, and an addition was con- 
structed to the depot there in December, 1901." 

Upon receipt of information from the complainants that the improvements 
made were adequate and satisfactory, the case was closed.

DEMURRAGE. 

W. W. Smith vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

W. W. Smith, of Holyrood, in Ellsworth county, complained that the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company wrongfully charged him demurrage 
on two cars of grain shipped to Topeka, refused by consignee, and reshipped to 
Atchison. 

The complaint was taken up with respondent company, and an investigation 
was made to ascertain whether the delay causing the demurrage complained of 
was the fault of said company. « 

After full investigation, the board found that the delay was not caused by any 
neglect or fault on the part of respondent company, and wrote complainant as 
follows: "The fact that you sent this wheat to Topeka instead of Atchison, in 
the first place, could not have been the fault of the railroad company, and the 
delay at Topeka was not occasioned by any fault on its part." 

The case was accordingly closed.

DAMAGE TO ELEVATOR PROPERTY. 
W. E. Clark vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

W. E. Clark, of Sawyer, in Pratt county, Kansas, filed his complaint and pro- 
test against the erection of an elevator by W. P. Finger & Sons (case No. 17), 
on the right of way of the respondent company at that station, at a point pro- 
posed by Finger & Sons, alleging that such proposed elevator would be con- 
structed so near the elevator of complainant as to damage the property and 
prevent the free and convenient handling of cars. 

W. P. Finger & Son having abandoned their application for an elevator site at 
Sawyer, the cause for complaint herein ceased to exist, and the case is dismissed.

OVERCHARGE FOR PASSENGER TICKET. 

H. D. Calkins vs. St. J. & G. I. Rly. Co. 

H. D. Calkins complained of the St. Joseph & Grand Island Railway Company, 
that its local agent at Marysville, in Marshall county, subjected him to an over- 
charge of two dollars for a passenger ticket from said place to Sheridan, Wyo. 
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The- matter complained of was referred to the respondent company, with re- 
quest for immediate investigation and report. 

Upon being fully advised in the premises, the board finds that the complain- 
ant was charged the regular rate for said ticket between the points named, and 
upon notifying him of said finding the case was closed.

G. T. Kroeker vs. St. L. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

G. T. Kroeker applied for an order requiring the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railway Company to grant him a site upon its right of way at Buhler, in Reno 
county, Kansas, upon which to erect an elevator. 

The respondent company was asked to cause immediate investigation to be 
made of the merits of the application and report to the board its attitude in the 
premises. 

On August 8 the board called upon J. W. Gleed, attorney for respondent com- 
pany, asked to be advised as to the company's position in the matter, and was 
informed that the complainant would be granted the site prayed for. 

Upon information from complainant that the site had been granted, the case 
was closed.

DELAY IN TRANSIT. 
Charles Page V8. U. P. Rid. Co. 

Charles Page complained that a car of wheat shipped by him on June 5, over 
the Union Pacific railroad from Monument to Kansas City, did not arrive in 
Kansas City until June 20, and sold for 64£ cents, when, had it gone through on 
schedule time, it would have sold for sixty-nine cents, and asked what recourse 
he had for loss sustained through the company's negligence. 

The matter was taken up with the respondent company, with request that 
such delays in transit be avoided as nearly as possible, and Mr. Page was in- 
formed that the proper course to pursue would be to take his matter of damages 
up direct with the claim department of the company, as this board had no juris- 
diction over the same.

UNSAFE TRACK. 

W. A. Powell et al. vs. St. L. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

W. A. Powell, W. H. Richardson, Frank Lohmiller, and Fred McCown, of 
Oswego, in Labette county, complained that the St. Louis & San Francisco Rail- 
road Company was running trains over an unsafe track ; that said road between 
Carl Junction, Mo., and Blackwell, Ok la., is at places very defective, and espe- 
cially between Hallowell and Altamont, Kan. ; that there is but one man walking 
the track for a distance of about twenty miles ; that said condition of road is 
known to the company and it neglects to put a sufficient number of men to work 
to repair or guard it. 
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The matters complained of were taken up with the respondent company, and 
the board, being fully advised in the premises, finds : That that portion of the 
track of the respondent company, designated above, lying in the state of Kansas, 
is not in a defective or unsafe condition ; that said track is being properly taken 
care of and properly guarded ; that said company was without its usual quota of 
section-hands on said line for a short time, occasioned by a strike, but that they 
are now employing a full force of men. 

Upon advising the complainants of the above finding, the case was closed.

FAILURE TO FENCE. RIGHT OF WAY. 

Lute M. Carlson vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

Lute M. Carlson, of Mingo, in Thomas county, made application for an order 
requiring the Union Pacific Railroad Company to fence the west side of its right 
of way through his land, the southeast quarter of section 2, in township 9, range 
range 33 west. 

Upon being advised that the land was fenced on three sides, the matter was 
taken up with respondent, with request for prompt action in the premises, and on 
July 11 the board received the following from A. L. Williams, its general attor- 
ney: " I have just received information from our superintendent to the effect 
that the fence will be built within a short time. The company has been delayed 
in this work on account of its inability to get fence-posts. " 

Upon receipt of information from the complainant that the fence had been 
erected, the case was closed.

SHORTAGE IN WEIGHTS. 

T. O. Gibbon vs. M. K. & T. Rly. Co. 

T. O. Gibbon, of Hartford, Kan., complained of the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas Railway Company, alleging that frequently unreasonable shortages in 
grain are claimed by consignees or elevators to which grain is delivered at des- 
tination, setting forth, as a specific charge, a shortage of seventeen bushels of 
wheat on a car shipped from Hartford to Oswego, and asking this board for relief 
in the premises. 

Upon receipt of said complaint, the board directed the following letter to A. 
A. Godard, attorney general of Kansas: 

"Dear Sir — Complaint has been made to this board that, in the shipment of 
grain to points within as well as without the state, an unreasonable shortage in 
weights is frequently claimed by consignees or by elevators to which the grain is 
delivered at its destination. The board desires to know whether, in your opinion, 
it is empowered to compel railroad companies carrying such shipments to protect 
shippers against such unjust shortage claims, either by requiring the carrier 
to superintend the weighing of the grain upon its delivery at destination, or to 
make good to the shipper any loss he may incur through false- weight shortages 
claimed." 

On June 25 the board received the following answer to the foregoing : 

4 'In reply to your question, I desire to say that the provisions of the railroad 
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law touching the powers of your board to act in such matters are found in the 
following sections, to wit : 

44 * Sec. 7. Said commissioners shall have the general supervision of all rail- 
roads operated by steam within the state, and all express companies, sleeping- 
car companies, and all other persons, companies or corporations doing business 
as common carriers in this state ; and shall inquire into any neglect or violations 
of the laws of this state by any person, company or corporation engaged in the 
business of transportation of persons or property therein, or by the officers, agents 
or employees thereof ; and shall also from time to time carefully examine and in- 
spect the condition of each railroad in the state, and of its equipment, and the 
manner of its conduct and management with reference to the public safety and 
convenience.' 

'• 'Sec. 10. Whenever in the judgment of the railroad commissioners it shall 
appear that any railroad corporation or other transportation company fails in 
any respect or particular to comply with the terms of its charter or the laws of 
the state, or whenever in their judgment any repairs are necessary upon its road, 
or any addition to its rolling-stock, or any addition to or change of its stations or 
station-houses, or any change in its rates for transporting freight, or any change 
in the mode of operating its road and conducting its business is reasonable and 
expedient in order to promote the security, convenience and accommodation of 
the public, said commissioners shall inform such corporation of the improvement 
and changes which thoy adjudge to be proper, by a notice thereof in writing/ 
etc. 

" As general propositions, the duties of the railroad companies as common car- 
riers in transporting grain consist in the receiving and carriage of such grain 
and its delivery to the consignee or to the elevator in which the same is to be de- 
livered at the termination of the shipment ; and the powers of the board with 
reference thereto, aside from the question of rates, are those found in the statutes 
above quoted, by which you are given authority to supervise such carriage and 
to make such directions in the mode of operating the road and conducting the 
business as is reasonable and expedient, in order to promote the security, con- 
venience and accommodation of the public. 

"The proper province for the exercise of legislative power, which is the power 
conferred upon your board with reference to such shipments, is limited, in my 
judgment, to the shipment itself, including the facilities and mode of receiving 
the grain, the carriage of the same, and the facilities and mode of delivering. 
When the grain has been delivered, the duties of the common carrier have ended. 
This is well established by numerous decisions. I am therefore of the opinion 
that, after the duties of the carrier are ended, the power of your board over the 
grain which has been carried is also terminated, and, therefore, any attempt on 
your part to compel any act by the carrier with reference to such grain, or to fol- 
low it after it has passed into the hands of the consignee, would be futile. 

."Asa practical question, I do not see how it would be possible for the railroad 
companies, even under your direction, to enter upon the premises of an elevator 
company or other consignee of grain and observe the weighing of the same, to 
say nothing of the supervising or controlling such weighing; and if the employee 
of the railroad company was present when the weighing was done and witnessed 
the same, the shipper would in all probability receive little or no benefit there- 
from. 

" The powers of your board are limited to the state, and it is utterly out of 
the question to think of making any order requiring railroad companies to super- 
vise any weighing outside of the state limits; and, for the reasons I have stated, 
I do not believe it is within the power of your board, neither do I believe it to be 
practicable or feasible, to attempt to compel the railroad companies to supervise 
the weighing of grain after it has passed out of their hands. What I have said 
with reference to the weighing of grain applies to what is done after the grain is 
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unloaded from the cars. If the public service demands the weighing of grain on 
track scales, your board has the right to order the same to be done, but, in my 
judgment, you have no power over the subject after the grain has been delivered. 

4 'Any order attempting to make the railroad company, or which would have 
the effect of making it, liable for grain lost through dishonest weights or other 
wrongful acts of the consignees, would be absolutely void, as no court or legisla- 
ture would have the power to make the railroad companies stand responsible for 
the wrongful acts of others. If the grain is lost through the fault of the railroad 
company in any way, the company should be held liable for the full amount of 
such losses, and if regulations are necessary to prevent the occurrence of such 
losses in the course of shipment, your board has power to make them. 'But your 
board does not possess the power to regulate the duties or charges of grain deal- 
ers or elevator companies.' 1 

A copy of the above opinion was forwarded to the complainant, with statement 
that the board had no jurisdiction over the matters complained of.

PROPERTY LOST IN TRANSIT. 

I. W. Beeman vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

I. W. Beeman, by L. O. Crittenden, his attorney, complained that the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company failed to deliver a box of household 
goods shipped from Collinsville, Cherokee nation, to Lane, Kan. 

The board did not consider that it had jurisdiction in this case, but referred 
the complaint to respondent company, and afterwards received the following from 
Mr. Crittenden: "I am glad to be able to inform you that Mr. Beeman has re- 
ceived his box of goods."

SPUR TRACK. 

T. J. Richmond vs. K. & S. W. Rid. Co. 

T. J. Richmond, of Anthony, Kan., complained of the Kansas & Southwestern 
Railroad Company, alleging that upon his application the respondent offered to 
build him a spur to his elevator, but required him to pay for its construction. 

The board informed the complainant that the requirement imposed was in 
line with the law governing such cases.

DELAY IN FREIGHT TRANSIT. 

J. Bainum vs. L. K. & W. Rid. Co. 

J. Bainum complained of the Leavenworth, Kansas & Western Railroad Com- 
pany on account of delay in transit of freight, alleging the shipment of 1550 
pounds of binding- twine on June 10 from Lansing, Kan., and his failure to re- 
ceive the same at Arlington until June 27. 

The matter complained of was taken up with respondent company, with re- 
quest for investigation and report as to the cause of such delay, and on July 17 
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the following was received from A. L. Williams, general attorney for said com- 
pany : "The twine in question was shipped by the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe from Lansing and delivered to us at Leavenworth, for Arrington. It was 
billed by them to Arrington and we forwarded it to that place." 

Upon forwarding a copy of the above to complainant and informing him that 
the respondent company was not responsible for the delay complained of, the 
case was closed. (See case No. 69.)

ELEVATOR SITE. 
John Raefsnyder and R. W. Smith vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

John Raefsnyder.and R. W. Smith, representing the Farmers' Grain and Live 
Stock Association, of Delphos, Kan., asked for an order directing the Union 
Pacific Railroad Company to grant to said association a site upon its right of way 
at Delphos, Kan., on which to erect an elevator. 

Said application was taken up with the respondent company, and on August 
7th the following letter was received from A. L. Williams, its attorney: " Refer- 
ring to our conversation of this date in regard to the above application, as well 
as other conversations recently had, in which you earnestly urged the granting 
of this request, will state that we have concluded to grant these parties an eieva* 
tor site, upon condition that they will construct a first-clars, modern and properly 
equipped elevator of 10,000 bushels' capacity, upon piano therefor submitted to 
and approved by the railway company before construction." 

On August 16, C. W. Lord, of Delphos, filed a cross- petition, asking the 
board to investigate before recommending the railroad company to grant a site 
for another elevator, and stating that the granting of such site would depreciate 
the value of present elevator property at that point to the extent of $10,000 or 
more. 

Pursuant to the request in said cross petition, due notice having been given 
all interested parties, the board met at Delphos on August 23, 1901, and entered 
upon a hearing of the issues raised by the cross-petition herein ; and after being 
fully advised in the premises, the board found that the grain elevators situated 
at Delphos were not sufficient to receive and handle the grain tributary to that 
place, and that the prayer of the interpleader herein ought to be denied, and a 
recommendation was made that site be granted the complainants, upon a com- 
pliance with the requirements made by said company. 

After submitting a copy of the above findings to the respondent company, on 
September 9 the board received the following letter from complainants:' "We 
received lease to build elevator at Delphos September 5."

APPLICATION FOR RESTORATION OF DIFFERENTIAL RATE ON 

WHEAT INTO TOPEKA. 

The Shawnee Milling Co. et al. vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

On July 6, 1901, complainants filed with this board their application for resto- 
ration of differential rates on wheat shipped into Topeka. Such complaint, with 
the answer of the respondent railway company, filed with this board July 20, 
1901, are set forth in full in the board's findings and judgment following. 
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On August 2, 1901, the board submitted the following question to Hon. A. A. 
Godard, attorney-general of the state of Kansas: "Dear Sir — We enclose you 
herewith copy of complaint in the case of The Shawnee Milling Company et al. 
v. The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company, filed in this office July 
6, 1901, and also a copy of the answer of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Bail- 
way Company, filed in said case on the 23d of July, 1901. This board desires to 
submit to you the following question in this case, and respectfully requests you 
to submit your opinion in writing at your earliest convenience : Has the board 
the power, under the law enacted by the last Kansas state legislature, to issue 
an order directing the defendant in this case to establish and put in force a five- 
cent differential rate, as prayed for in the complainants' petition herein filed ? " 

On August 3, 1901, Attorney-general Godard submits his answer to such ques- 
tion, which is as follows: 

" Gentlemen — I have yours of August 2, enclosing copies of complaint and 
answer in the case of The Shawnee Milling Company et al. v. The Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fe Railway Company, and asking whether or not you have the 
power, under the law enacted at the last session of the Kansas state legislature, 
to issue an order directing the defendant railway company* to establish and put 
in force the rate prayed for in the complainants' petition. The petition contains 
substantially th<* following allegations : 

"First. That the petitioners are now and have been for a long time engaged 
in the manufacture of flour at Topeka, and are compelled to ship to that point 
nearly all of the wheat used in their business. 

"Second. That for many years the defendant railway company has carried 
wheat from western points to Topeka at a rate which has been five (5) cents per 
hundred less than the Kansas City rates. 

"Third. That on March 18, 1901, the Topeka differential rate was abolished 
and the regular distance tariff was made applicable to the shipment of wheat into 
Topeka. 

"Fourth. That the new rates are greatly detrimental to the petitioners' in- 
terest and threaten to destroy their business. 

"I judge that the petition was intended to claim that the present rate is un- 
just and unreasonable, and that the former rate was reasonable and just. 

"The answer avers that at the time the Topeka rate was made the circum- 
stances were different from those now existing. Various other averments are 
made concerning the claims of the petitioners, and reasons are urged why the 
present rate should be maintained. 

"Only one defense in the answer goes to the jurisdiction and power of your 
board to hear this case, and with this defense alone does this opinion deal. 

"It is claimed in the answer that the reason why the Topeka rate was abol- 
ished was because of the enactment of a long-and-short-haul clause, contained in 
section 25 of the act creating your board and defining its powers. The section 
to which I refer reads as follows : 

"'No railroad company shall charge, demand or receive from any person, 
company or corporation, for the transportation of any property or for any other 
service, a greater or less sum than it shall at the time charge, demand or receive 
from any other person, company or corporation for a like serrvice from the same 
place, or upon like conditions and under similar circumstances ; and all conces- 
sion of rates, drawbacks and contracts for special rates shall be open to and 
allowed all persons, companies and corporations alike; nor shall it charge more 
for transporting freight from any point on its line than a fair and just proportion 
of the price it charges for the same kind of freight transported from any other 
point ; nor shall it be lawful to charge a greater freight rate to haul any class of 
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goods for a shorter distance than for a longer one in the same general direction 
under like conditions, and over the same system of road in Kansas, except by the 
consent of the commissioners. ' 

" It is claimed on the part of the defendant railway company that the rates on 
wheat from western points to Emporia and Osage City are higher than the rates 
sought to be established into Topeka, and therefore your board has no power to 
order the reduction of rates in such a case. 

"The question which is thus presented I take to be this: Has the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners of Kansas the power to find that a rate is reasonable 
and to take the necessary steps toward putting the same into effect, when such 
action on your part, without an adjustment of intermediate tariff rates, or with- 
out further action on your part at the request of the railroad company, will work 
a violation of the long-and-short-haul statute quoted above ? I believe this ques- 
tion to be of great importance in determining the power of your board, and, after 
giving the same careful consideration, I am of the opinion that this board has 
the power to find, and may, if the evidence justified such action, determine, that 
a rate between two points is reasonable, notwithstanding the fact that such rate 
is more than the usual charge for a like carriage for a portion of the same dis- 
tance, and the fact that the rates charged by the railroad company from Western 
points to Emporia or Osage City are higher than the rates the petitioners are 
asking this board to find to be reasonable for Topeka does not deprive the board 
of jurisdiction of this case, or prevent it from finding that the rates asked are 
reasonable and just, if it so desire. My reasons for this view are as follows: 

"First. The limitations contained in the portion of section 25, above quoted, 
are restrictions upon the powers of railway companies and not upon the powers 
of the Board of Railroad Commissionors. 

" Second. It is not consistent with the manifest intention of the act oreating 
your board and defining its powers that it should be deprived of the power to 
determine whether or not a charge for any carriage wholly within this state is 
reasonable or unreasonable. 

^" Third. To construe the law otherwise would, in my judgment, seriously 
impair its efficiency and throw obstacles into all, or nearly all, the rate oases 
which may come before you. 

"Fourth. The effect of your action upon intermediate rates, if the prayer* of 
the petitioners is granted, will not be direct but only incidental to the purpose of 
your determination, and if intermediate rates are incidentally made illegal by 
your action, such illegality can be corrected by an adjustment of the same, or by 
your consent that they be -maintained. 

"I am, therefore, of the opinion that you have the power to hear and deter- 
mine the issues joined by the pleadings submitted.

The case came on for hearing before the board on August 3, 1901, and, after 
hearing the proofs and allegations of parties and argument of counsel, the board 
took ijfie case under advisement, and thereafter, to wit, on August 22, 1901, ren- 
dered its opinion and judgment in the case, which is as follows: 

On the 6th day of July, a. d. 1901, the Shawnee Milling Company et al. 
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filed with this board their complaint against the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railway Company, which is in words and figures following, to wit: 

u Before the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the state of Kansas. 

" The Shawnee Milling Company et al. vs. The A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

"Application for the Restoration of Differential Rate on Wheat into Topeka. 

" Come now the Shawnee Milling Company, the Topeka Milling Company, 
Thomas Page, proprietor of the Mid- Continent mills, and Willis Norton & 
Co., proprietors of the Inter-Ocean mills, and, on behalf of themselves and 
others similarly situated, respectfully represent and show to the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners of the state of Kansas that for a number of years the com- 
plainants have been engaged in the business of buying and selling grain and in 
the manufacture and sale of flour in the city of Topeka ; that their mills, to- 
gether with the mills of other persons engaged in the same business in the city 
of Topeka, have a oapacity of over 3000 barrels of flour per day; that the Shaw- 
nee Milling Company has been in this business for over thirty years, and the 
other complainants for shorter lengths*of time, but all of them for considerable 
periods. 

" Complainants further say, that for nearly thirty years, and continuously up 
to the 18th day of March, 1901, the defendant railway company carried wheat 
from western points into Topeka, to the mills engaged in the flouring business, 
at a rate of five cents less per hundred pounds from the same points than the 
rate to Kansas city, but on the date last mentioned the company arbitrarily 
abolished said rate, and since said date refuses to ship wheat from western 
points to Topeka except on what is known as the 'distance tariff,' and which 
tariff of rates compels the complainants to pay very nearly the Kansas City rate 
on wheat from Western points, from which most of the wheat used by the mills 
of Topeka is shipped. 

" Complainants further sav, that there is very little wheat raised in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Topeka which can be or is used by the said mills of Topeka 
in the manufacture of flour, and that nearly all of the wheat used by said mills 
in their business comes from points at a considerable distance west of Topeka, 
and the present rate of freight charged by the defendant company on wheat from 
Western points to Topeka places the complainants at a serious disadvantage in 
the matter of rates, and that by reason thereof they are unable to supply their 
local business except at a loss. Complainants say there was no justification or 
excuse for abolishing the rate of freight on wheat which has prevailed for a num- 
ber of years, and that the same is unjust and a serious detriment to their busi- 
ness, and will eventually compel them to entirely abandon the business if such 
freight rate is maintained. 

" Wherefore, the complainants respectfully ask your honorable board to enter 
an order directing the said railway company to restore and put in force the same 
rate on wheat from Western points under which said railway company operated 
and under which it shipped wheat to the complainants from Western points 
prior to the 18th day of March, last.

And on the 23d day of July, a. d. 1901, the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railway Company filed its answer to said complaint, which answer is in words 
and figures following, to wit : 

"Before the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the state of Kansas. » 
41 The Shawnee Milling Company et al. vs. The A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

"Comes now the above-named 'The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
Company, and for answer to the complaint in the above-entitled cause says: 

* * That at the time the differential of five cents per hundred on wheat to To- 
peka was established a like differential against Topeka in favor of Kansas City 
on shipments of wheat east-bound was in force. To equalize the rate and put 
Topeka on an equal basis with Kansas City, this differential was established. 
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Such differential against Topeka has been abolished for some time and the reason 
for the differential in favor of Topeka no longer exists. A differential of one cent 
per hundred pounds now exists in favor of Topeka and other Kansas milling 
centers, and against Kansas City, to points east of the Mississippi river. 

" It is therefore respectfully submitted that the fact that for many years the 
railway companies in this state have discriminated against other milling centers 
in the state, in favor of Topeka, furnishes no just excuse for continuing such dis- 
crimination. If a miller at Osage City, or any other point on the line of this 
company, should complain of discrimination against him, it would be no justifi- 
cation to answer that because the railway company had discriminated against 
the complainant for many years it has a right to do so indefinitely. A wrong 
long continued does not become a right. 

" The immediate reason for taking out the differential rate was the passage of 
the act of the Kansas legislature approved March 29, 1901. That act clearly 
rendered the differential rate to Topeka illegal ; and it is submitted that no act 
of this board can make it legal. 

" It is true that, on request of a railway company, the board has authority to 
consent to the violation of the long-and- short- haul clause of this statute; but the 
board has no authority, even at the request of a railway company, to authorize 
the violation of any other part of this statute. This differential rate is clearly in 
violation of section 25 of said act. 

"To illustrate: The following table shows the rate per hundred pounds on 

wheat in car-loads from certain points west of Topeka to Topeka, Osage City and 

Emporia which was in effect before the differential rates above referred to were 

abolished :

"It appears very plainly from the above table of rates that a continuation of 
the differential formerly given to the millers of Topeka, and now asked for by com- 
plainants, would have been a direct violation of the provisions of section 25 of the 
act above referred to. 

(( This defendant further says that for many years the millers of this state 
have urged that the rates on flour and wheat between the same points should be 
identical. Acceding to the demands of the millers, the carriers have abolished, 
so far as they have been able, the differentials on wheat and flour, so that now 
the rate on wheat and flour to every point in the state of Kansas is the same. If 
this differential is restored as demanded by these complainants, there will be a dif- 
ferential in favor of wheat and against flour to Topeka and to Topeka only. If it 
is just and right to charge the same rate on wheat and flour to every other mill- 
ing center, it is submitted that no good reason can be given for making an excep- 
tion of Topeka. 

"It is further submitted that the rates to Kansas City have no ju9t connec- 
tion with this controversy. Wheat cannot be shipped to Kansas City and re- 
shipped to Topeka, either as wheat or as the manufactured product, to the injury 
of the Kansas millers, because the Kansas City miller pays a greater rate from 
points west of Topeka than the Topeka millers; and in addition must pay eight 
cents per hundred if the wheat or the manufactured product be shipped back to 
Topeka ; and, so far as wheat's going east of Kansas City is concerned, the Topeka 
miller enjoys an advantage of one cent per hundred. 

"It is respectfully submitted that the demands made by the complainants are 
inequitable and that they ought to be denied; and further, that this board has no 
jurisdiction to grant them. 

" Defendant therefore prays that the complaint be dismissed.

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The pleadings show the contention on the part of the complainants to be the 
reinstatement of the five-cent-per-hundred-pounds differential in freight rates on 
wheat shipments from western Kansas points to Topeka, Kan., under the Kan- 
sas City rate, a rate prevailing for a number of years prior to March, 1901, and 
that the act of abolishing said differential freight ratenn favor of complainants 
"is unjust and a serious detriment to their business." 

The pleadings show the claim on the part of the respondent is that at the time 
the differential of five cents per 100 pounds on wheat to Topeka was established 
a like differential against Topeka and in favor of Kansas City on eastbound 
shipments was in force, and that to equalize this rate and place the millers of To- 
peka on an equal basis with the millers of Kansas City this differential of five 
cents per 100 pounds on wheat in favor of Topeka was established ; and that the 
said differential in favor of Kansas City millers on eastbound shipments having 
been removed, there no longer exists the reason for continuing the five-cent dif- 
ferential in favor of Topeka. 

A trial of the cause was had before the full board, at its office in Topeka, 
Kan., on the 3d day of August, 1901. 

The evidence shows that prior to and at the time of the establishment of the 
five-cent differential on wheat in favor of Topeka millers a like differential rate 
existed in favor of Kansas City millers on their mill products shipped to eastern 
points, and that prior to abolishing the five-cent differential in favor of Topeka 
on wheat shipped from western points the five-cent differential in favor of Kan- 
sas City to eastern markets had been abolished. 

The evidence in this case further shows that there is at this time a one-cent- 
per-100- pounds •differential in favor of Topeka millers against the Kansas City 
millers on the products of such mills shipped to eastern points, a right and privi- 
lege which extends to all Kansas milling centers; consequently the prevailing 
rates are in favor of Kansas millers on their products shipped to eastern markets. 

It also appears, from the evidence in this case, that the complainants are now 
operating under what is known as " the milling- in- transit " rate, a right and privi- 
lege enjoyed alike by all Kansas millers on respondent's road ; that on all wheat 
shipped into Topeka from western points, under the former five-cent differential 
rate — the rate now contended for by complainants — and manufactured into flour 
and shipped to eastern markets, the flour then would pay an amount sufficient 
to make the total rate from point of origin to points of destination one cent per 
hundred less than the through rate via Kansas City, and wheat shipped to the 
Topeka mills, to be " milled in transit," under the prevailing rates, costs the 
complainants the same amount of freight; so that all the benefits that would in- 
ure to complainants under the " five-cent differential" rate, over the present 
11 milling-in-transit" rate, would be on that portion of the wheat shipped to 
them from western points, milled in Topeka, and sold to the home or local trade 
and in near-by localities. 

The evidence in this case further shows that the combined capacity of the 
Topeka mills is 3200 barrels of flour per day, making an annual output of flour 
approximating 1,000,000 barrels, and that seventy-five per cent, of the output of 
complainants' mills — or 750,000 barrels— is shipped to eastern markets, upon 
which complainants, under the prevailing rates, enjoy one-ceil t-per-hund red dif- 
ferential over the Kansas City mills, and that twenty-five per cent. — or 250,000 
barrels — of the output of complainants' mills is used for local consumption or 
sent to near-by localities, and it is this portion only that would be affected, 
should the prayer of the complainants be granted; leaving in this case only the 
question whether or not this board would be warranted in granting such differ- 
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ential, thereby giving the complainants a monopoly on twenty-five per cent, of 
the product of their mills, as against all other mills in the state, while other 
milling industries in Kansas would not enjoy a like privilege and protection on 
the trade of their respective localities. 

As shown by the pleadings and evidence in this case, the freight rates on 
both flour and wheat to all Kansas points and on all Kansas railroads are the 
same, but when the five- cent differential was given to complainants by respond- 
ent railroad company, on wheat, the same rate was not made to apply to flour, 
nor a like reduction on bran and shorts ; so that during this period of over twenty 
years the complainants have been protected as to twenty-five per cent, of the 
output of their mills by this concession of five cents differential on wheat which 
was not extended to flour, shorts, or bran, as aforesaid. 

The board is of the opinion that, under existing tariffs, grain rates are fairly 
and equitably adjusted as between the various milling centers in the state, and 
that the action of the defendant in abolishing the five-cent differential in favor 
of Topeka millers was not unjust; that not to have done so would have been a 
clear violation of the laws of this state. 

It is not the spirit of the law nor the purpose of the courts to extend special 
privileges to individuals or to localities, and this board feels that by granting the 
prayer of the complainants herein they would extend to them advantages over 
other millers of the state not warranted by law. 

If the differential rate of five cents should be reinstated in favor of the To- 
peka millers, as sought in this contest, it would enable complainants to ship 
wheat to Topeka from Western points on respondent's railway line at a much less 
charge of freight than the same could be shipped from other points to inter- 
mediate points on the same line of railway, thus giving a manifestly undue ad- 
vantage to said complainants over the mills at such intermediate points, as is 
illustrated by the following table : »

In the foregoing tables only a few of the various shipping and milling points 
which would be affected by the granting of the differential asked for are given, 
but they are sufficient to show that an inequality would exist at about every 
milling center in the state, and would necessitate a revision of the tariff schedules 
of the state which is not warranted by the evidence in this case. 

The object sought to be obtained by the complainants in this controversy is 
made manifest by the title and prayer of their pleading. The complaint is en- 
titled "Application for restoration of differential rate on wheat to Topeka," and 
the prayer of said complaint is: "Wherefore, these complainants respectfully 
ask your honorable board to enter an order directing the said railway company 
to restore and put in force the same rate on wheat from western points under 
which said railway company operated and under which it shipped wheat to these 
complainants from western points prior to the 18th day of March, 1901," and the 
pleadings and evidence show that this was a flat five-cent-per-hundred rate in 
favor of Topeka. 

The provisions of the railroad law under which this board acts are most em- 
phatic against discriminations or favoritism to any shipper or class of shippers . 
in imposing unequal tariffs for substantially the same service. 

Wherefore, this board holds that the prayer of the complainants cannot be 
granted. 

On August 24, 1901, the complainants filed their petition for a rehearing in 
this case. 
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On April 19, 1902, J. G. Slonecker, attorney for complainants, filed a request 
that said petition for a rehearing be dismissed. 

Note. — Since the trial and judgment of this case, a similar action was brought 
by Thomas Page against this defendant, in the fourth judicial district of Kansas, 
at Lawrence, 'in Douglas county, in which the judgment of this board was sus- 
tained by that court.

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

R. S. Hunter vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

R. S. Hunter complained that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
Company failed to furnish him cars promptly at Hunnewell, Kan., for the ship- 
ment of grain. 

The matter complained of was taken up with the respondent company, with 
request that immediate relief be granted, and upon receipt of information that 
the complainant was receiving cars in a satisfactory manner the case was closed.

DISCRIMINATION IN SPECIAL PASSENGER RATES. 

Henry J. Coker vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. and other railroads operated in Kan- 
sas. 

Henry J. Coker, presiding elder Emporia district, Emporia, Kan., makes 
complaint against the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe and other railroads operat- 
ing in Kansas for discrimination in special passenger rates, and cites that a spe- 
cial rate of two cents per mile is given to parties of ten going to the same place 
and using the same ticket; that this special rate is given to theatrical, opera and 
concert companies, but is denied to parties attending Epworth League and other 
religious conventions. 

The Atchison Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company answered that "the rate 
is made for parties of ten or more traveling together for the purpose of giving 
public exhibitions, for the reason that their exhibitions attract others from 
points withiD twenty-five to fifty miles to the point of exhibition. It is not given 
to the public generally nor is it authorized for secret societies. It is confined to 
parties giving public exhibitions and not given to parties who furnish no other 
enumeration to the company," and cited "that it had been held that the prac- 
tice of railroad companies in giving party rates to theatrical companies, baseball 
clubs and like associations was not in violation of the interstate-commerce act, 
the language of which is as strong or stronger than section 25 of the Kansas 
act." 

After careful consideration, the board finds that "we cannot, under the law, 
make an order giving reduced rates to persons attending Epworth League and 
like conventions without extending the same concession to the general public, 
which would result in a radical reduction of the passenger rates of all the rail- 
roads in the state, a result not sought to be obtained in this proceeding."

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

W. J. Nunn & Co. vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

W. J. Nunn & Co. complained that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
Company failed to furnish them cars promptly at Mayfield, Kan., for shipment of 
grain. 

The matter complained of was taken up with the respondent company, and on 
August 8 the board received the following letter from complainants : " We are 
glad to say that the Santa Fe has been doing very well in giving us cars."

ELEVATOR SITE. 
Joseph Hirst vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

Joseph Hirst, of Cheyenne, asked an order requiring the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company to furnish him a site upon its right of way at Luray, Kan., for the erec- 
tion of an elevator. 

The respondent company was asked to advise the board whether it would be 
willing to grant the lease desired without further or formal action of the board, 
and on August 12 the following was received from complainant: "We have de- 
ferred building an elevator until spring. I was in Kansas City two weeks ago, 
and Mr. Brinkerhoff told me to bring up the case in the spring and he thought 
we would be able to get a site."

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

J. J. Stevens vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

J. J. Stevens complained that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe' Railway 
Company failed to furnish him cars at Dalton, Kan., for the shipment of grain. 

The matter complained of was ta^en up with respondent company, with the 
statement that this was another of those cases requiring prompt action, and 
asked for ■• information at once as to the probability of furnishing the relief 
desired." 

The respondent answered that the movement of grain was much heavier than 
anticipated and came upon them very suddenly so that they were unprepared 
for it and could not furnish all the cars ordered, but the conditions were some- 
what improved. Whereupon the board transmitted the following to complain- 
ant: "There seems to be a shortage of cars on the entire Santa Fe system, but 
the company promises in the future to be more prompt. Should you not be re- 
ceiving cars promptly and satisfactorily now, please communicate further with 
this board." 

Having heard nothing further frojn complainant, the case was closed.

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

A. E. Alexander vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

A. E. Alexander complained that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
Company failed to furnish him cars promptly at May field, Kan., for the ship- 
ment of grain. 

The respondent was asked to furnish immediate relief in the premises, and od 
August 10 the following was received from complainant: " We are not receiving' 
as many cars as we could use, but, taking everything into consideration, the rail- 
road company is doing fairly well, and I believe it might be a good idea to close 
the present case."

FREIGHT RATES. 

L. P. Hollenback vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

L. P. Hollenback filed with this board a complaint alleging that the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company discriminated against the town of 
Zarah, in Johnson county, in the matter of freight rates ; that the rate on wheat 
from Zarah to Kansas City, sixteen miles, is six cents per hundred, and from 
Wilder to Kansas City, seventeen miles, is five cents per hundred pounds. 

The board, being fully advised in the premises, finds : The rate on wheat 
from Zarah to Kansas City is reasonable, and is in accordance with the distance 
tariff now in force in this state. Wilder is a station on respondent's line from 
Leavenworth to Kansas City. The rate from Wilder to Kansas City would be 
the same as from Zarah to Kansas City but for the fact that the respondent com- 
pany is required to meet and compete with a five-cent rate made by the Missouri 
Pacific Railway Company from Leavenworth to Kansas City, said last-named 
company having the shorter line, and respondent company cannot charge a 
greater rate from intermediate points on account of section 25 of the Kansas rail- 
road law, which provides that no railroad company shall charge more for a. 
shorter haul than a longer one, under similar circumstances.

ELEVATOR SITE. 

H. E. Bruce vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

H. E. Bruce, of Marquette, Kan., representing a number of farmers who ha<f 
organized an elevator company at that point, asked that the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company be required to grant them a lease for an elevator site on its' 
right of way at Marquette, Kan. 

The respondent answered, declining to surrender any part of its right of way 
for the purpose indicated in the application. 

The board visited Marquette for the purpose of personally investigating the* 
premises and determining whether the application was reasonable and should be 
recommended. The elevator there was examined ; evidence was taken in regard 
to the amount of grain produced in the vicinity and the necessity for another 
elevator with modern improvements for cleaning and handling grain, and the- 
ability of the company to erect and operate the same. 
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After this investigation the board wrote respondent, saying : " We think this 
is' a very worthy case and one in which prompt action is desirable. We would be 
very glad if you would favor us at as early a date as possible with your conclu- 
sions in reference thereto." 

The respondent company answered* that neither the said Bruce nor his com- 
pany has any legal right to require the respondent to surrender any part of its 
right of way to him or his company for a site for an elevator at Marquette or else- 
where, to be erected and maintained by the said Bruce or his said company for 
their benefit; and for further answer suggested that this board, in the discharge 
of its official duties under the provisions of the statutes of Kansas, cannot enter- 
tain or pass upon the application of the said petitioner in the above matter. 

In reply, the board said: "We are of the opinion that the intention of the 
legislature was to give this board authority to hear complaints of this nature and 
to make such findings as it believed the merits of the case deserved." 

A hearing was had in the case, in which Mr. Bruce appeared in behalf of the 
Farmers' Elevator Company, and A. H. Horton, attorney, for the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railway Company. After a full and free discussion, in which the needs of 
another elevator and the reliability and good faith of his company was reaffirmed 
by Mr. Bruce, Mr. Horton, in behalf of the Missouri Pacific Railway Company, 
filed a reply to the petition, which was a reiteration of the position which said 
company had formerly taken, refusing to grant the lease as prayed for, and re. 
fusing to recognize the right or authority of the board to put into force any rec_ 
ommendations which it might make in regard to the location of elevators. 

The board having fully considered all of the evidence and arguments pre- 
sented by the parties interested in the case, and having personally investigated 
the premises, finds as follows : 

First. That the request of the Marquette Elevator Company is just and 
reasonable. 

Second. That the shipping facilities at the station of Marquette are not 
adequate to the needs of its patrons. 

•• Third. That the erection of the elevator is a public necessity, and it is the 
opinion of this board that the prayer of the petition should be granted, and that 
the Missouri Pacific Railway Company should grant the request of the said 
Marquette Elevator Company and lease to them a sufficient amount of ground 
adjacent to the sidetrack on which to erect an elevator, and we so recommend.

REFUSAL TO FURNISH CARS UNTIL GRAIN IS IN SIGHT. . 

J. A. McConnell vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

J. A. McConnell, of Windom, Kan., filed a complaint against the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company, alleging refusal to furnish cars until 
grain to be shipped was in sight, and that this ruling on the part of the com- 
pany required the farmer to put his wheat in an elevator, at a cost of four cents 
per bushel. 

The complaint was taken up with the company, calling attention to circular 
letter of the board dated' May 15, 1901, found in the introduction to this report, 
and requesting that relief be granted without delay. On July 29 the board re- 
ceived the following from H. U. Mudge, general manager of respondent company : 
"If there was error of judgment on the part of the agent in declining to fur- 
nish cars for grain- loading when the grain was not in sight and he had no defi- 
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nite knowledge when it would be, the matter has been properly corrected. The 
matter has again been taken up with the agents and cars Will be furnished as re- 
quested, but we will have to insist upon reasonably prompt loading." 

A copy of above letter was transmitted to complainant, and, on December 31, 
1901, having heard nothing further from Mr. McConnell, the case was closed. 



No. 54.— Filed July 16, 1901. 
ELEVATOR SITE. 

Alexander Latter vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

Alexander Latter asks an order requiring the Missouri Pacific Railway Com- 
pany to furnish him a site upon its right of way at Bison, Kan., for the ereotiop 
of an elevator. 

In reply, the board said that " before it would feel justified in taking any ac- 
tion, it would require that both the railroad company and the board be furnished 
with plans and capacity of the proposed building and the kind of power to be 
used in the operation thereof"; that upon receipt of the same they would take 
the matter up with the company and if possible secure the lease desired. 

February, 1902, said complainant having failed to furnish the information 
asked for or in any wise reply to the above letter, the case was dismissed.

DEMURRAGE. 

McLeod Bros. vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

McLeod Bros., of Marietta, Kan., having arranged with the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company for a site for a coal-house, and having ordered and received 
three cars of coal and prepared to move a house on the site, when they were 
notified not to do so until the lease for the site was received, they inquired 
whether under the circumstances demurrage could be charged for failure to un- 
load the coal. 

The matter was taken up with the respondent, which replied : "The agent at 
Marietta has already-been instructed not to collect demurrage on these cars of 
coal." 

A copy of the above was transmitted to complainant and the case closed. 



No. 56.— Filed July 11, 1901. 

SIDE-TRACK AND REPAIR OF STOCK- YARDS. 
N. E. Cooper et al. vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

N. E. Cooper, trustee, and thirty-two others, citizens of Pendennis, Kan., 
asked an order of the board requiring the Missouri Pacific Railway Company to 
procure additional right of way and construct a side-track and repair the stock- 
yards at that place. 

Matters were taken up with the respondent company, and, after much corre- 
spondence and negotiations, the following was received from its attorney, A. H. 
Horton: "I am advised that the above matter has been adjusted satisfactorily 
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to the citizens of Pendennis by our company leasing an additional right of way at 
Pendennis of L. C. Wheatcroft, by lease dated October 19, 1901, and that the 
stock-yards have been repaired and enlarged." 

Upon receipt of information from complainants confirming the above, the case 
was closed.

JOBBERS' RATES. 

W. B. Wood vs. Mo. Pac. and C. R. I. & P. Rly. Cos. 

W. B. Wood filed with this board his petition praying for an order requiring 
, the Missouri Pacific and the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Companies 
to*establish jobbers' rates at Mankato, Kan. 

The issues being joined and all interested parties having been notified, the 
board met at its office in Topeka, Kan., on November 2, 1901, and entered upon 
.-a hearing of the case, the petitioner being present in person and by his attorneys, 
.. Kirkpatripk & Hotchkiss, and the respondents, the Chicago, Rock Island & Pa- 
cific Railway Company by M. A. Low, and the Missouri Pacific Railway Com- 
pany by A. H. Horton, their attorneys; and after hearing the evidence of parties 
and arguments of counsel, and being fully advised in the premises, the board 
finds that the showing made by the complainant, W. B. Wood, of the amount of 
jobbing and wholesale business done by him at Mankato, Kan., the population 
of said town, and its location as a distributing point, together with the limited 
shipping facilities of said place, will not warrant or justify, the board in making 
an order that the respondent companies establish special or jobbing rates at 
Mankato, Kan., as prayed for in the petition herein. 

Wherefore, it is the opinion of the board that the prayer of plaintiff's petition 
herein should be denied.

JOBBERS' RATES. 

Mayor and Council of City of Concordia, Kan., vs. B. & M., Mo. Pac, A. T. & 
S. F. and U. P. Rly. Cos. 

The mayor and council of the city of Concordia, Kan., filed their petition ask- 
ing'for an order requiring the Burlington & Missouri River, the Missouri Pacific, 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe and Union Pacific Railway Companies to establish 
jobbers' rates at- Concordia, Kan. 

The issues being joined and all interested parties having been duly notified, 
the board met at the court-house in the city of Concordia, on September 26, 1901* 
and entered upon the hearing of said action. The petitioners appeared by their 
attorneys, F. W. Sturges and G. M. Culver, and the respondents/the Burlington 
& Missouri River Railway Company by W. A. Dil worth, the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company by A. H. Horton, and the Union Pacific by A. L. Williams and 
N. H. Loomis, their attorneys; the respondent the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railway Company appearing not. The petitioners introduced their testimony) 
and the respondents offered no evidence and made no arguments in support of 
the allegations or their several answers. After the testimony had been closed 
the complainants announced to the board that they withdrew and abandoned 
their application for any reduction from the regular tariff on car lots of goods 
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shipped into Concordia to jobbers ; and thereupon the board, after careful con 
sideration of the petition herein and the facts established upon the hearing, is of 
the opinion that the application of the petitioners for jobbing rates out of Con- 
cordia is reasonable and just and ought to be granted. 

It was thereupon ordered by the board that the respondent companies, and 
each of them, put in and maintain at the city of Concordia what is commonly 
known as "jobbers' rates" for goods, wares and merchandise sold in Concordia 
and shipped from Concordia to customers in various parts of the state, the same 
as are at present in force at Salina and other jobbing points in the state, said 
order to be effective on and after November 1, 1901. 

The above order and decision were made against the protest of the respondent 
companies and each of them.

DISCRIMINATION IN DISTRIBUTION OF CARS. 
Robert Bailey vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly Co. 

Robert Bailey complained that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
Company discriminated against the town of Raymond, alleging that cars cannot 
be procured for the shipment of grain at that station, while Great Bend and 
other competing points seem to be well supplied. 

The matter complained of was referred to the respondent company, with re- 
quest for immediate investigation and report. 

After a full investigation, the board finds that Raymond has been receiving 
its proportion of grain cars furnished and so notified complainant, and suggested, 
in case of discrimination in furnishing of cars, the aggrieved party has his rem- 
edy under section 22 of the railroad law. The respondent company admits that 
it has been short of grain cars all along its line in Kansas, but says it thinks it 
will now be able to furnish cars as fast as wanted. If you are receiving cars at 
this time in a satisfactory manner, please notify the board. 

Upon receipt of information that the complainant was receiving cars to his sat 
isfaction, the case was closed.

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

Skinner Bros. vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

Skinner Bros, complained that the Union Pacific Railroad Company failed to 
furnish them cars for the shipment of grain at Beverly, Kan., alleging that for 
three days in succession they had failed to secure a car. 

The board replied that "it had made an order, some time ago, requiring all 
station agents to keep a book in which to record all applications for cars, in the 
order in which they were made. You do not state whether you have made any 
application for cars. In order that the board may be fully advised, they should 
know when the applications for cars were made. The matter will be taken up 
at once with the railroad company, and this board will use all the power con- 
ferred upon it to require the said company to furnish prompt and impartial 
service to all its patrons." 

The respondent company was asked to furnish complainant promptly with 
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cara. The respondent answered with a letter from A. B. Schaffer, agent at Bev- 
erly, showing that Skinner Bros/ orders for cars had been filled with reasonable* 
promptness. 

A copy of this statement was furnished to complainants. The complainants 
not having furnished the dates of their applications for cars, or made any reply 
to the board's communication of August 1, the case was closed.

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

E. Holt vs. A. T. fy S. F. Rly. Co. 

E. Holt complained that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe failed to furnish 
cars at Burdick, Kan., for the shipment of grain. 

An investigation shows that cars were furnished only one day late and that 
there was no just cause for complaint. The complainant was so informed. 



No. 62.— Filed July 23, 1901. 
REFUSAL TO FURNISH CARS UNTIL GRAIN IS IN SIGHT. 

Antone Shumacher vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

A letter from Antone Shumacher says that he applied to the agent of the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company at Victoria, Kan., for a car in which to ship 
wheat and was told that he could not have the same until the wheat was in 
sight. 

The matter was immediately taken up by 'phone and a copy of the complain- 
ant's letter was referred to respondent company, with the statement that under 
section 22 of the present railroad law shippers are entitled to cars when applied 
for in good faith. Any rule requiring that the grain be in sight before cars shall 
be furnished should be withdrawn, that your agents may comply with the pro- 
visions of the law. The board will hold that a shipper is not required to have 
his grain in sight, but is entitled to cars if the same are ordered in the regular 
prescribed manner and in good faith. 

Complainant was informed of the position of the board in the premises, and 
was requested to ascertain if the agent has blanks on which shippers can make 
written orders for cars.

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

Ellinwood Farmers' Grain & Fuel Co. vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

The Ellinwood Farmers' Grain and Fuel Company complained of the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company on account of failure to furnish cars for 
the loading of grain at Ellinwood, Kan. 

The complaint was referred to the respondent company, with request that re- 
lief be granted and report made to this board, and having been duly informed as 
to the existing situation, the board transmitted the following to complainant : 
"We are now informed that the respondent company is in better shape to fur- 
nish cars to shippers and think there will be no further cause for complaint. If 
cause still exists, please notify the board." Having heard nothing further from 
complainant, the case was closed.

APPLICATION FOR SWITCH. 

Theo. Teichgraeber vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co.

Complainant filed his petition asking that respondent be required to con- 
struct a switch to his mill in Lindsborg, Kan. 

A copy of the petition was referred to the respondent, who answered denying 
that this board had any power to require the respondent railway company to 
construct or permit to be constructed a private switch over its right of way and 
grounds to complainant's mill. 

A copy of the respondent's answer was sent to the petitioner, with a statement 
that "if you wish to prosecute this case further, please inform this board and we 
will set a date for a hearing. Petitioner answered : " I have now made the rail- 
road company a proposition. As soon as I hear from them I will let you know." 
Having heard nothing further from complainant, the case was closed.

SPUR TO MILL. 

R. J. Edwards vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

R. J. Edwards filed his petition asking for an order requiring the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad Company to construct a spur to his mill at Bunkerhill, Kan. 

A copy of petition was transmitted to respondent company ; August 19, 1901, 
respondent filed its answer, and on November 18, all parties having been notified, 
the board met at Bunkerhill and entered upon a hearing of the case, the peti- 
tioner being present in person, and the respondent by its attorney, N. H. Loomis, 
and W. A. Parker, resident engineer. a The grounds were examined to determine 
the practicability of making the improvements asked for and to determine the 
reasonableness of the request, after which the hearing was adjourned until 
December 19, 1901, at the office of the board, at Topeka, Kan. December 19, 
1901, the board continued the trial of this case, and after hearing proofs and al- 
. legations of parties and being fully advised in the premises, finds: 

First, That the mill of complainant is situated a distance of 206A feet south 
of the main line of the respondent railroad company and a distance of 142^ 
feet south of its side-track. 

Second. That a portion of the right of way of the respondent railroad com- 
pany is under lease to and is occupied by the Baldridge Lumber Company, such 
lumber-yard being situated immediately south of the side-track aforesaid, and 
that the west line of the said leased premises, is approximately 265 feet east of a 
point directly north of said mill. 

Third. That the side-track aforesaid extends west from said lumber-yard 
approximately 550 feet, and that the only point available for the construction of 
the spur petitioned for would be from some point on said side-track west of the 
land leased to said lumber company. 

Fourth. The board further finds from the evidence in this case that the 
x maximum degree of curvature upon which the respondent Company can operate 
its road engines is a curvature of ten degrees; that the degree of curvature upon 
which said spur would have to be constructed, running from any available point 
on such switch or side-track to said mill, would be much in excess of ten degrees 
and such spur would consequently be impracticable. 

Wherefore, the board liolds that the prayer of the petitioner herein should be 
denied.

REFUSAL TO FURNISH OARS UNTIL GRAIN IS IN SIGHT. 

S. F. Lewis v«. U. P. Rid. Co. 

S. F. Lewis complained of the Union Pacific Railroad Company on account 
of its refusal to furnish oars for the shipment of grain at Bavaria, Kan., until 
the grain is in sight. 

The complaint was taken up with the respondent company, and A. L. Williams, 
its general attorney, replied : " I have taken this matter up with Superintendent 
Brinkerhoff. He writes me expressing his regret that there has been a misun- 
derstanding between the agent and Mr. Lewis, and stating that the agent had 
been instructed to hereafter honor Mr. Lewis' request as far as it is in his power, 
and to treat him just as fairly as any other shipper. I don't believe Mr. Lewis 
will have any further cause for complaint and trust this explanation will be sat- 
factory." 

Mr. Lewis writes : "The agent here has been ins tr ucted to let me have cars."

SITE FOR GRAIN-BIN AND SCALES. 

H. Shoemacher vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

H. Shoemacher asked an order of the board requiring the Union Pacific Rail- 
road Company to furnish him a site upon its right of way at Toulon, Kan., on 
which to erect a temporary grain-bin and scales. 

The board having refused to make an order granting the relief prayed for in 
the plaintiff's petition for an elevator upon the respondent's right of way at 
Toulon, on account of failure to furnish plans and specifications for such proposed 
elevator (see case No. 7), informed the applicant that it would not feel warranted 
in issuing an order for room on respondent's right of way at that point upon 
which to erect a temporary bin, but would see that he was furnished with cars 
for track loading.

DELAY OF FREIGHT IN TRANSIT. 
J. Bainum vs. A. T. <fe S. F. Rly. Co. 

J. Bainum complained of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company 
on account of delay of consignment of binding-twine shipped from Lansing, Kan., 
June 10, 1901, and received at Arlington June 27, 1901. 

The matter complained of was referred to the respondent company, with re- 
quest for investigation and report as to the cause of delay, and on August 1 the 
board received the following from A. A. Hurd, solicitor for said company: "The 
result of our investigation shows that, through an error of our agent at Lansing, 
Kan., the goods were sent to Arrington instead of Arlington, and consequently, 
after the mistake was discovered, had to be returned and forwarded to Arlington. 
Under these circumstances, I have advised our auditor of freight receipts that 
the company is liable to Mr. Bainum for the actual damage sustained, and if he 
will present his claim to Mr. W. J. Healy, on the basis of actual damage sus- 
tained, it will be settled." 

Upon transmitting to the complainant a copy of the above, the case was closed.

DISCRIMINATION IN FILLING ORDERS FOR CARS. 

F. B. Brungardt vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

F.. B. Brungardt complained that the Union Pacific Railroad Company dis- 
criminated against him in the matter of filling orders for oars for the shipment of 
grain at Victoria. Kan. 

The complaint was immediately investigated and the board found that the re- 
spondent was not discriminating against complainant and that Mr. Brungardt 
had been promptly furnished with cars as requested.

Davis & Co., of Fort Scott, Kan., complained of the Missouri Pacific Railway 
Company on account of its failure to move car, alleging that on July 13 said 
company had issued bill of lading for car of rye at Turon, Kan., and that the 
same had not been moved on July 30. 

Complaint was taken up with the respondent company by wire, and on August

mediately took the matter up with our superintendent and ascertained that the 
car was en route to Fort Scott and was received by Davis & Co. the following day."

Erick Holt vs. C. R, I. & P. Rly. Co. 

Erick Holt, of Burdick, Kan., complained that the Chicago, Rock Island &

Lincolnville, Kan. 

A copy of the complaint was forwarded to the respondent company, with re- 
quest for investigation and report, and the following was received from M. A. 
Low, its attorney: "Mr. Holt ordered a car on the 22d of July, the car was fur- 
nished on the 26th, and he did not commence loading it until the 29th, the date 
on which he made this complaint."

The L. Schreiber Grain Company complained of the Kansas Southwestern 
Railway Company on account of discrimination in the furnishing of cars at 
Geuda Springs, Kan. 

The complaint was investigated, and the board found that cars have been sup- 
plied to shippers at that point in the order in which the applications for the same 
were made*, and that complainant had not been discriminated against.

ELEVATOR SITE. 

The Farmers' Cooperative Grain and Live-stock Association, of Harlan, Kan., vs. 
Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

The Farmers' Cooperative Grain and Live-stock Association filed a complaint 
against the Missouri Pacific Railway Company for refusing to furnish it lease 
for elevator site on its right of way at Harlan, Kan. 

To this complaint respondent answers: "1. That the respondent has no right 
of way or other ground to lease at Harlan, Kan., not utilized and necessary for 
the operation of its road at said place. 2. That the board has no p6wer to re- 
quire the Missouri Pacific Railway Company to surrender to said parties, or 
either of them, a part of its right of way and lands for the purpose of construct- 
ing and maintaining an elevator at. Harlan, in this state, for the shipping of grain, 
because said order would be, in substance and effect, the taking of the private 
property of this respondent for the private use of said parties without due process 
of law." 

The board decided to have a hearing and make a personal investigation in this 
matter on the premises, and, after due notice, met at Harlan, Kan., all of the in- 
terested parties being represented. The premises were viewed and witnesses 
were examined on the part of complainant. The respondent introduced no 
evidence, and no argument was made by either complainant or respondent. 

Whereupon the following findings were made: "The board having fully con- 
sidered the evidence offered in the case, and, having made personal examination 
of the elevator and shipping facilities at said station of Harlan, together with 
the amount of grain shipped therefrom, do find that the present elevator now 
situated at Harlan is inadequate for a prompt and satisfactory manner of 
handling the grain received there, and that there is ample room on the present 
side- track of said respondent railway company for another elevator. That an 
additional elevator of the size and capacity proposed by said complainants would 
be a great advantage to the wheat- producers in the neighborhood of Harlan, 
Kan. Wherefore, the board holds that the request of the said complainant for 
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space on the right of way of the respondent railway company at Harlan, Kan., 
upon which to erect an elevator of the kind and capacity proposed in the com- 
plaint herein is* reasonable and just, and this board recommends that the prayer 
of complainant be granted by said railway company*.

OBSTRUCTION OF CROSSING. 

Board of Highway Commissioners of Paradise township, Russell county, Kansas, 
vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

The board of highway commissioners of Paradise township, Russell county, 
Kansas, complained of the Union Pacific Railroad Company, on account of its 
neglect to keep the highway crossing at Paradise station in proper repair, and 
also for obstruction of the same. 

The matters complained of were taken up with respondent, and on September 
10 a letter was received from A. L. Williams, general attorney for said company, 
in which he says : "My investigation shows the crossing to be in good condition ; 
that occasionally the dirt is worn away from the rails and at the ends of the ties, 
but is immediately repaired. I inclose a letter from Superintendent McFarlane 
to the agent at Paradise, which is as follows : ' You must see that trains cut your 
crossing and clear it before they leave your station. If any conduqtor refuses to 
do this, wire me his name.' " 

Upon advising the complainants of the above, the case was closed.

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

Beverly Mill and Elevator Co. vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

The Beverly Mill and Elevator Company complained of the Union Pacific Rail- 
road Company on account of its failure to furnish cars at Beverly, Kan., for the 
shipment of grain. 

The complaint was taken up with the respondent company, and on August 5 
the following was received from A. L. Williams, its general attorney: "Our com- 
pany has been furnishing the complainant its fair share of cars and a strong ef- 
fort is being made to furnish them all the cars ordered. As you know, there is a 
great rush of wheat to the market and it has been impossible to furnish shippers 
with all the cars they desire. The Union Pacific is doing everything in its power 
to meet the demand."

If you have any further cause 
for complaint, please notify this board." 

Having heard nothing further from complainant, the case was closed.

J. A. Seitz vs. Mo. Pao. Rly. Co. 

J. A. Seitz and others filed, with this board their application for an order re- 
quiring the Missouri Pacific Railway Company to furnish telegraph facilities at 
the station of Anson, in Harper county, Kansas. 

The matter of this complaint was taken up with the parties in interest, 
with the result that on March 22, 1902, telephone service was established between 
Anson and Conway Springs, to the satisfaction of the complainants.

EXACTING FEES FOR FURNISHING CARS. 

R. R. Hager vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

R. R. Hager complained of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Com- 
pany, alleging that its agent at Belpre, Kan., charged the farmers in that vi- 
cinity five dollars to procure them a car for the shipment of grain. 

A copy of the complaint was referred to the respondent company, and on Oc- 
tober 18, all interested parties having been notified, the board met at Belpre, 
Kan., and entered upon a hearing of the complaint, the complainant being pres- 
ent in person and the respondent being represented by its division superintend- 
ent, Geo. E. Ayers; and after hearing the evidence adduced and being duly 
informed in the premises, the board finds that the evidence does not sustain the 
complainant's contention, and the case was dismissed.

W. Wyscarver filed a complaint against the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
on account of delay of freight in transit, alleging a shipment of potatoes from 
Lawrence to Oakley; that the same had been on the road six days, and consign- 
ment not yet received. 

The respondent company was asked to investigate promptly the complaint 
and take the necessary action to prevent a repetition of such delays, and upon 
receipt of information that orders to that effect had been issued, the case was 
closed.

A. Frank Kearns, mayor, filed his petition setting up the insufficiency of the 
present depot at Lecompton, Kan., and praying for an order requiring the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company to construct a depot adequate to the 
public necessities of that place.

ing was received from H. U. Mudge, its general manager: "The contract covering 
this work was let calling for the completion of the building by the 15th of No- 
vember."

F. H. Chamberlain vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

F. H. Chamberlain complained that the Missouri Pacific Railway Company 
had abandoned its passenger service at the station of Rogers, in Chautauqua 
county, Kansas, "and asked for relief in the premises. 

The complaint was referred to the respondent company, with request for its 
reasons for not maintaining passenger service at the station named. August 21 
J. H. Richards, general attorney for respondent company, writes: "Our super- 
intendent advises that he recently received a similar communication from Mr. 
Chamberlain, and that he at once issued a bulletin making Rogers a flag station 
for trains No. 9 and 10."

Carl Nelson asked an order requiring the Union Pacific Railroad Company to 
establish and maintain an agent at Page station, in Logan county, Kansas. 

A copy of said petition was referred to the respondent company, with request 
for report as to the business of this station and the reason why no agent is main- 
tained, and after considerable correspondence, and being fully informed in the 
premises, the board finds that the business transacted at Page would not warrant 
it in ordering the establishment and maintenance of a permanent agent at said 
station.

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 
R. M. Hammond vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

R. M. Hammond, secretary of the Farmers' Shipping Association, of Harlan, 
Kan., complained that respondent failed to furnish him cars for grain shipment. 

The complaint was referred to the respondent company for investigation and 
report, and on September 16, B. P. Waggoner, its attorney, writes: "On July 24 
R. M. Hammond ordered one car — furnished same day; on July 25, ordered one 
car — furnished same day; July 26, ordered one car — furnished August 1; Aug- 
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ust 5, ordered three cars — furnished August 8, but were refused, and loaded by 
another party. On August 12 he was furnished one car and on August 13 an- 
other. He was not ready for the car furnished on the 13th, so it was used by 
other parties. Positive instructions have been given by the management to the 
agent at Harlan not to discriminate against any shipper in the disposition of cars." 
A copy of Mr. Waggoner's letter was sent to complainant, who replies: "Ever 
since the complaint was made we have received cars to our entire satisfaction."

ELEVATOR SITE, AGENT, AND ADDITIONAL SIDE-TRACK. 

A. M. Selig, Trustee, vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

A. M. Selig, trustee of Grant township, and thirty-five farmers in the vicinity 
of Rozel, Pawnee county, Kansas, filed with this board a petition asking an order 
requiring the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company to establish and 
maintain an agent at said station, to extend its present side-track, and grant the 
petitioners an elevator site on its right of way. 

The matters complained of were referred to the respondent company, with re- 
quest for investigation and report, and on' September 20 A. A. Hurd, solicitor 
for said company, writes: "An agent has been established at Rozel. As to the 
matter of constructing another elevator, I have to say that there are already 
abundant facilities for handling grain at that point at the present time. The 
company, therefore, will be compelled to decline to furnish lease for additional 
elevator site." 

Afterwards, and on August 19, due notice having been given all interested 
parties, the board met at Rozel, and entered upon a hearing in regard to the ne- 
cessities for the switch extension and elevator site, and, after hearing the evidence 
adduced and being fully advised in the premises, made the following findings and 
recommendations : 

Upon a personal examination of the capacity of the elevator and bins for 
storing and handling grain now located on the right of way of the respondent 
company's grounds at Rozel, Kan., and the capacity of the side-tracks of the 
said respondent at said station, together with the amount of grain shipped there- 
from, the board finds that such grain elevator and storage bins now situated and 
in operation at said station of Rozel are not of sufficient capacity to receive, 
handle and ship the grain tributary to and received at such market in an expe- 
ditious, economical and satisfactory manner ; that an additional elevator, of the 
capacity proposed by said complainants, is necessary to the proper handling of 
the grain received at said station and would be a great advantage to the wheat- 
producers of such locality. 

The board further finds that the side-track of said respondent railroad com- 
pany at said town of Rozel is not sufficient to accommodate the present elevator 
and storage bins now located on said track and the proposed elevator of these 
complainants. 

Wherefore, the board holds that the request of the said complainants for 
space on the right of way of the said Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Com- 
pany, at Rozel, Kan., upon which to erect an elevator of the size and capacity 
asked for in their complaint herein, is reasonable and just. 

The board further holds that the respondent company should extend its 
present switch at said station a distance of 200 feet to properly accommodate the 
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proposed elevator, and we find that such side-track extension should be made, 
and recommend that the right to erect an elevator as prayed for by the com- 
plainants be granted. 

Upon receipt of information that the parties hereto had entered into a con- 
tract for the extension of the switch and for a lease of a site for the erection of 
an elevator, the case was closed. ,

REFUSAL TO FURNISH CARS FOR TRACK LOADING. 

F. B. Brungardt vs. l/. P. Rid. Co. 

F. B. Brungardt complained by telegram that the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company refused to furnish him cars at Victoria, and that local agent claims 
that circular 706, providing that grain must be in sight before cars are furnished, 
' is in effect yet. 

The complaint was repeated by telephone to attorneys of respondent company, 
who replied, " matter will be taken up immediately." A letter from A. L. Will- 
iams, general attorney for respondent, enclosed copy of telegram received by 
him from Gen. Supt. J. O. Brinkerhoff, reading: " Answering your telegram of 
yesterday, I have just wired J. McFarlane, superintendent, at Ellis, Kan.: 'Brun- 
gardt, of Victoria, is complaining to the Board of Railroad Commissioners that he 
is not being furnished with cars for track loading. I wish you would take the 
matter up and see that these cars are furnished.'" 

Upon receipt of information that the complainant was being furnished with 
cars, the case was closed.

EXCESSIVE FREIGHT RATE ON GRAIN. 

W. W. Smith vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly Co. 

W. W. Smith complained that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
Company charged excessive freight rate on grain, alleging that the rate from 
Holyrood to Kansas City is sixteen cents, while the rate from other towns in that 
vicinity over other roads is fifteen and one-half cents. 

The complaint was referred to the respondent company, with request for in- 
vestigation and report, and after having fully informed itself in the premises, the 
board transmitted the following to the complainant: "It seems that the rate 
from all points in the state is fixed by agreement between the different roads, 
and is intended to be as nearly fair as it is possible to make the same. The 
board is unable to see, from the showing made, that Holyrood is being discrimi- 
nated against. It is true that the distance from Holyrood to Kansas City is not 
much farther than from other points that take a half cent less rate, but the 
change has to be made at some point or else the same rate would prevail through- 
out the state. With the present information which the board has in regard to 
the territory which would be affected, we do not feel disposed to order the re- 
duction asked for in your complaint."

A. F. Alvord vs. Mo. Pac. Ely. Co. 

A. F. Alvord and thirteen other citizens of Rantoul, Kan., and vicinity, filed 
with this board a petition praying for an order requiring the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company to make a flag station of Rantoul for its passenger-trains Nos. 
1 and 2. 

A copy of said petition was referred to the respondent company, with request 
for investigation and report as to the attitude of the company in the premises, 
and, after fully informing itself, the board finds: 

First. That Rantoul has less than 100 population. 

Second. That at the present time Missouri Pacific trains Nos. 3 and 121, 
west-bound, and 122 and 8, east-bound, stop at Rantoul daily for receiving and 
discharging passengers. 

Third. That trains Nos. 1 and 2, which petitioners desire to have stop at 
Rantoul, are operated by the Missouri Pacific Railway Company for fast service 
between St. Louis, Denver, and the Pacific coast, and it is impossible for said 
company to operate fast trains and stop them at every station along its line.

H. W. Hartloff vs. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

H. W. Hartloff complained that the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway

Zeandale, Kan. 

Copy of complaint was transmitted to respondent company, with request for its 
reasons for not maintaining fence. M. A.' Low, respondent's attorney, answered : 
"I will recommend that the fence be built." 

October 10 the following was received from complainant: "I have the fence 
asked for from the Rock Island Railway Company."

H. O. Douglass and O. L. Benton vs. B. & M. R. Rid. Co. 

H. O. Douglass and O. L. Benton complained that the Burlington & Missouri 
River Railroad Company failed to maintain proper drainage at Oberlin, Kan., 
alleging that the tracks of said company run along the south side of said town, 
near the creek, and that all the water that comes from the hills above is dammed 
up by said track, causing material damage to the property-holders of said town. 

The matter of the complaint was taken up with the respondent company, and 
after voluminous correspondence with complainants and respondent company, 
having failed to arrive at any satisfactory agreement between the parties as to the 
extent of the improvements required and the time of making the same, the board 
set November 26, 1901, at Oberlin, Kan., to hear and try the complaint. 

November 25, 1901, board received telegram from complainants : " Have agreed 
with company for drainage. Cancel meeting for Oberlin. * * On December 2, 1901, 
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the board received from G. W. Holdrege, general manager of said company : 
"The work at Oberlin is now under way and should be finished in two weeks." 

Upon information that the drainage asked for had been completed to the sat- 
isfaction of complainants, the case was closed.

RATE ON GRAIN. 

Tucker & Simpson vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

This is an action by Tucker & Simpson, who claimed that the Missouri 
Pacific Railway Company overcharged them on a shipment of grain from Neta- 
waka to Cawker City, alleging that said company had recently established an 
emergency rate of nine cents per hundredweight on feed shipped from Missouri 
river points to stations in Kansas, while for the shorter haul between the points 
named they were charged twelve and one-half cents, and asking that they be 
given the benefit of the river rate. 

The complaint was taken up with respondent company, with result that on 
November 9 the board received the following from Tucker & Simpson : "We 
are gratified to state that our claim has been paid in full by the company."

FREIGHT RATE ON WALNUT LOGS. 

Cedar Rapids Gun-stock Mfg. Co. vs. A.T. & S. F. Rly. Co. and St. L. & S. F. Rly .Co. 

The Cedar Rapids Gun-stock Manufacturing Company, of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, 
complained that after purchasing twenty-five cars of walnut logs at Quinoy and 
Virgil, on the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe railway, and at Fall River and New 
Albany, on the St. Louis & San Francisco railway, said companies advanced the 
tariff rate on the same between said points and Kansas City, Mo., from seven cents 
and nine cents per hundred pounds to fifteen cents per hundred pounds, making 
their shipment prohibitive. 

After a full investigation, the board found that the tariff of fifteen cents per 
hundred pounds has been in force for several years, and that no advance has been 
made in the rate, as alleged.

DEPOT. 
A. E. C. Hawkins vs. St. J. & G. I. Rly. Co. 

A. E. C. Hawkins asked an order requiring the St. Joseph & Grand Island 
Railway Company to establish and maintain a depot at Price, in Nemaha county, 
Kansas. 

After a full investigation, the board found that respondent had put in a sid- 
ing at said point for the shipment of grain, and stopped its trains there to accom- 
modate its patrons, when requested to do so, but that the business tributary to 
said point was not sufficient to justify the board in making an order for the erec- 
tion of a depot.

FAILURE TO COMPLY WITH CONTRACT. 

A. Metzger va. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

A. Metzger, of Longton, Kan., complained that the Atohison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe Railway Company wrongfully exacted twenty dollars from him, on a shipment 
of household goods from said point to Woodward, Okla., alleging that the agent 
at Longton contracted with him to deliver the goods at destination for forty dol- 
lars, which sum he paid, but that respondent's agent at destination exacted an 
additional twenty dollars. 

The respondent was asked to explain, and answered: "This apparent over- 
charge arises wholly on account of mistake in the quotation of rate. This being 
an interstate shipment, to' have collected less than the tariff rate would have sub- 
jected the company and the agent both to very severe penalties." 

This explanation was transmitted to complainant, with statement that " This 
being interstate business, it does not properly come within the jurisdiction of this 
board. Any question as to the contract between the agent and yourself would 
be a matter for the courts."

STORAGE CHARGE ON BAGGAGE. 

O. E. Simmons va. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

O. E. Simmons and wife, traveling from Wilbur, Ore., to Abilene, Kan., re- 
ceived at Wilbur an order on Roseburg for coupons tickets, but neglected to have 
their baggage reohecked at Roseburg. The baggage followed later, with a storage 
charge of five dollars against it while at Roseburg, which complainant considered 
extortionate, and inquired how he could be relieved from paying same. 

The board replied that the matter did not come under its jurisdiction.

PASSENGER SERVICE. 
F. H. Chamberlain va. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

A letter from F. H. Chamberlain, of Sedan, Kan., in behalf of the people of 
the vicinity of Lowe, on the line of the Missouri Pacific Railway Company in 
Chautauqua county, enters complaint because said company's trains do not stop 
at said station. 

November 23, 1901, formal complaint signed by G. S. Davis, trustee of Sum- 
mit township, in Chautauqua county, Kansas, and fifty other citizens of Lowe 
and vicinity, was filed in this case, asking that Lowe be made a flag station. 

The board investigated the matter complained of, and finds that Lowe is lo- 
cated only 2.36 miles west of Rogers and 5.35 miles east of Wauneta, stations on 
the respondent's line, where its passenger-trains stop, and that there was sub- 
stantially no passenger business done at Lowe when it had the passenger service 
now sought in this case ; that trains Nos. 485 and 486 stop at Lowe for passengers 
and freight, and that a crane had been installed to catch mail on the passenger- 
trains. 

Wherefore, the board finds that it will not be warranted in granting the prayer 
of the complainants.

PRIVATE CROSSING AND FENCE ON RIGHT OF WAY. 

Carl Pruter vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

This is a case in which Carl Pruter, of Natoma, Kan., asked the board's as- 
sistance in requiring the Union Pacific Railroad Company to repair its crossing 
and fence its right of way where the company's line passes through his farm. 

Upon notice given to respondent, it repaired the crossing complained of. The 
board finds that Mr. Pruter's land is not fenced on three sides, and therefore is 
not in a position to require the company to fence right of way through the same.

ADDITIONAL TRAItf SERVICE. 

Dunn, Sharman & Styles et al. vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

A petition signed by Dunn, Sharman & Styles and eighty-five others, citizens 
of Stockton, Kan., made complaint against the Missouri Pacific Railway Com- 
pany for taking off one of its train crews from its line between Downs and Stock- 
ton and Downs and Lenora, Kan., and reducing the service to three trains 
weekly, and asked for an order requiring daily freight-trains and daily mail 
service. 

Similar petitions making the same request were presented by citizens of the 
towns of Osborne and Logan and citizens of Osborne and Rooks counties. 

The subject of the several petitions was taken up with the respondent com- 
pany, with the result that a daily (except Sunday) train service (freight-train) 
was reestablished on its line west of Downs, and time-card changed so that North 
Solomon branch train No. 2 was made to connect with South Solomon branch 
train No. 2. 

Complainants reported to the board that they were receiving daily- except- 
Sunday service and were satisfied with the same.

OVERCHARGE ON FREIGHT SHIPPED. 

O'Loughlin & Weber vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

O'Loughlin & Weber complained that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rail- 
way Company subjected them to an overcharge on shipment of 500 pounds of 
alfalfa seed from Lakin to La Cygne, Kan. 

The matters complained of were referred to the respondent company, with re- 
quest for investigation and report, and on October 28 the following was received 
from A. A. Hurd, solicitor for said company: "These parties are entitled to 
a refund of the difference between ninety-eight cents, the amount paid by them, 
and eighty cents, the maximum rate we are authorized to collect, and if they will 
present their bill to the auditor of freight receipts for this amount it will be paid." 

Upon transmitting a copy of the above to the complainants, the case was closed.

TRAIN SERVICE. 

Wm. Pringle vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

A petition signed by Wm. Pringle and eighty-one other citizens of Eskridge, 
Kan., and vicinity, asked for additional train service on the Alma branch of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company, stating that "We have but one 
train a day, whioh is supposed to arrive here at 12:45 p. m., but is almost invari- 
ably from one to three hours late." 

An investigation was made, and upon a showing that this road is now being 
operated at a loss to the company, the board decided that they would not be 
justified in making an order for additional train service, but asked that the 
trains now in service be run on schedule time, and on receipt of information 
from General Manager Mudge that the general superintendent had been in- 
structed that these trains be moved on time, the case was closed.

In the matter of the application of the Missouri, Kansas & Northwestern 
Railroad Company to cross at grade the railroad, right of way and 
tracks of the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company within the 
corporate limits of the city of Columbus, Cherokee county, Kansas. 

On the filing of the application of the Missouri, Kansas & Northwestern 
Railroad Company, a railroad corporation organized and incorporated under 
and by virtue of the general laws of the state of Kansas, for the purpose of con- 
structing a steam railroad, commencing at or near the town of Mineral, Chero- 
kee county, Kansas, and running thence in a southeasterly direction to the city 
of Columbus, and thence continuing in a southeasterly direction to the city of 
Galena, and from thence to the east line of the state of Kansas, filed with the 
secretary of the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the state of Kansas, Octo- 
ber 23, 1901, asking this board to approve of its selection to cross at grade the 
main line, tracks and right of way of the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad 
Company, within the corporate limits of the city of Columbus, Kan., as shown 
on the map and profile of its line on file in the office of the county clerk of Chero- 
kee county, Kansas, due notice was given to the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railroad Company of the time and place when a hearing would be had on said 
written application. At the time and place stated in said notioe, and at the 
times and places to which the hearing of said application was adjourned, this 
board attended and heard the evidence introduced by the respective parties as to 
the necessity, place and manner of such crossing, and also made personal ex- 
amination of the locality and surroundings where the crossings are desired ; and 
after such personal examination, and hearing the evidence offered by both 
parties and the arguments of counsel for the respective parties, this board finds: 

First. That there is a necessity for a crossing of the lines of railroad of the 
St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company by the Missouri, Kansas & North- 
western railroad near the city of Columbus, but that the crossings asked for, 
if allowed, will be over the two main lines of railroad of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railroad Company, one of which lines was formerly the Kansas City, 
Fort Scott & Memphis railroad, and across the side-tracks and switches and 
through the railroad yards cf the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company, 
at Columbus, Kan. 
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Second. That it will not be practicable for the said Missouri, Kansas & 
Northwestern Railroad Company to cross over or under the existing railroad at 
that place or at any point through or adjacent to the city of Columbus. 

Third. That the crossing through the yards and over the main lines and 
switches of the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company at the places or 
points asked for and as shown and designated on the maps and profiles filed with 
this board would be a great disadvantage to the St. Louis & San Francisco Rail- 
road Company in the free and advantageous operation of its trains, hazardous to 
the operatives of such trains, and dangerous to the traveling public. 

Fourth. That the crossing at grade of the lines of railroad of the St. Louis 

& San Francisco Railroad Company at Columbus, by the Missouri, Kansas & 

Northwestern railroad, can be effected at another place, or other places, which 

. are practicable, and at which place or places the danger to the operatives of 

trains and to the traveling public will be greatly reduced. 

Fifth. That the crossing of the St. Louis & San Francisco Company's rail- 
road and tracks at the places selected as aforesaid by the Missouri, Kansas & 
Northwestern Railroad Company is prohibited by the statute which provides 
"That no crossing shall be made through the yards or over the switches or side- 
tracks of any existing railroad, if a crossing can be effected at any other place 
that is practicable." 

Sixth. The board further finds that, the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad 
Company has, as right of way, a strip of land lying on the east side of its main 
line of railroad, at Columbus, Kan., known as the "old Memphis railroad," 200 
feet in width, running from a point where the proposed line of railroad of the 
Missouri, Kansas & Northwestern Railroad Company, approaching from the east, 
intersects the said right of way, and running thence north to within a short dis- 
tance of the present crossing of the two main lines of railroad of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railroad Company; and that both before the hearing of said applica- 
tion and at the hearing thereof, the said St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad 
Company offered to allow the Missouri, Kansas & Northwestern Railroad Com- 
pany to use a strip seventy-five feet in width off of the east side of the aforesaid 
200- foot strip of right of way, from a point where its line, approaching from the 
east, would intersect the said 200-foot strip, as far north as the said 200-foot strip 
extends, to enable it to effect a crossing just north of the present crossing of the 
two main lines of railroad of the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company, 
and that the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company has filed a state- 
ment with this board, since the hearing of this application, stating that if the 
board sees fit to order a crossing at the place named, it is authorized to allow the 
Missouri, Kansas & Northwestern Railroad Company to use said seventy- five- foot 
strip of land for the purpose stated, upon its paying a nominal consideration 
therefor. 

Seventh. The board further finds, that upon the hearing of said application 
the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company expressed its willingness to 
allow the Missouri, Kansas & Northwestern Railroad Company to make a junc- 
tion with the St. Louis & San Francisco Company's main line at a point a short 
distance north of the present crossing of its two main lines, and to use its main 
track thence south to a point such a distance only, south of the passenger station 
of the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company at Columbus, Kan., as will 
enable it to use said passenger station jointly with the St. "Louis & San Francisco 
Railroad Company, and to run thence to and upon the seventy-five-foot strip of 
land above described, and to use and occupy said strip of land for the distance 
above stated, upon payment of a fair valuation therefor, to be fixed by this 
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board. And that the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company will main- 
tain the present passenger and freight depot as a joint depot for its use and the 
use of the Missuri, Kansas & Northwestern Railroad Company, upon the usual 
terms for the use of such track and depot and the maintenance of the joint depot. 

It is therefore considered and ordered that the application of the Missouri, 
Kansas & Northwestern Railroad Company for an order of this board approving 
of its selection of a place of crossing over the right of way and tracks of the St. 
Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company at Columbus, Kan., be refused and 
denied; and it is hereby ordered that said Missouri, Kansas & Northwestern 
Railroad Company shall not cross the railroad, side track, switches and railroad 
yards of the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company, at Columbus, Kan., 
at the place selected by it and as shown on the map and profile hereinbefore re- 
ferred to. 

It is further ordered by this board, that the Missouri, Kansas & North- 
western Railroad Company be permitted and allowed to cross with its railroad 
the railroad and tracks of the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company at a 
point north of and near to the present crossing of the lines of railroad of the St. 
Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company in the city of Columbus, Kan., upon 
the following terms : 

The Missouri, Kansas <fe Northwestern Railroad Company shall construct 
and put in, at its own cost, standard railroad crossings, with the surface of the 
rails at the same elevation as the surface of the rails of the tracks crossed, to be 
put in and constructed in good, workmanlike manner and so as not to interfere 
with the free use of the tracks of the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Com- 
pany in the operation of its trains over them, and to perpetually maintain in 
good order and condition, at its own cost and expense, said crossings, and pay 
the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company, as damages for the right to 
make such crossings, the sum of $100. 

The Missouri, Kansas & Northwestern Railroad Company shall have the use 
of the seventy-five-foot strip of right of way above described from a point where 
its line as now located, approaching from the east, intersects the 200-foot strip 
right of way lying on the east side of what is known as the " old Memphis road," 
and extending as far north as said 200-foot strip extends, upon paying to the St. 
Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company a nominal consideration therefor, to 
wit, one dollar. 

It is further ordered by this board, that the Missouri, Kansas & Northwestern 
Railroad Company be permitted and allowed, in the alternative, if it shall elect, 
in lieu of the foregoing, to make a connection of its railroad with the St. Louis & 
San Francisco Railroad Company's main line at a point a short distance north of 
the present crossing of the latter company's two main lines at Columbus, Kan., 
and to use its said main track thence south to a point such a distance only south 
of the passenger station of the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company as 
will enable it to use said passenger station jointly with the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railroad Company, and to run thence onto the said seventy-five feet of 
land above described and to use and occupy said strip of land for the distance 
above stated. 

The Missouri, Kansas & Northwestern Railroad Company shall, if connection 
is made under this alternative order, construct at its own cost the connection nec- 
essary to be made with the track or tracks of the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railroad Company in good, substantial and workmanlike manner, and at its own 
cost and expense keep and maintain the same at all times in first-class condition 
and so that they will not interfere with the free use of the tracks by the St. Louis 
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& San Francisco Railroad Company, its successors and assigns, and shall put in, 
at all crossings of the tracks of the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Com- 
pany, standard railroad crossings, with the surface of the rails at the same eleva- 
tion as the surface of the rails of the tracks crossed, the same to be put in and 
constructed in good and workmanlike manner, and so as not to interfere with 
the free use of the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company's tracks in the 
operation of its engines, cars and trains over them, and to perpetually maintain 
in good order and condition, at its own cost and expense, such crossings, and pay 
to the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company, as damages for the crossing 
so made, the sum of $100. 

The St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company shall, if connection is made 
under the alternative order, maintain its present passenger and freight depot 
at Columbus, Kan., as a joint depot for its use and the use of the Missouri, Kan- 
sas & Northwestern Railroad Company. The Missouri, Kansas & Northwestern 
Railroad Company shall pay the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company 
for the use of said seventy-five feet of right of way, if taken under this order, the 
sum of $250, and shall pay for such joint use of the track and depot of the St. 
Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company such sums of money and at such 
times as is usual and customary where joint trackage and depot arrangements are 
entered into between different railroad companies. The St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railroad Company shall maintain said passenger and freight depot as a joint 
depot and employ and pay such agent or agents and other employees as it may 
find necessary to transact the business at said joint depot, and shall pay the 
other necessary expenses connected with the maintenance and operation of such 
joint depot and station, and the Missouri, Kansas & Northwestern Railroad 
Company shall pay such proportion of the cost and expenses of maintaining and 
operating said joint depot and station, including taxes, and at such time as is 
usual and customary under arrangements made and entered into between the 
different railroad companies for the use and maintenance of joint depots and 
stations. 

In case the parties cannot agree upon the terms and conditions for the joint 
use of track and depot and for the maintenance of joint depot and agency at Co- 
lumbus, Kan., and do not enter into a written contract specifying all the terms 
and conditions of such use before any connection of the crossing of such tracks 
is made, then, upon the application of either party and notice to the other party, 
this board will proceed to fix the terms for such joint use of track and depot and 
the maintenance of the joint depot and agency. 

It is further ordered, that the Missouri, Kansas & Northwestern Railroad 
Company shall file with this board a written statement, within ten days from 
this date, stating which of the above crossings it desires to adopt, and in case 
they do not make such election they shall only be entitled to the crossing of the 
track north and east of the present crossing of the lines of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco railroad, as provided by the first provision of this order. 

It is further ordered by this board, that when the Missouri, Kansas & North- 
western railroad is constructed and in operation across the tracks of the St. Louis 
& San Francisco Railroad Company at Columbus, Kan., there shall be constructed 
and erected by the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company at said crossing 
an interlocking plant, with derailing switches and all the modern appliances for 
the protection of said crossing, and said interlocking plant shall be maintained 
and operated by the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company. The Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Northwestern Railroad Company, its successors or assigns, shall 
pay to the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company, upon bills rendered 
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therefor, one-half of the total cost of the construction and erection of said inter- 
locking plant, and in addition thereto shall pay one-half of the. entire cost of 
maintaining and operating said interlocking plant and all expenses connected 
therewith, upon bills rendered from month to month by the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railroad Company. 

This board finds that the Missouri, Kansas & Northwestern Railroad Com- 
pany has deposited with the county treasurer of Cherokee county the sum of 

$ , as condemnation money for a strip of land belonging to the St. Louis & 

San Francisco Railroad Company in the city of Columbus, lying north of its 
railroad, and that the land so condemned will not be available to it in view of 
this order denying the right to cross at the places asked for in its petition. It is 
therefore ordered that the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company permit 
and allow 'the Missouri, Kansas & Northwestern Railroad Company to withdraw 
said sum of $ , so as aforesaid deposited with the county treasurer of Chero- 
kee county. 

The Missouri, Kansas & Northwestern Railroad Company hereby objects to 
the making of an entry of the above order and denies the power of the board to 
make the same, and objects to the making and entry of any order that denies the 
crossings elected by the Missouri, Kansas & Northwestern Railroad Company or 
a crossing within the limits of its located line.

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

J. J. Stevens vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

J. J. Stevens complained of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Com- 
pany, alleging its failure to furnish him oars at Dal ton, Kan., for the shipment 
of grain. 

The re? wndent company was urged to furnish speedy relief and General Man- 
ager H. U Aludge replied : * * We are doing all we possibly can to accommodate all 
our grain : i • ; to discriminate in any manner against 

either stations or individuals. From this time on we shall be able to supply cars as 
fast as they are needed, and there will be less cause for complaint in the future. 
In any event, we shall do everything in our power to accommodate our patrons." 

A copy of the above was transmitted to complainant, with request that he 
notify the board if he was not now receiving cars in a satisfactory manner, and 
hearing nothing further from him, the case was closed.

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

W: J. Nunn & Co. vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

W. J. Nunn & Co. complained that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rail- 
way Company failed to furnish cars at Mayfield, Kan., for the shipment of grain. 

The respondent was asked to furnish prompt relief, and the following commu- 
nication was received from General Manager H. U. Mudge: "The failure to 
supply cars is on account of a general shortage. The situation is some better at 
present. We are making special effort to relieve the congested conditions at sta- 
tions where the supply has been inadequate during the past two months. 
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Although we have* a very much larger number of care than ever before, still the 
shortage during the past two or three months has been greater than ever before. 
It is impossible for the company to care for the immense volume of business any 
more prompt than it has. I am advised by Superintendent of Transportation 
Kouns that he has made a request upon the third vice-president for the imme- 
diate construction of 2500 more box cars. We are doing everything in our {tower 
to accommodate the patrons of the road." 

A letter was addressed to W. J. Nunn & Co., reciting the above statements, 
and saying: "While we regret that the company is unable to furnish its patrons 
with cars as fast as demanded, we see no way to help the situation* except to de- 
mand that the companies increase their shipping facilities, and this they seem 
to be doing as rapidly as possible. About the time of the filing of your complaint, 
the board was in receipt of numerous complaints of inability to procure cars, but 
from the fact that we have received word from a numtfer of these stations that 
they are now being fairly well supplied with cars, it would seem that the diffi- 
culty in tjiis respect is practically over. We trust it is so with you, and would 
be glad to hear if you are now receiving cars in a fairly satisfactory manner." 

The following was received from complainants: " We are pleased to say that 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company is furnishing us all the cars 
needed at this place. For the past two weeks they have been very prompt, 
although the grain movement has been heavy."

A. E. Alexander vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

A. E. Alexander complained of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
Company, alleging its failure' to furnish him cars at May field, Kan., for the ship- 
ment of grain. 

The respondent was asked to furnish the cars as promptly as possible, and 
thereafter the following was received from complainant: "Our orders for cars 
are being filled very promptly by the Santa Fe, and we have no further complaint 
to make; so it will be all right to close the case."

EXTENSION OF SIDE-TRACK. 

Pickerell & Hill vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

Pickerell & Hill filed a complaint alleging that they have not sufficient room 
on respondent's side-track to handle the business at their elevator; that the 
Missouri Pacific Railway Company fails and refuses to extend its present switch 
at Claflin, Kan., unless complainants cut ditch at side of proposed track. 

The complaint was referred to the respondent company, with request that it 
cause investigation to be made and report its attitude in the premises. General 
Manager Harding replied that "Messrs. Pickerell & Hill, when they asked for 
this switch, agreed to do the grading for an extension of 200 feet, which the rail- 
road company said they would put in as soon as the grading was completed. 
They have, however, failed to do the grading in a proper manner for us to lay 
the track, and for this reason only the company declines to put in the track. As 
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soon as they complete the work as originally agreed upon we -shall be very glad 
indeed to extend the siding for them." 

A copy of the above was transmitted to complainants, with statement "that 
if General Manager Harding's statement in regard to the agreement was correct, 
the company could not be expected to lay the track before you have complied 
with your part of the agreement. The board trusts that the matter may be ar- 
ranged without any further interference on its part." 

Having heard nothing further from the complainants, the case was closed.

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

J. A. Haas vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

J. A. Haas filed a complaint against the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Rail- 
way Company, alleging its failure to furnish him cars at Albert, Kan., for the 
shipment of grain. 

A copy of said complaint was transmitted to respondent company, with re- 
quest that prompt relief be given in the premises. Respondent replied: "We 
are doing our best to supply shippers with cars at Albert." Upon receipt of a 
letter from complainant, saying, "I am now getting cars in a satisfactory man- 
ner," the case was closed.

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

Edward O'Connor vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

Edward O'Connor complained that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
Company failed to furnish him cars at St. John, Kan., for the shipment of grain. 

The matter complained of was referred to the respondent, with request that 
relief be promptly given. C. W. Kouns, superintendent of transportation, replied : 
" Since this case came up we have secured a large number of additional grain cars 
and for the past week have been taking all the grain offered with reasonable 
promptness. The present outlook is that we shall continue to do so." 

A letter was addressed to complainant reciting the above information, and 
saying : "If you are not now receiving oars in a fairly satisfactory manner, please 
so notify this board," and hearing nothing further from Mr. O'Connor the case 
was closed.

TRAIN SERVICE. 

Citizens of Toronto et at. vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

The citizens of Toronto, Madison, Quincy, Benedict, Coyville, Hilltop and 
Virgil filed petitions complaining that the mixed train as now run on the Em- 
poria & Chanute branch of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway was sub- 
ject to so many delays that the company could not meet the needs of the public 
with it, and asked an order of the board requiring the respondent company to 
furnish improved passenger service on its said branch. 

The respondent was asked to report as to the service afforded the patrons of 
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said branch, and it replied, giving in detail the actual arrival of trains at the 
terminal points, both north and south, and explaining the causes of delay, the 
principal one of which beiDg the making of connections at its terminals, and say- 
ing "that since complaint was filed we have made changes in the running time 
of these trains that will greatly improve the service and allow us to put trains 
into their terminals in better time." 

After a full investigation of the conditions complained of, the board finds: 
That the train now being operated does not maintain its time schedule, but 
that this is frequently caused by delayed trains at the terminals of said branch, 
with which it makes connection ; that to make an order requiring this train to 
leave its terminals before the arrival of its connections would prevent the contin- 
uous transit of mail and express matter as well as of passenger traffic, and would 
be to the detriment of the patrons of said branch. The board is therefore of the 
opinion that the service now afforded on said branch is as good as the existing 
conditions will warrant, but recommends that every effort on the part of the 
management consistent with the interests of its patrons be made to maintain the 
time schedule on said branch. 

The following was received from General Manager Mudge: " We intend to 
operate this train on time whenever it is possible to do so and make connections, 
and I have issued instructions to that effect."

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 
Robert Bailey vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

Robert Bailey complained of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Cpm- 
pany, alleging its failure to furnish him cars at Raymond, Alden, Silica, Bel pre 
and Lewis for the shipment of grain. 

The respondent company was asked to furnish relief at the several points, and 
replied that it was doing all in its power to supply these points with cars. 

Complainant was asked if he was now being reasonably well supplied with 
cars, and, if not, to so notify the board. He replied: "I have had material re- 
lief in the way of empties at all of my grain points excepting Raymond. If you 
can do anything for me at this station, I will be pleased." 

The company was asked to see that the complainant was supplied with cars at 
Raymond, and he was asked to again report to the board, and replied: "I am 
now supplied with empties for grain."

. FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 
Badger Lumber Co. vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

The Badger Lumber Company, of Kansas City, Mo., filed a complaint, alleg- 
ing that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company failed to furnish 
cars at various points for the shipment of coal and lumber to said firm. 

The matter complained of was referred to the respondent company, with re- 
quest that it give its reason for the failure to furnish cars as desired. The com- 
pany answered: "The coal which the Badger Lumber Company is buying comes 
from mines on the Scott line. As our company needs all of its cars to take care 
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of the output of mines located on its tracks, we have declined to fill orders from 
connecting lines. We oannot consistently offer cars to connections when by so 
doing we would not be able to protect business offering on our own lines. This 
company does not own or operate any coal-mines." 

The above explanation was transmitted to complainants, with statement that 
" the board has no authority to order any railroad company to send its cars to 
the lines of other companies for the purpose of being loaded. You should make 
your application to the company on whose lines you wish to load the cars."

ACCEPTANCE OF FREIGHT. 

Moffatt Grain Co. vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

The Moffatt Grain Company, of Kansas City, filed a complaint against the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company, alleging a purchase of oats at Des Moines, 
Iowa, to be shipped to Fort Riley, Kan. ; that the oats were shipped over the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific railway to Topeka, expecting to forward the same 
to Fort Riley over the Union Pacific railroad, by paying the local rate between 
the points last named ; that the Union Pacific railroad refused to haul the oats 
from Topeka to Fort Riley at their published tariff of seven and one-half cents, 
claiming that the oats should have been delivered to them at Kansas City, and 
asked the board's opinion by wire in regard to the right of the respondent to so 
refuse to receive the shipment. 

The board wired answer, saying: "It is the opinion of the board that the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company should receive and transport oats at local dis- 
tance tariff rate from Topeka to Fort Riley. 

A copy of the complaint and the board's telegram was sent to A. L. Williams, 
general attorney for the respondent company, and afterwards received the follow- 
ing from complainant: "The Union Pacific has accepted the local rates from 
Topeka to Fort Riley."

DISTRIBUTION OF CARS. 

Farmers' Grain and Fuel Co. vs. A. T. &. S. Rly. Co. 

D. S. Warwick, for the Farmers' Grain and Fuel Co., at Ellin wood, Kan., 
complained that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company discrim- 
inated against his company in the distribution of cars. 

A copy of the complaint was sent to the respondent company, with request for 
information as to the number of cars furnished to each of the shippers at said 
station, and a similar request was made of the complainant. The company's 
answer showed that a fair distribution of cars had been made. Complainant 
answered that he was unable to obtain the statement asked for, and said: " We 
do not contend that the Santa Fe have all the cars needed for the demand, but 
we do contend that we do not receive our share of the cars in proportion to the 
amount of grain offered for shipment at this station." A letter from complain- 
ant inquired whether a shipper should receive empty cars according to the num- 
ber of shippers, according to the orders for cars, or according to the capacity of 
the elevators. Is it the intention of the board to have the cars divided equally 
among shippers ? 
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The board replied: "We are unable to ascertain from your letter whether 
you are getting care in your order or not. The law contemplates and provides 
that no discrimination shall be made in the furnishing of cars to shippers, and 
this board has required the railroad companies to keep a book in which to record 
their applications for oars, with the date of such application, which will be open 
to the inspection of the publio, and you can ascertain by reference to that whether 
you have been receiving cars in your regular order or not. If the agent has re- 
fused to comply with the law in reference to furnishing cars, your remedy would 
be under section 22 of the recent railroad law. If you are getting cars in your 
regular order, the board does not think you have any reason for complaint, al- 
though you may be receiving and handling a larger amount of grain than the 
other elevators. If you are doing so, you should put in your orders in propor- 
tion to the amount of grain you expect to handle."

DEPOT. 

J. P. Wheatley et al. vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

J. P. Wheatley and sixty-six others filed a petition praying for an order re- 
quiring the Missouri Pacific Railway Company to erect a depot at Claudell, Kan., 
alleging that the amount of business transacted at that place would warrant the 
same. 

The respondent company was asked to furnish the board with its reasons for 
not maintaining a depot at that place, to which the company answered that the 
maintenance of a depot at Claudell would practically consume all the revenues 
of that station. 

After a full investigation the board finds: That Claudell is a small village 
situated 4 T ^ miles west of Cedarville and 4^ miles east of Kir win, at both of 
which places there is a depot and an agent. 

The board is therefore of the opinion that on account of the close proximity of 
Claudell to Cedarville and Kirwin, at both of which places the company main- 
tains a depot and agent, together with the limited amount of business, both 
present and prospective, at Claudell, it would not be warranted in granting the 
prayer of the complainants herein.

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

J. H. McSherry vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

J. H. McSherry filed a complaint alleging the failure of the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe Railway Company to furnish him cars at Abbyville, Kan., for the 
shipment of grain. 

The respondent company was requested to take prompt action in the prem- 
ises, and answered that the rush of the wheat shipment is beginning to let up a 
little, and that Mr. McSherry will have no difficulty in the future in getting all 
the cars he will need to ship wheat. 

The above information was communicated to complainant, and he was asked 
to inform the board if he still failed to receive cars in a fairly satisfactory manner. 

Having received no further complaint, the case was closed.

GRAIN SHORTAGE. 

B. P. Brummitt vs. A,. T. &. S. F. Rly. Co. 

In this matter, B. P. Brummitt, of May field,. Kan., states that "on August 
15 I shipped one car of wheat from this station, consigned to the W. T. Red- 
mond Grain Company, Kansas City. I put 766 bushels of wheat in the car. The 
car was shipped eight miles and weighed by the Santa Fe at Wellington. It 
weighed 751 bushels. The Redmond Grain Company receipted the Santa Fe for 
751 bushels. This car was turned over to the Chicago & Alton Railway Company. 
The next account I got from the car was from Baltimore, Md., at a shortage of 36 
bushels. Now, what I want to know is, can I make the Santa Fe pay for the 14 
bushels from Mayfield to Wellington, for not weighing it correctly ? In the next 
place, can they make me stand the shortage, for the Chicago & Alton company 
received the wheat?" 

The board replied : " This is a case where the board could be of little, if any, 
service to you. The question as presented in your letter would be a matter for 
the courts and not for this board."

LOSS AND OVERCHARGE ON FREIGHT. 

Degan & Co. vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

Degan & Co., of Hoisington, Kan., complained of the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company, alleging that in July, 1901, the respondent's depot at that 
place burned, destroying about $135 worth of merchandise for them, and that 
when the claim was sent to the railway company it refused to pay for the goods, 
on the grounds that the same had been In their depot over twenty-four hours. 
The complainant further alleges that on or about the 1st of November, 1901, 
he entered into an agreement with an agent of the respondent company, whereby 
said agent agreed to ship apples in car-load lots from Council Grove to Hois- 
ington, at the rate of twenty cents per hundredweight, and from Comiskey at 
the rate of twenty-one cents, and that pursuant to said agreement they shipped 
a car of apples, and were compelled to pay thirty five cents per hundredweight. 

The board replied that, in regard to the claim of overcharge, it would not be a 
case for their adjudication unless the charge on car of apples is greater than the 
regular rate. The board has no jurisdiction over the matter of damages for 
goods destroyed in the burning of the depot.

In the matter of the application of the Kansas & Colorado Pacific Railway Com- 
pany and the Missouri Pacific Railway Company for permission to put in in- 
terlocking plant at Hutchinson, Reno county, Kansas. 

The Kansas & Colorado Pacific Railway Company and the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company, by their attorney, J. H. Richards, filed a petition asking per- 
mission of this board to install a system of interlocking signals at the^ grade 
crossing of said lines with that of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway 
Company at Hutchinson, Kan. The petition, was accompanined by a copy of a 
contract with the Standard Signal Company for the erection of the plant and a 
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blue-print diagram with specifications for the construction thereof, for which 
the approval of the board was asked. 

Upon investigation of the merits of the petition, the board made the following 
order : Now, on this 25th day of November, a. d. 1901, upon the application of 
the Kansas <fe Colorado Pacific and the Missouri Pacific Railway Companies for 
permission to introduce upon the crossing of their lines upon that of the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company at Hutchinson, Kan., a Standard signal 
crossing the premises being duly considered by the board, it is ordered that the 
Kansas <fe Colorado Pacific and the Missouri Pacific Railway Companies be au- 
thorized, and permitted, under such arrangement for maintenance and operation 
as they may agree upon with the Chicago,' Rock Island & Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, to erect at the crossing of the said Kansas & Colorado Pacific, the Mis- 
souri Pacific and the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific* Railway Companies' tracks 
at Hutchinson, Kan., a crossing-signal system substantially according to the con- 
tract entered into by and between the Standard Signal Company, by Sam'l T. 
Rowley, western agent, and the Missouri Pacific Railway Company, by H. G. 
Clark, general superintendent, dated October 9, 1901.

DANGEROUS CROSSING. 

G. S. t Davis vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

G. S. Davis, trustee of Summit township, in Chautauqua county, Kansas, 
made complaint against the Missouri Pacific Railway Company, alleging that 
the crossing at Lowe post-office was dangerous on account of its location in a out 
preventing persons from seeing approaching trains. 

Respondent was asked for statement showing condition of said crossing, and 
answered : " The crossing has been in the condition in which it is now ever since 
the road was built, in 1885. It is in a large cut at the top of a hill, immediately 
east of the mail crane and platform at Lowe. It is about ten feet deep and 
twenty-two feet wide, well trimmed, and in good surface. 

The board replied: "It would seem that, if the conditions are substantially 
the same as they have been for seventeen years, it would be an indication that 
this is not a more dangerous crossing than exists at many points in the state, but 
the fact that the crossing remains the same as when the road was constructed 
will not be taken as conclusive evidence that no improvement is necessary,' and 
the complainant has been written for additional information." 

A copy of respondent's answer was transmitted to complainant, and he was 
asked to furnish certain definite information in regard to the condition of the 
crossing, the amount of travel on the road, and whether or not any accidents 
have ever occurred at this point by reason of the existing conditions, etc. 

Complainant having failed to furnish the information asked for or to further 
prosecute the case, it was dismissed.

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 
Abbyville Grain Co. vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

The Abbyville Grain Company complained that the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Railway Company failed to furnish it cars at Plevna for the shipment 
of grain. 

The respondent was asked to supply said company with cars as promptly as 
possible. On December 4 respondent replied: "All orders for cars at Plevna 
have been filled." Complainant confirms this statement by writing: "At this 
time we have no complaint to make in regard to cars."

FREIGHT RATES. 

Roadruck & Co. vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

Roadruck & Co. filed a complaint against the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railway Company, alleging that said company had recently raised the rate on 
coal from $1 per ton to $1.15 per ton from Collinsville, I. T. to Bolton, Kan., 
and that said rate was exorbitant. 

The board replied: "As this is interstate business, it is not within its juris- 
diction. If you desire to have this matter passed upon, it will be necessary for 
you to bring the same to the attention of the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
Washington, D. C."

tfLAG STATION. 

F. S. Hinman et al. vs. A. T. <fe S. F. Rly. Co. 

F. S. Hinman and ninety-four others, residents of Abbyville and vicinity, 
asked an order of the board requiring the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
Company to make that town a flag station for its train No. 2. 

After considerable correspondence in regard thereto, a satisfactory agreement 
was arrived at whereby respondent's train No. 2 would make regular stops at 
Abbyville on Monday and Friday of each week.

RATE ON SALT. 
Stevens County Live-stock Ass'n vs. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

The Stevens County Live-stock Association, of Hugoton, Kan., allege that 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company had made an excessive 
charge for freight on a car-load of salt from Hutchinson to Liberal, Kan., and 
ask why such excessive charges were allowed. 

A copy of the complaint was transmitted to the respondent company, with re- 
quest for information as to whether any overcharge had been made. The com- 
pany answered : " The distance from Hutchinson to Liberal is 189 miles ; the rate 
on salt in car-loads is 21} cents per 100 pounds. This is one and two-thirds cents 
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per 100 pounds less than the Kansas distance tariff established some years ago 
by the Board of Railroad Commissioners. If any greater rate than this was 
charged, the shippers were overcharged ; if no greater rate was charged, they 
were not overcharged." 

A copy of above answer was transmitted to complainants, with statement that 
they had failed to furnish the board with the weight of the salt or the capacity 
of the car in which it was shipped ; therefore the board was unable to make the 
calculation, but suggested that, with this information in their possession, they 
would be able to determine for themselves whether or not they had been over- 
charged. 

Having heard nothing further from complainant, the case was closed.

In the matter of the rules of the Missouri Valley Car Service Association in re- 
gard to free time for unloading. 

O. E'. Weber, of Marysville, Kan., complained that the rules of the Missouri 
Valley Car Service Association, in use by the railroads in Kansas, provided for 
three days' free time for the unloading of coal and only two days for the unload- 
ing of lumber, and alleged that such free time for unloading of lumber is insuffi- 
cient. 

The board acknowledged the receipt of the above complaint, and said: "The 
companies seem to be very short of rolling-stock and, shippers complain of their 
inability to secure cars. Under these circumstances, we do not feel that we 
would be justified in making any order in the premises granting any longer time 
for shippers to unload."

DEPOT AND AGENT. 

A. F. Leefrom et al. vs. K. C. N. W. Rid. Co. 

A. F. Leefrom and sixty-four others, citizens of Piper, Kan., on the line of 
respondent company, allege that the depot at that station was abandoned and 
the agent removed to Menager Junction, a station about one-half mile distant 
from Piper, and asked the board for an order requiring the reestablishment of an . 
agent and the opening of the depot at such station. 

The matter was taken up with the respondent company, and after considerable* 
correspondence and negotiations the prayer of the complainants was granted by 
the reestablishment of an agent at Piper.

OVERCHARGE ON FREIGHT. 

Frank Delano vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

Frank Delano complained that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
Company subjected him to an overcharge on freight for the shipment of a trac- 
tion-engine from Ellin wood to Dighton, Kan. 

The board replied: "We have had the matter of your complaint under con- 
sideration, and find that the shipment was billed as a portable engine. Under 
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the established classification of freight rates, portable engines take the first-class 
•rate, while traction-engines are shipped at second-class rates, whioh would make 
a difference in your favor of four dollars. Your matter has been taken up with 
the freight department of the respondent company, and the board has its prom- 
ise that it will to-day instruct its agent at Ellinwood to change the billing and 
refund you the difference."

CONDITION OF PLATFORM. 

H. G. Babbitt v*. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

H. G. Babbitt complained of the unsatisfactory condition of the Missouri 
Pacific Railway Company's platform at the mail crane at the National Military 
Home, in Leavenworth county. 

The respondent was asked to put said platform in proper condition, and on 
January 11 the complainant wrote that the platform had been fixed up satisfac- 
torily.

DAMAGE TO GOODS IN TRANSIT. 

J. H. Hogueland vs. St. J. & G. I. Rly. Co. 

In this complaint J. H. Hogueland, of Gaskill, Kan., alleges that the St. Jo- 
seph & Grand Island Railway Company failed to adjust his claim for damage to 
a stove while in transit from Weatherford, Okla. , to Hollenberg, Kan. ; that he 
had presented his claim to the company but failed to obtain any satisfactory 
reply. 

The board, having no authority to award damages or enter judgment herein, 
referred a copy of the complaint to the respondent company, with the suggestion 
that it investigate the same and let Mr. Hogueland know its conclusions in the 
premises. 

The respondent replied that "all papers in this case were sent to our agent at 
Hollenberg, the station to which the shipment was made, in order that he might 
obtain additional information which was required by the road which handled the 
shipment before it reached our line, and which is responsible for the damage. 
We were unable to locate Mr. Hogueland. The matter has now been taken up 
with him at his address in Gaskill, and will be pushed through to a speedy set- 
tlement.' ' 

The above information was communicated to complainant, who made no fur- 
ther prosecution of the case before this board.

LOSS OF COAL IN TRANSIT. 

James Murphy vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

James Murphy, of Eureka, Kan., enters complaint against the Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fe Railway Company, for loss on car-loads of coal for which the 
company refuses to pay, and asks to be informed how to collect. 

The board answered: "This is a case over which the board has no jurisdic- 
tion.

ELEVATOR SITE. 

R. J. Johnston vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

In this case R. J. Johnston, of Mitchell, Kan., asked the board to require the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company to grant him a lease for an ele- 
vator site on its right of way at that station. He presented in detail reasons for 
making his request, and supported his application by a petition signed by 100 
business men and grain- producers of Mitchell and vicinity, stating the necessity 
for another elevator at that point. 

A copy of the application and petition was transmitted to the respondent com- 
pany, with the statement that, "if the facts set forth therein are true, it would 
seem to this board that it would be to the best interest of your company to make 
some amicable arrangement with Mr. Johnston for the erection of a substantial 
modern elevator at that place." 

The respondent answered "that the facilities at Mitchell for handling grain- 
seem to be fully adequate t to the demand made upon them. This being so, there 
is no necessity for another elevator, and the railway company cannot give Mr. 
Johnston a lease on its right of way." 

A copy of the respondent's answer was forwarded to complainant, together 
with a copy of a written opinion from the attorney-general, stating that "the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners has no power to lawfully compel a railroad 
company to lease a portion of its right of way to a company or individual for the 
purpose of erecting a grain elevator thereon."

PRIVATE CROSSING. 

A. Ginest vs. M. K. & T. Rly. Co. 

A. Ginest filed with this board a complaint against the respondent company, 
alleging an agreement between complainant and respondent, whereby said com- 
pany was to erect and maintain an open private crossing on his farm, between 
his residence and the public highway. 

The company was asked for its reason for not complying with the terms of 
said agreement, and it answered: " We have recently erected a new fence along 
the right of way adjoining this party's land, and have put in gates for his private 
use. There is no agreement between us by which we are to maintain open 
crossings." 

In reply to the respondent the board says: "The improvements whioh you 
suggest as having recently been made seem to have been erected prior to the fil- 
ing of this complaint, and are evidently not satisfactory to complainant, as he 
states positively that your company had agreed to maintain an open crossing at 
that place, and the erection of gates does not seem to be in any manner an ad- 
justment of, the matters in controversy." 

A copy of respondent's answer was transmitted to complainant, with state- 
ment that if the construction of gateways was not satisfactory to him he furnish 
this board with a copy of the agreement mentioned in the complaint filed herein. 

Complainant having failed to furnish a copy of the alleged agreement, or 
proofs thereof, and having failed to further prosecute the case, the same was 
dismissed.

DELAY OF FREIGHT IN TRANSIT. 

Bhive & Prey vs. St. L. &. S. F. Rid. Co. 

Shive &, Ivey, of Burrton, Kan., filed a complaint against the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railroad Company, alleging unreasonable delay in shipments of coal 
from MoAlester and Dawson, I. T., to Burrton, Kan. 

The board answered that this was an interstate matter and did not come 
within its jurisdiction ; that the board had, however, taken the complaint up with 
respondent company, with a suggestion that it investigate the same and report 
to complainant.

RENEWAL OF LEASE FOR ELEVATOR SITE. 

O. H. Schenck vs. K. C. N. W. Rly. Co. t 

O. H. Schenck, of Pawnee City, Neb., complains that after purchasing an 
elevator at Summerfield, Kan., the Kansas City Northwestern Railway Company 
refuses to renew or transfer the lease for the site, and notified him to vacate the 
ground. 

The respondent company was asked for its reasons for declining to renew or 
transfer the lease. Before its answer was received, the complainant wrote: "I 
have been offered what I paid for the elevator, and rather than take any chances 
of forfeiting the same to the railroad company, I will accept offer and close the 
matter up."

FREIGHT LOST IN TRANSIT. 

J. VanVliet vs. L. K. & W. Rly. Co. 

J. VanVliet oomplains of the Leavenworth, Kansas & Western Railway Com- 
pany alleging a shipment of wire from Atchison to Wheaton, Kan., and a loss of 
a bale thereof in transit. 

The respondent was requested to cause investigation to be made in regard to 
the negligence or carelessness causing such loss, and after considerable corre- 
spondence with complainant and respondent the complainant wrote : " The Leav- 
enworth, Kansas & Western people paid my claim and I am satisfied in full."

OVERCHARGE ON CAR OF COAT 

James E. Murphy vs. Mo. Pao. Rly. Co. 

On January 20, James E. Murphy, of Eureka, Kan., complained of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway Company, alleging that he was damaged to the extent of 
$2.93 on account of being required to pay freight on more coal than he received 
from a car shipped from Englevale to Eureka, Kan. February 1 he filed an 
additional complaint in regard to another car, alleging a loss of 6000 pounds of 
doal, stolen while in transit, and in regard to the same, says: " I am damaged 
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to the amount of $13.87. Can I recover in the courts ? " He also recited similar 
. losses in regard to other cars, statements of which had been presented to the 
company and payment refused. 

The board replied that claims of this kind did not come within its jurisdic- 
tion and should be addressed to the courts.

CONFISCATION WITHOUT NOTICE. 

James Murphy vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

James Murphy, of Eureka, Kan., complains that a car of coal billed to him 
was confiscated by the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company, and 
that they failed to notify him or consignor of such confiscation. 

The respondent company was asked for its reasons for failure to notify the 
complainant of such confiscation and received the following from General Mana- 
ger H. U. Mudge : " Positive instructions were issued to advise shippers when- 
ever coal was confiscated, so that they could protect themselves and consignees, 
but through an oversight this was not done in the case of the coal shipped by 
Coughlin Bros, to Mr. Murphy. Our people understand that notice must be 
given to shippers whenever coal is taken, and I hardly think that we shall haye 
another occurrence of this kind." 

Upon advising the complainant of the above, the case was closed.

JOBBERS' RATES ON BROOMS. ' 

John Sandifer vs. A. T. & S. F. and Mo. Pac. Rly. Cos. 

John Sandifer asked an order of the board requiring the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe and the Missouri Pacific Railway Companies to establish jobbers' rates 
for him on brooms at Quenemo, Kan. 

Upon investigation, the board decided that the amount of shipping done at 
Quenemo and its lack of advantages as a distributing point would not warrant an 
order establishing jobbers' rates as prayed for. 

The board wrote complainant: "You will understand, that should jobbers' 
rates be extended to Quenemo to assist in your broom shipments, the same rate 
would be extended to all classes of freight included in the regular jobbers' list, 
and in view of these conditions we do not feel warranted in disturbing the present 
freight rates.' 7

WAITING-ROOM. 

G. Perritt, Trustee, vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

G. Perritt, trustee of Shirley township, in Cloud county, Kansas, presented 
a petition signed by citizens of said township, asking that the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company be required to provide a waiting-room for the accommodation 
of passengers at its station of Ames. 

The complaint was taken up with the respondent company, with the result 
that an addition was built to the depot at that point, and complainant informed 
the board that the improvement made was satisfactory to the petitioners. 
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No. 139.— Filed February 10, 1902. 
REESTABLISHMENT OF AGENT. 

Irvin Isaacson, Trustee, vs. K. C. N. W. Rid. Co. 

In this case, Irvin Isaacson, trustee of Wetmore township, in Nemaha county, 
Kansas, presented a petition, signed by citizens of Ontario and vicinity, asking 
that the Kansas City Northwestern Railroad Company be required to reestablish 
an agent at that station. 

The respondent company answered, refusing to grant the request of the peti- 
tioners, alleging that there was not sufficient business there to justify the estab- 
lishment of an agent; that a station building, stock-yards and side-tracks are 
maintained at Ontario and are conveniently and promptly handled from another 
station; that they have telephone facilities at Ontario and seldom use a tele- 
graph office. 

The issues being joined, a hearing was had at Ontario, March 26, and an in- 
spection of the railroad yards, stock-pens and general conditions existing at the 
station was made. The inspection shows the side-tracks, stock-yards and scales 
are in bad condition, and that there is no provision made for watering stock at 
said yards. It was thereupon recommended that a well be put down and that 
the fence of said stock-yards be repaired and side-track placed in good condition. 
After the hearing of testimony in reference to the question of reestablishing the 
agent at said station, the case was continued for further hearing at the office of 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners, in Topeka, Kan., on Wednesday, April 9, 
when argument of counsel was made. The decision was withheld to enable the 
parties to arrive at an agreement. 

July 8, the parties in interest having failed to agree, "the board, after full 
consideration, found from the evidence submitted in the case that the business 
at said station of Ontario is sufficient to entitle the citizens of that community 
to a regular agent at said station, and that the business of the respondent com- 
pany at that point would be largely increased if such agent was reestablished and 
maintained. Accordingly the Kansas City Northwestern Railroad Company is 
directed to reestablish and install an agent at said station of Ontario not later 
than September 1, 1902." To the above and foregoing ruling, order and decision 
of the Board of Railroad Commissioners the respondent, the Kansas City North- 
western Railroad Company, excepts, and also to each and every part of such 
ruling, order, and decision. 

September 13 petitioners informed the board that the recommendation and 
order had been complied with.

SWITCH. 

Albert Wooldridge, Trustee, vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

Albert Wooldridge, trustee of Hoosier township, in Kingman county, Kansas, 
made application for an order requiring the Missouri Pacific Railway Company 
to construct a switch on its line, at a point six and one-half miles northwest of 
Kingman, in said township, and later presented a petition signed by residents of 
said township, in support thereof, together with a statement showing the amount 
of business that would be tributary to said switch. 

The respondent company was asked to take the matter up directly with the 
people interested, and a similar suggestion was made to the applicant, which 
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suggestions were complied with and a switch was constructed; but applicant re- 
ported that the company failed to stop its trains there, and asked that it be 
required to do so. 

This latter request was taken up with the company, with the result that the 
siding in question was made a flag station for one train a day in each direction.

FAILURE TO F ORNISH GARS. 

A. Bell vs. St. L. & S. F. Rid. Co. 

A. Bell complained that the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company 
failed to furnish him cars at Coalvale, for the loading of coal. 

The company answered that the delay was due to its inability to furnish 
rolling-stock, and on February 21 the following was received from complainant: 
" Cars set in to do me three or four da?s. Mr. Mitchell, division superintendent, 
writes me that I shall have cars to load."

REESTABLISHMENT OF AGENT. 

R. Y. Morgan and George Friend et al. vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly: Co. 

A petition signed by R. Y. Morgan, George Friend and forty-three other citi- 
zens of Cicero, Kan., and vicinity, asked that the board require the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company to establish an agent at Cicero station, on 
its line of road. 

The respondent answered that the business done at Cicero, outside of the 
wheat-shipping season, was not sufficient to justify the company in putting in an 
agent, and that if the business during the time wheat was being shipped was 
sufficient to warrant it in putting in an agent, it would be glad to do so. 

Later, upon personal investigation of the existing conditions and prospects 
for business at that point, the board decided that it would not be justified in 
ordering the establishment of an agent at said station.

FREIGHT RATE ON MARBLE. 

A. M. Sheldon vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co., Mo. Pac. Rly. Co., and St. L. & Si F. 
Rid. Co. 

A. M. Sheldon, of Arkansas City, Kan., filed a complaint against the rail- 
roads entering that station, claiming an overcharge of freight on shipments of 
polished marble and granite from Georgia and points west of Chicago, and al- 
leged an improper classification of such material. 

The board answered Mr. Sheldon's letter, stating that the charge complained 
of covered shipments over interstate lines and did not come within its jurisdic- 
tion.

OVERCHARGE ON FREIGHT. 

J. E. Fitzgerald vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

J. E. Fitzgerald, of Jamestown, Kan., filed complaint against the Missouri 
Pacific Railway Company, alleging that said company had charged him at the 
rate of 30,000 pounds per oar for two cars and at the rate of 24,000 pounds for 
one car of straw shipped from Jamestown, Kan., to Kansas City, Mo., and that 
such charge was excessive, from the fact that said cars did not contain that 
amount of straw. 

The respondent company was asked to explain this apparent overcharge, and 
through their attorney, A. H. Horton, replied: " Investigation developed that 
Mr. Fitzgerald ordered large cars for his shipments, which we furnished. Car 
No. 9891, I. M. S., is a 40 foot car; 17,719, Mo. Pac, is a 45-foot car, and 50,088, 
C. G. W., is a 50-foot car. Our tariff provides a minimum of 24,000 pounds for 
40- foot cars, and 30,000 pounds for forty-five feet and over. The correct rate, cov- 
ered by tariff No. 3706, February 5, 1900, is ten cents per hundredweight, but, 
through error of our agent at Kansas City and the accounting department,' two 
of the cars were passed at the rate of nine cents per hundredweight." 

A copy of Mr. Horton's letter was sent to complainant, with statement that, 
having ordered cars of large capacity and having failed to load the same to their 
minimum weight, under the rules of all railroads he was properly charged with 
such minimum weight.

SWITCH. 

J. W. Moore v*. C. R. I. <fe P. Rly. Co. 

J. W. Moore and 120 others, residents of Dole's Park and vicinity, Ask an 
order of the board requiring the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Com- 
pany to put in a switch at that place. 

After a full investigation of this complaint, the board found that Dole's Park 
is three and one- tenth miles west of Waldeck, and three and three- tenths miles 
east of Canton, at both of which places there are depots and agents ; that the 
close proximity of said stations to Dole's Park would not warrant an order of the 
board establishing a switch at that place.

FOOT VIADUCT AND HIGHWAY CROSSING. 

L. C. Hesse et al, vs. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

L. C. Hesse, trustee, C. S. Kelley, treasurer, and C. B. Muckulbah, clerk, re- 
spectively, of Newberry township, Wabaunsee county, asked this board for an* 
order requiring the respondent company to construct and maintain a passenger 
foot viaduct over and a wagon road across its tracks and yards at McFarland, 
Kan. 

After a full investigation of the merits of the application, the board finds that, 
on account of the small population of the town of McFarland and on account of 
the limited amount of travel on the part of citizens to and from the said station, 
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it would not be warranted in making an order requiring the respondent company 
to construct and maintain a foot viaduct as prayed for. x 

The board further finds that it has no jurisdiction over the question of laying 
out public roads and highways across the right of way of railroad companies.

DISCRIMINATION IN MINIMUM WEIGHT OF CAR LOADS OF FLOUR. 

Nash & Kaul vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

Nash & Kaul, of Glen Elder, Kan., complain of the Missouri Pacific Railway 
Company, alleging that said company makes a minimum car-load of flour of 24,- 
000 pounds at Atchison, Leavenworth, and Kansas City, and to all other points 
in the state, 30,000 pounds. 

The matter was taken up with the respondent company, and on April 29 the 
following was received from complainants: '* We are pleased to state that the 
Missouri Pacific Railway Company, advises us that, effective on the 30th inst, 
minimum oar-loads of flour will be 24,000 pounds." 



In the matter of the application of the JStna Cement Plaster Company for 
permission to condemn and appropriate land and lay out and construct 
a spur railroad-track in Dickinson county, Kansas, 

On the 2d day of May, 1902, the iEtna Cement Plaster Company made appli- 
cation for an order of this board granting to said company permission to condemn 
and appropriate land and to lay out and construct a spur railroad-track in Dick- 
inson county, state of Kansas. 

On May 9 a hearing was had as to the merits of said application, and, after 
the introduction of evidence and arguments of counsel, and being fully advised in 
the premises, the board finds that the prayer of said petition should be granted, 
and it thereupon made the following order : 

It is ordered by the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the state of Kansas 
that said ^Etna Cement Plaster Company may exercise, in* the same manner and 
to the same extent as is now enjoyed by railroad companies under the laws of tne 
state of Kansas, the right of condemning and appropriating land, and laying out, 
constructing, maintaining and operating a spur railroad-track from its works, on 
the east half of section fourteen (14), in township sixteen (16) south, of range 
two (2) east of the sixth principal meridian, in Dickinson county, state of Kan- 
sas, over the above-described land, and over the west half of section number 
twelve ( 12), and the west half of section number one (1), in township sixteen (16) 
south, of range two (2) east of the sixth principal meridian, in Dickinson county, 
state of Kansas, to connect with the railroad-track of the Kansas & Colorado 
Pacific Railway Company (Missouri Pacific), Council Grove division, near the 
southwest corner of section number thirty-six (36), in township fifteen (15) 
south, of range two (2) east of the sixth principal meridian, and for the proper 
construction, operation and maintenance of its said line of proposed railroad, 
located as aforesaid, to acquire for said purposes land for its route not exceeding 
one hundred (100) feet in width, except for the purpose of cuttings and embank- 
ments it shall be necessary to take more, for the proper construction and security 
of the road. 

And it is by the said Board of Railroad Commissioners further ordered, that 
this order be recorded on its reoords, and that a certified copy thereof be de- 
livered to said ^Etna Cement Plaster Company.

PASSENGER SERVICE. 

F. S. Hindman et aL vs. St. L. & S. F. Rid. Co. 

F. S. Hindman and fifty- three others, citizens of Beulah, Kan., and vicinity, 
filed a complaint against the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company, al- 
leging its failure to stop any of its trains at said station for the purpose of receiv- 
ing and discharging passengers. 

A copy of the complaint was referred to the respondent company, with a sug- 
gestion that if conditions were as alleged in this case the complainants were en- 
titled to the relief sought. 

The respondent company replied: "Instructions have been issued stopping 
regular daily trains at Beulah, Kan., one train in each direction, being trains 169 
and 170. A further instruction has been issued to permit all parties to ride on 
these trains to and from Beulah, Kan., without freight' train permits." 

A copy of respondent's letter was transmitted to complainants, with this state- 
ment: "The board understands this to be a compliance with your request and 
that the same will be satisfactory.'' 



No. 155.— Filed May 12, 1902. 

Charles H. Williams vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

Charles H. Williams, of Redfield, Kan., filed a oomplaint against respondent 
company, alleging that it failed to promptly move cars loaded by him, and when 
he ordered a 30,000 or 40,000 capacity car furnished him with a 60,000 car, and 
charged him with full capacity. 

A copy of the complaint was referred to the respondent company, with a re- 
quest that it cause immediate investigation to be made of the matter com- 
plained of, " and make such correction of alleged abuses as the circumstances 
demand.' 7 , 

Respondent, through its attorney, J. H. Richards, replied: "I am now ad- 
vised that the delayed car was loaded with flag-stone and that it was necessary 
to hold it back until it was properly staked. ... If the car is not properly 
staked the stones will slide off the side in going around sharp curves, . . . 
and is a menace to both life and property. As to the cars loaded and not 
promptly moved, one of these was the car above mentioned and another was 
left out at night on account of the train east being full. Delay was reported 
promptly, and moved on first train east next day. Another car was reported 
ready for shipment after dark; car appeared to be overloaded. Williams re- 
fused to furnish the figures of measurements, as is rulable; besides, the car 
wasn't properly proportioned, being heavier in the middle than on the ends 
and dangerously loaded. Our agent got one of Mr. Williams's men to help him 
measure the load, and moved some of the middle stone to the end of the car. 
On the next day the car went forward. In regard to a 40,000 car being ordered 
and a 60,000 car being furnished, the 60,000 car was in the yard ; shipper said it 
was a rush order and he would use the 60,000 car and pay the full capacity 
rather than wait for a 30,000 car, and he took the car understanding that he 
would have to pay for its full capacity. Our agent, and the company, have 
shown Mr. Williams every favor possible, as he is hauling his stone seven miles 
and seemed to have a pretty hard proposition. He has had his own time to load 
cars; has only loaded one car within the limit, and the last one was held just 
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seven days from the time he commenced loading until he finished, and all went 
forward without one cent of demurrage. " 

A copy of respondent's answer was forwarded to complainant, with statement 
that "the Missouri Pacific Company makes a very strong showing of fair treat- 
ment to you in this matter, and if their statements are correct you certainly have 
no just grounds for complaint."

UNSATISFACTORY TREATMENT BY AGENT. 

Griffith Bros. vs. A. T. <fe S. F. Rly. Co. 

' Griffith Bros., of Belle Plaine, Kan., complained of the agent of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company at that station, in the matter of fur- 
nishing and setting cars for the shipment of cattle. 

The respondent company was asked to take such action tending to the relief 
of complainants as the facts in the case warranted, and report to this board. 

On June 23, 1901, the following was received from H. U. Mudge, general 
manager of respondent company: " Arrangements have been made that we ex- 
pect will not give patrons an opportunity to make complaint of service at Belle 
Plaine." 

Having received no further complaint of the service of the company at that 
station, the case was closed.

MINIMUM WEIGHTS OF CAR-LOADS OF FLOUR AND MILL STUFFS. 
Hackney & Co. vs. Railroad Companies operating in Topeka. 

Hackney <fe Co. ask an order of this board restraining the railroad companies 
operating in Topeka from raising the minimum car-load weight of flour and other 
mill stuffs shipped in and out of said city. 

The board replied : " The change in the minimum weight of car-loads of flour 
from 24,000 to 30,000 pounds went into effect on the various railroads of Kansas 
about January 1, 1902. On the 24th day of April, 1902, Messrs. Nash & Kaull, 
proprietors of the Glen Elder mills, at Glen Elder, Kan., filed with this board a 
complaint against the Missouri Pacific Railway Company, complaining of the 
raising of minimum weights of car lots of flour. This board immediately took 
the matter of such complaint up with the Missouri Pacific company, with the 
result that such minimum car-load weights were reduced to the 24,000-pound 
minimum, as the same prevailed prior to the 1st day of January, 1902, since which 
time all the other roads of Kansas have reestablished and are now operating under 
the 24,000 pounds minimum car-load weights on flour. 

" The various railroads of the state having thus reduced the minimum as afore- 
said, without serious contest, it is not reasonable to presume that they will again 
raise such minimum weight. In view of this action on the part of the various rail- 
roads in so reducing such minimum weight upon complaint filed, this board does 
not feel warranted in issuing the order you ask without a showing that such rail- 
road companies threaten or contemplate raising such minimum car-load weights."

PRIVATE CROSSING. 

P. G. Alford vs. U. P. Rid. Co. 

F. G. Alford, of Lawrence, Kan., filed a complaint against the respondent 
company, alleging that it removed a private crossing on his farm to a remote lo- 
cation, for the purpose of burning ballast on its right of way, and now refuses to 
replace the same. 

A copy of the complaint was referred to the respondent company, with the 
statement: "If the conditions are as represented by the complainant, it would 
seem that he is entitled to the relief asked." 

Later the board received the following from complainant : " I wish to say that 
Superintendent Brinkerhoff came up to look the ground over, and has agreed to 
give me all I asked."

REOPENING DEPOT. 

O. C. Brown et al. vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. 

C. C. Brown and sixteen others, citizens of Anna, Kan., filed their complaint 
against the respondent company for closing the depot at that station. 

The matter was taken up with the respondent company, and it replied : 
"The party who occupied the depot at Anna, and kept it open for passen- 
gers, vacated the premises on May 19, and no one was placed in charge of the 
building until it was brought to the attention of the company by the receipt of 
your letter. On the 7th inst. arrangements were made for one of our section 
laborers to move into the depot, and he will keep the waiting-room open for the 
accommodation of passengers, and the conductors will take care of the freight, 
the same as formerly, in accordance with order of the board, made June 29, 
1893." 

A copy of respondent's answer was forwarded to complainant, with statement 
that " the board understands this to be a compliance with your request, and 
therefore closes the case."

TRAIN SERVICE FOR SHIPMENT OF CREAM. 
C. F. Daggett vs. C. R. I. <fe P. Rly. Co. 

C. F. Daggett, of Belleville, Kan., alleged that at the time he established 
skimming stations at Belleville, Munden, Scandia, and Courtland, the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company afforded local passenger service at each 
of said stations ; that said service has since been discontinued, and he is required 
to depend upon the local freight for, the shipment of cream. He asks an order of 
the board requiring the respondent company to reestablish such local passenger 
servioe for his accommodation in the shipment of the products of his skimming 
stations. 

The board replied that it would not feel warranted in ordering the reestablish- 
ment of the local passenger service for the purpose aforesaid.

K. C. M. & O. Rly. Co. vs. C. N. Rid. Co; 

In re crossing of the railroad- track of the Kansas City, Mexico & Orient Rail- 
way Company and the Choctaw Northern Railroad Company at Waldron, in 
Harper county, Kan. 

The Kansas City, Mexioo & Orient Railway Company, by its attorney, John 
A. Eaton, filed with this board a complaint against the Choctaw Northern Rail- 
road Company, alleging " that said Choctaw company, without authority of law, 
laid its rails and track over the right of way and grade of the said Orient com- 
pany, and that when the said Orient company was about ready to cross the rails 
of the said Choctaw company, the said Choctaw company caused cars and en- 
gines to be located and to stand upon the right of way and grade of the said 
Orient company at the point of intersection, and has forcibly prevented the said 
Orient company from using its right of way and grade." 

The Orient company asked that a date be fixed for a hearing, and that this 
board proceed to determine all questions connected with said crossing. The 
board set Wednesday, July 2, 1902, at ten o'clock a. m., at its office in Topeka, 
Kan., as a time and place for a hearing of the case, giving due notice thereof to 
complainant and respondent companies. 

The said Kansas City* Mexico & Orient Company appearing by its attorneys, 
and it appearing that the Choctaw, Oklahoma <fe Gulf Railroad Company has 
succeeded, by purchase, to the rights and property of the said Choctaw Northern 
Railroad Company, it is ordered that the said Choctaw, Oklahoma & Gulf Rail- 
road Company be and it is hereby substituted in the place of the said Choctaw 
Northern Railroad Company. 

The said parties, appearing, announced that they had entered into an agree- 
ment touching all matters in controversy concerning said crossing, and submitted 
a copy of said agreement. The board, having examined said agreement, approved 
the same and ordered the secretary to place it on file with other records of the 
case.

FENCING RIGHT OF WAY. 

J. L. Bower vs. A. T. &. S. F. Rly. Co. 

J. L. Bower complained that the respondent company fails and refuses to 
fence its right of way along his enclosed premises at Ingalls, Kan. 

The matter was taken up with the respondent company, and its general man- 
ager, H. U. Mudge, replied: " I find that J. L. Bower does not have his land en- 
closed on three sides with fence made standard by the statutes, and we cannot, 
therefore, be lawfully required to fence our right of way. However, in order to 
prevent any ill will, I have directed that our right of way be properly fenced,' 1 
which, being done, the case was closed.

AGENT. 

L. L. Mann vs. Mo. Pac. Rly. Co. 

L. L. Mann, of Densmore, Kan., filed a complaint against the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company, alleging the closing of the depot at that station, upon the 
claim on the part of the respondent that the business had fallen off to such an 
extent that it would no justify the expense of maintaining an agent. 
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The company answered, setting up the amount of receipts at said station for 
the year 1901, and from January 1 to April 1, 1902, as proof of its claim that 
there was not sufficient business done at such station to justify the defendant 
company in maintaining an agency there. 

A copy of such answer was transmitted to the complainant and date for hear- 
ing set. Prior to said time set for hearing the complainant filed with this board 
a written statement withdrawing the complaint herein.

FAILURE TO FURNISH OARS. 

R. T. Alexander vs. A. T. &. S. F. Rly. Co. 

R. T. Alexander complained that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
Oompany failed to furnish him a sufficient number of cars for the shipment of 
grain at Mayfield, Kan. 

The respondent company was asked to furnish prompt relief in the premises, 
and on August 8th the board received the following letter from complainant: "I 
have received eleven cars since July 26, which has kept me running most of the 
time, and I think now that they will continue to give me oars enough to keep 
running. Please withdraw my complaint."

REFUSAL TO SET CARS. 

Sam'l Hartman V8. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

Sam'l Hartman, of Kansas City, Kan., filed a complaint against the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company for its refusal to set cars of coal and 
wood to his coal-yard and bins on its switch at Kansas City, Kan. 

The respondent company, for its answer, says: "It admits that it refuses to 
deliver cars of coal or wood to the complainant on the switch referred to in this 
complaint; that it refuses to deliver said cars to said Hartman as aforesaid for 
the reason that he refuses to pay the said company reasonable and lawful de- 
murrage charges on cars by said company placed on said switch track for his 
use; that little or none of the freight received by said complainant comes to 
Kansas City over the lines of this company and that it is compelled to pay de- 
murrage charges to the railroad company from which it receives the cars. In 
many instances the demurrage which the company is compelled to pay on ac- 
count of the detention of said cars exceeds the compensatio'n which it receives 
from the defendant." 

The issues being joined, a hearing was had on September 2, 1902, at the office 
of the board in Topeka, Kan. , the complainant appearing in person and by his 
attorney, C. H. Nearing, and the respondent by its general attorney, M. A. Low. 

After the introduction of testimony and argument of counsel, the board made 
the following findings: The complaint and proofs in this case show that the con- 
tention on the part of the complainant is that the respondent has failed and re- 
fused to set cars of coal to his coal-yards and bins, in the city of Kansas City, 
Kan., for the purpose of unloading the same, since on or about the 1st day of 
July, 1902, and the respondent company sets up, and claims as a reason for refus- 
ing to set said cars to complainant's yards and bins since said date, the fact that 
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complainant refuses to pay the respondent company reasonable and lawful de- 
murrage charges on cars so set to his bins and yards, and by him held unloaded be- 
yond a reasonable time. 

The board finds from the evidence that the last car set to the bins of com- 
plainant was held by him unloaded for a period of three days beyond a reasonable 
time, and that a proper and customary charge for so holding such car unloaded 
is one dollar per day, or the sum of three dollars, which sum the complainant has 
declined and refused to pay. 

The board further finds that, upon the payment to the respondent company of 
the- said sum of three dollars, said respondent should switch the said cars of coal 
to the yards and bins of the complainant as had been formerly done, and it is so 
ordered.

LIMITATION OF LIABILITY WHERE FULL FARE IS PAID. 

S. S. Reynolds vs. U. P. Rly. Go. 

S. S. Reynolds, of Grainfield, Kan., asked that action be taken by the board 
preventing the practice of certain railroads of the state in requiring passengers 
who pay full fare to sign contract on back of ticket limiting the liability of said 
company in case of accident or death of said passenger. 

The attorney-general was asked for his opinion as to the legality of contracts 
limiting the liability of railroad companies in case of accident or death of passen- 
gers, where full fare has been paid, and as to the jurisdiction of the board over 
the matter, and on July 31, 1902, the following was received : 

"Gentlemen— I have yours of July 30, enclosing letter from S. S. Reynolds, 
of Grainfield, Kan., asking my opinion on the question stated therein, and also 
as to whether this matter comes within your jurisdiction. It appears from his 
letter that some railroad is requiring passengers to sign a contract printed on 
the back of tickets waiving claim for damages, except in small amount, in case 
of injury or death to such passenger, although charging for such ticket at the 
rate of three cents a mile. Paragraph 5857, General Statutes of 1901, provides 
that railroads in this state shall be liable for all damages done to person or prop- 
erty when done in consequence of any neglect on the part of the railroad com- 
pany. Paragraph 5980 provides that no railroad company shall charge more 
than three cents a mile for transporting adult passengers. Paragraph 5987 pro- 
vides that no railroad company shall be permitted to change or limit its common- 
law liability as a common carrier, except as otherwise provided by regulations or 
order of the Board of Railroad Commissioners. This is substantially the same 
provision as contained in the former railroad commissioner law, which was held 
by the supreme court, in Railway Co. vs. Sherlock, 59 Kan. 23, to prohibit rail- 
road companies from changing or limiting their common-law liability, except by 
regulation or order of the board. The common-law liability is substantially a 
liability arising out of negligence or mismanagement on the part of the railroad 
company. Railroad companies cannot relieve themselves of this liability by con- 
tract, neither have they any right to require the purchaser of a ticket to sign a 
contract limiting the same. 

" I am unable to tell from the Reynolds letter just what this contract on the 
back of the tickets he mentions is, but from his statement it would seem to be 
one purporting to relieve the company from its common-law liability. Paragraph 

— 14 
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5967 empowers you to inquire into any neglect or violation of the laws of this state 
on the part of any railroad company operating here, or on the part of its officers, 
agents, or employees, and section 5970 specifies how you may proceed when you 
find that any company is failing to comply with any of the laws of the state. I 
think, therefore, that the matter complained of by Mr. Reynolds comes properly 
within your jurisdiction." 

The board advised the respondent company of the subject- matter of the com- 
plaint, and stated : " It is the desire of the board that you take this matter up 
and make careful investigation, to the end that such limitation of the commons- 
law liability be eliminated from such contract." 

N. H. Loomis, general attorney of the respondent company, in a letter of date 
of August 30, 1902, says : "I am advised by the passenger department of the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company that the rule requiring purchasers of local 
tiokets to attach their signatures to the same will be discontinued where full fare 
is charged."

ELEVATOR SITE. 

H. C. Hawkins vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

H. C. Hawkins, in behalf of sixty farmers of Mayfield, Kan., and vicinity, 
asks an order of the board requiring the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
Company to grant them a location on its right of way at said station on which to 
erect an elevator. 

Upon receipt of which the board wrote the complainant as follows : '* Under 
a decision of the attorney-general, who is the legal adviser of this board, it is not 
authorized to order the granting of a site for an elevator on the right of way of 
respondent company.

REFUSAL TO RECEIVE FREIGHT. 

W. S. Flemming vs. B. & M. R. Rid. Co. 

W. S. Flemming filed a complaint against the Burlington & Missouri River 
Railroad Company, alleging that the respondent company refused to accept any 
wheat shipment for Kansas City, claiming a blockade in the yards at that point. 

Respondent answered : "We are not accepting grain for shipment via Kansas 
City from any point on our line at the present time, on account of blockade in 
the yards and refusal of connecting lines at that place to accept same. We are 
discriminating against no one in this matter." 

Upon investigation, the board found that such blockade did, in fact, exist in 
Kansas City, as alleged by respondent, and wrote the complainant: " In view of 
this fact, it would seem that the Burlington & Missouri River Railroad Company 
has just cause to decline to receive shipments for that point, inasmuch as this 
policy is being practiced at all points on its line. Owing to the great demand 
made upon railroad companies at this time for cars for grain shipment, it is not 
the policy of the board to encourage a course that would result in the tying up 
of cars in blockades, thus preventing the roads from having the free use of the 
same in the active traffic of the country."

PASSENGER SERVICE. 

J. A. Mosher vs. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

J. A. Mosher and 117 others, citizens of Rydal, Kan., and vicinity, file their 
complaint against the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company for its 
refusal to make Rydal a flag station for its east-bound fast passenger-train, 
passing said station in the forenoon. 

Upon investigation, the board found that Rydal is a small station on the line 
of the respondent company ; that the total receipts for ticket sales at said station 
for the month of July, 1902, were 118.13, and for the month of August, 118.77; 
that train No. 6, which complainant desires to have stopped at Rydal, is a heavy, 
fast, through passenger- train, running between points in Colorado and Chicago, 
passing Rydal at 10:30 a. m.; that local train No. 58 is due to leave Rydal com- 
ing east at 12:27 p. m., which gives complainant fairly good passenger service. 

Wherefore, the board is of opinion that such conditions do not warrant it in 
making an order requiring the respondents to make Rydal a flag station for its 
fast passenger-train No. 6.

OVERCHARGE ON FREIGHT. 

Meade Lumber and Supply Co. vs. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

The Meade Lumber and Supply Company filed a complaint against the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company, alleging an overcharge of freight 
on a shipment of posts from Yaggy to Meade, Kan., and requesting information 
as to the correct rates. 

After investigation of the matters complained of, the board replied to com- 
plainants : " The Kansas local distance tariff applying between points in the state 
shows that the rate on lumber (posts) is sixteen cents for distances of 135 to 150 
miles, inclusive, and as the distance from Hutchinson to Meade is approximately 
146 miles, the regular authorized tariff on posts in car-loads is sixteen cents per 
hundred pounds. Enclosed we hand you a copy of the Kansas local distance 
tariff. By taking this published tariff, which is in force on all roads operating 
in Kansas, you will be able to ascertain the exact amount which should be paid 
by you to the railroad company on the car in question."

O. G. Gordon vs. B. & M. R. Rid. Co. 

O. G. Gordon and forty- two others, residents of Traer, Kan., and vicinity, ask 
an order of this board requiring the Burlington & Missouri River Railroad Com- 
pany to maintain an agent at that station. 

A copy of the application was referred to respondent company, with request 
for prompt investigation and report. 

On October 6, G. W. Holdrege, general manager for respondent, replied: "I 
beg to state that I have to-day given the necessary instructions to have our sta- 
tion at Traer reopened, which I trust will be satisfactory. " 

A letter was received from complainant stating that an agent had. been in 
stalled.

SITE FOR COAL SHEDS. 

C. H. Hanna vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

C. H. Hanna filed a complaint against the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railway Company, alleging its refusal to grant him a location on its right of 
way at Garden City, for the erection of a coal shed. 

The board replied that, under the opinion of Attorney-general Godard, a copy 
of which was furnished complainant, the case did not come under its jurisdic- 
tion.

In the matter of the application of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railroad Com- 
pany for privilege to run certain grade railroad crossings without stopping. 

The Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railroad Company filed its application asking 
an order of this board permitting said company's trains to run all crossings with- 
out stopping, where such crossings are provided with gates turned against the 
lines crossed. 

Upon investigation, the board finds that the gates now installed at the grade 
crossings where the Missouri, Kansas & Texas railroad crosses the Kansas, Ne- 
braska & Dakota railroad at Scott Junction, the Atchison, Topeka A Santa Fe 
aailroad at Walnut, the St. Louis & San Francisco railroad at Galena, the main 
line of the St. Louis & San Francisco railroad at Parsons and the Missouri Pa- 
cific railway at Chetopa are sufficient, proper, and safe, and permission is hereby 
granted to the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway Company to run its trains over 
said crossings without stopping, at a speed not exceeding ten miles per hour, 
where the gates are turned against the railroad- tracks crossed. 

It is further ordered, that the position of said gates at all of said crossings 
during the night shall be indicated by signal lights properly placed.

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 
W. H. Doddridge vs. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

W. H. Doddridge, of White City, Kan., states that the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Railway Company fails to furnish him cars at Latimer for the 
.shipment of hay. 

The respondent company was requested to promptly furnish Mr. Doddridge 
with cars. 

The board advised complainant that it had requested prompt relief in his be- 
half, and presumed that the cars would be forthcoming ; and having received no 
further complaint from Mr. Doddridge, the case was closed.

RIGHT-OF-WAY FENCE. 

W. D. Harry vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

W. D. Harry, of Conway, Kan., filed a complaint against the Atchison, To* 
peka & Santa Fe Railway Company, alleging its failure to reimburse him for the 
fencing of its right of way adjoining his enclosed property, as provided for bj 
section 5921, General Statutes of Kansas, 1901. 

The board replied: "Said section 5921 above referred to provides a specifio 
remedy in such cases, and that it is not a matter coming within its jurisdiction."

DEMURRAGE. 

F. T. Winfrey vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

F. T. Winfrey, of Varner, Kan., filed a complaint against the Atchison, To^ 
peka & Santa Fe Railway Company, alleging that said company charged him de- 
murrage of "one dollar per day after a few days' standing " ; "they have charged 
us fifteen dollars for a wheat car that could not be loaded, . . other cars 

accordingly," and asking if such charge is lawful and if the same can be taken 
out at destination as other freight charges. 

The board replied: "This charge is made under the rules of the Missouri! 
Valley Car Service Association, under which all the railroads of the state oper- 
ate. The purpose of this rule is to prevent unnecessary delay in the loading and 1 
unloading of cars, in order that the companies may have the free use of the same- 
in handling the traffic of the country. It is evident that the railroad companies 
have not a sufficient number of oars to carry all their traffic in a satisfactory man- 
ner to the shipping interests of the country unless by some rule they can enforce 
the prompt handling of grain, and while in some cases a strict enforcement of 
this rule may work a hardship to individual shippers, this board feels that it re- 
sults in great good to the general shipping public, and will be very slow to make* 
any ruling or order hat will have a tendency to influence or permit shippers to 
become lax in the prompt loading and unloading of cars."

FAILURE TO MOVE CARS. 

Bert Ainsworth vs. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

Bert Ainsworth, of Rydal, Elan., complained that the Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific Railway Company failed to move three oars of grain loaded and ready 
for shipment at his station. 

The matter was taken up with respondent company, and M. A. Low, its gen- 
oral attorney, replied: "I am advised by the operating department of this com- 
pany that the cars in question were held at Rydal because the yard at Belleville? 
was blocked with cars which the company was unable to handle, and for this 
reason the cars were allowed to remain at Rydal until they could be moved out 
of Belleville. They were moved from Rydal on the 8th inst." 

October 10, a letter was received from complainant, stating that the cars had 
gone forward.

No. 186.— Filed September 26, 1902. 
RATE ON SALT. 

Swenson Bros. vs. C. R. I. & P. Rly. Co. 

Swenson Bros., of Clay Center, Kan., complain of the rate charged by the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company for the shipment of salt from 
Hutchinson to that station, alleging that the rate on salt in bulk from Hutchin- 
son to Omaha is 12J cents, and to Clay Center, 17 J ; and in barrels to Omaha, 
15£ cents, and to Clay Center, 17 J cents ; and that these rates are a violation of 
the law providing that a greater freight rate shall not be charged for hauling any 
class of goods for a shorter distance than for a longer one in the same general 
direction. 

The board replied that the matter of freight rates from Hutchinson to Omaha 
is interstate and not within its jurisdiction ; that should the rate from Hutch- 
inson to any point in Kansas of like distance as Clay Center be out of line with 
the Clay Center rate, it would be a matter over which the board would have 
jurisdiction.

DISCRIMINATION IN FURNISHING CARS. 

J. T. Mortimer & Son vs. St. L. & S. F. Rid. Co. 

J. T. Mortimer & Son, of Cherry vale, Kan., complain of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railroad Company on account of discrimination in the furnishing of 
grain cars at Dennis, Mortimer, and Bighill, Kan., during the months of Sep- 
tember and October. 

After a thorough investigation of the matters complained of, the board finds 
that J. T. Mortimer was absent from the state and not doing business during the 
month of September, and that prior to the filing of his complaint, on the 17th of 
October, respondent had furnished his company with six cars at Mortimer and 
three cars at Dennis, when only five had been furnished to opposition shippers. 

A letter was addressed to complainant stating that, "while you have not re- 
ceived all the cars ordered, yet it is the evident desire of the respondent company 
to make a fair distribution of its available empty oars."

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

J. T. Mortimer & Son vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

J. T. Mortimer & Son, of Cherry vale, Kan., filed a complaint against the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company, alleging their inability to se- 
cure a sufficient number of cars for grain shipment. A copy of the complaint 
was referred to the respondent company, and H. U. Mudge, its general manager, 
answers: " Our agents at Cherry vale and Morland state that complainants or- 
dered no cars during the month of October. It seems that this firm buys grain 
of Messrs. H. £. Heinke and W. C. McConnell, of Morland. These two gen- 
tlemen placed orders for cars, one each, on October 6, 10, and 12, and six cars on 
October 15. All of these orders were filled on the 24th. It might appear that 
this was a serious delay and occasioned them considerable inconvenience, but 
such was not the case. They have ample crib room, and at no time during the 
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month did they have to refuse grain for want of cars. Of course, they would pre- 
fer to have cars on hand so that the grain could be loaded by farmers from their 
wagons, but this would take four or five days to fill a car, and the demands are 
such that we cannot permit this injustice to our business." 

A letter was addressed to complainants, giving the contents of Mr. Mudge's 
letter, and saying: "From the explanation made by the respondent company, it 
appears to the board that you have no very strong grounds for complaint. It is 
a fact that the company is not able to furnish oars as fast as demanded, but you 
seem to be receiving your proportionate share."

FAILURE TO DELIVER CARS. 

Herbert Hackney vs. G. R. I. <fc P. Rly. Co. 

Hackney & Co., of Topeka, Kan., filed a complaint against the Chicago, 
Rock Island <fc Pacific Railway Company, alleging that thirty days prior to the 
filing of their complaint they had purchased, at northwestern and central Kan- 
sas points, four oars of wheat, and loaded the same in Rock Island cars, billed to 
Topeka, and that the same had as yet failed to reach their destination. 

The respondent company was asked to have the cars delivered as speedily as 
possible and that it explain the cause of such unusual delay. 

A letter was received from H. S. Cable, general superintendent of the 
respondent company, under date of October 22, saying: "The four cars in 
question arrived at destination this day. While I must admit they have met 
with unusual delay, I feel that the circumstances attending their movement are 
somewhat extenuating, in view of the fact that we have experienced an unprece- 
dented rainfall on our line in northwestern Kansas, which resulted in the sus- 
pension of traffic for a number of days, causing an accumulation of loads at our 
different stations. This fact, together with a shortage of power, has not per- 
mitted us to move the traffic to the satisfaction of our patrons. We hope to be 
able to clean up all the accumulations at an early date. We are using every 
effort to accomplish that end."

FAILURE TO FURNISH CARS. 

Robert Bailey vs. A. T. & S. F. Rly. Co. 

A complaint was filed by Robert Bailey, of Raymond, Kan., against the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company, for its failure to furnish cars for 
grain shipment at Chase, Kan., and stating: "I have contracts expiring which 
will lose me several hundred dollars if I do not get empties in a few days." 

The case was taken up with A. A. Hurd, general solicitor for the respondent 
company, with request that the matter be taken up by wire, if necessary, in 
order that speedy relief may be afforded Mr. Bailey. 

November 14 a letter from complainant says: "I am now getting empties 
for grain shipment."

RULES OF PRACTICE BEFORE THE COMMISSION. 



REGULAR SESSIONS. 

I. The regular sessions of the commission will be held at its office 
in the oapitol building, in the city of Topeka, on Tuesday of each 
week, commencing at the hour of ten o'clock A. M., and continuing 
from day to day until the business of the commission is completed, 
unless an adjournment is had for good and sufficient reason. 

Special sessions will be held at such times and places as the board 
deems expedient ; reasonable notice thereof to be givep. all interested 
parties. 

At such regular sessions, all contested cases will be heard where 
manifest injustice would not be done to the contesting parties or the 
expenses of the investigation be too great, in which event the com- 
mission may adjourn to such locality within the state as will cheapen 
the expenses of the controversy and furnish the commission with the 
necessary facts upon which to base a decision. 

Complaints may be filed with the commission at any time, and will 
be heard as soon thereafter as justice may require. 

Continuance of any hearing may be ordered by the commission 
for any cause by them deemed reasonable and satisfactory. 

The place of holding an investigation may be changed by the 
commission when, in their opinion, substantial justice will be pro- 
moted, and upon notice to the parties interested. 

PARTIES. 

II. Complaints will only be recognized and considered when filed 
and presented by some person or persons, company or corporation 
financially interested in the settlement or adjustment of the question 
or questions involved in the controversy. 

Where a complaint properly made and by a proper party concerns 
only an act done or omitted by a single carrier, no others need be 
made parties ; but if such complaint relates to joint tariffs or matters 
under whieh two or more carriers doing business under a common 
control, management or arrangement for a continuous carriage or ship- 
ment are interested, or where individual and independent carriers re- 
ceive shipments from the other, and there is cause of complaint by 
reason of the rate or rates charged or in the accommodations given, 
then and in each and all of said cases all the carriers constituting such 

(22J1) 
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line, or such individual or independent carriers, must be made parties, 
and notice of such complaint must be served upon each and all of 
them, as hereinafter provided. 

When a complaint embraces a question in which several carriers or 
lines of carriers, operated separately, are interested, then all such car- 
riers, persons and lines of carriers shall have reasonable notice of the 
pendency of such complaint and be allowed to appear in person or by 
attorney and defend against said complaint. • 

The right to intervene, answer or plead in any proceeding before 
the commission, and to be heard upon any question involved in any 
investigation or controversy, is hereby given to any carrier not a party 
to the proceedings, upon such terms and conditions as the commis- 
sion may deem equitable and just, or the commission may, in its dis- 
cretion, deny such privilege to such carrier ; and such right to intervene 
can only be granted when the controversy involves a purely public 
question, and not when it relates or refers to a single carrier, or rates 
or accommodation between local points. 

COMPLAINTS. 

III. All complaints must be made in writing and subscribed by the 
party, parties, company, or corporation, or their agent, attorney, or 
lawful representative, and must state in plain and concise language 
the nature of the grievance and a demand or prayer for the relief de- 
sired. 

ANSWER. 

IV. The answer shall be in writing, stating and setting forth in 
plain and concise language the reason why the prayer of the complain- 
ant should not be allowed, and must be filed with the commission 
within ten days from the date of the service of the notice hereinafter 
provided. For good cause shown, the commission may allow answer 
to be filed after the expiration of the time aforesaid, but the same 
shall not operate to delay the hearing upon the complaint. 

SERVICE. 

V. Upon proper complaint being filed with the commission, the 
secretary of the commission shall forthwith cause a copy or copies of 
the same to be made, and prepare a notice or notices signed by him- 
self, and serve the same upon the party or parties complained of, which 
notice shall be attached to the copy of the complaint, and served upon 
the party, parties, company, or corporation. 

Upon the filing of the answer the secretary will at once cause a 
oopy thereof to be made, and mail the same to the petitioner or com- 
plainant. 
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AMENDMENTS. 

VI. Upon application by any petitioner or party, amendments may 
be allowed by the commission in its discretion to any petition, answer 
or pleading in any proceeding before the commission. 

EXTENSION OP TIME. 

VII. Extension of time may be granted by the commission in its 
discretion in which to plead.or file any paper in any proceeding or do 
any act necessary to be done, upon application of any party to the 
proceedings. 

STIPULATIONS. 

VIII. The parties to any proceeding before the commission may 
stipulate in writing and agree upon the facts, or any portion thereof, 
involved in the controversy, and such stipulation shall be considered 
and regarded as evidence at the hearing.

REPORT OF RAILROAD INSPECTION DURING 

THE YEAR 1902. 



During the year 1902 the Board of Railroad Commissioners made 
a personal inspection of the following-named roads operated in the 
state, viz. : Atchison, Topeka & Santa Pe, Missouri, Kansas & Texas, 
St. Louis & San Francisco, St. Joseph & Grand Island, Union Pa- 
cific, Burlington & Missouri River, and Chicago, Rock Island & Pa 
cific, and made such recommendations for improvements as the 
existing conditions seemed to warrant. 

Report of inspections of roads not herein mentioned will be ren- 
dered in the next annual report of this board to the governor. 

Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway. 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe railway has 3196.36 miles of road in Kan- 
sas, including 538.11 miles of yard track and sidings. It operates 60.81 miles of 
second track. 

Besides the main line, there are twenty-four branches, some of which are as. 
important, and over which as heavy equipment is run as on the main line* 
About twenty-seven per cent, of all the mileage of this system in Kansas is balr 
lasted with crushed rock, screen, cinders, slag, gumbo, and gravel, the majority 
of which is of crushed rock, and although heavy equipment is used on this bal- 
lasted line continually, the surface is smooth and the road-bed firm. The track 
is laid with forty-five-, forty-eight-, fifty-, fifty-two-, fifty-six-, sixty-, sixty- 
one-, sixty-five-, sixty-six-, seventy-one- and seventy- five-pound steel, but none 
of the main line is laid with less than sixty- one, and over fifty per cent, of it is 
laid with seventy-five- pound steel. 

Only a little over five miles of forty-five-pound steel is laid in Kansas, which 
is on the Girard branch, between Burlington and Burlington Junction, and only 
sixty miles of branches are laid with forty-eight-pound steel. On the branch 
lines and sidings there are 258.74 miles of iron rail used. Between Wellington 
and Caldwell there is a considerable portion of the track laid with light steel 
rails and parts of rail, and some iron, which is considerably damaged. On the 
Wichita & Western branch, between Wichita and Pratt, there are over four miles 
of old iron rail ; there is also quite a mileage of iron rail on the Southern Kansas 
branch, between Attica and Medicine Lodge. On the Leavenworth & Topeka, 
fifty-two-pound iron is being used, and is in bad condition. 

It seems to be the policy of the company to replace all iron and light steel 
rails with substantial steel rails of sufficient weight as soon as possible. .A large 
amount of money has been expended by the company during the past year in 
laying new seventy-five-pound steel rail. 

The ties are principally of oak, cedar, walnut, and treated pine, and it is the 
policy of the company to keep the track in good condition in this regard, by re- 
newals as needed. The ties are laid seventeen and eighteen to the rail. 

(229) 
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Ninety-five per cent, of the bridges on this system are of stone, iron, and steel, 
five per cent, being of wood. The culverts are of wood, stone, iron, and con- 
crete, all having good stone and concrete abutments. There are a few open cul- 
verts in the yards, and recommendation was made that the same be covered or 
provided with running-boards at earliest date possible. 

On a few of the branch lines of the state, the old-style pit cattle-guards are 
maintained, and as this commission deems the pit cattle-guard an element of 
danger, it recommended that they be replaced with standard surface guards at 
the earliest date practicable. 

On account of the extensive mileage of this system in Kansas, it necessarily 
•crosses many other lines at grade, and while some are protected by semaphores 
•and other safety and interlocking devices, yet many are unprotected, and in some 
instances the general safety of the public would require that some automatic 
«dgnal or semaphore be used. This was deemed especially so at Girard, where 
-this line crosses the Frisco, as the Frisco approaches the crossing on a curve, 
with large trees on each side of the track. This statement should not be con- 
sidered to mean that there is any negligence on the part of the operating depart- 
ment, in failing to stop and whistle before crossing, but, both being main lines, 
ithe natural obstructions of view are such as to increase the hazard, and recom- 
mendation was made to this company, as well as the St. Louis & San Francisco, 
i;hat a semaphore or some safety device be maintained at this crossing. 

On this line, in the city of Leavenworth, at the crossings of the Kansas City- 
Leavenworth electric line, which crossings are put in and maintained at the ex- 
pense of the latter company, the frogs are worn out and are in a dangerous 
•condition. This is especially so at the National Military Home and at Spruce 
■street, and in fact the general condition of these crossings was found to be un- 
safe. 

- All the principal stations are sufficiently large to be convenient, and at some 
of the more important points large brick structures are erected; substantial 
platforms are maintained at all stations. 

The stock-yards seem to be of sufficient capacity to meet the demands of the 
public, and are generally supplied with water and scales. The trainmen are 
uniformed, and the engines provided with the latest appliances to prevent fire 
being started by sparks. 

Burlington & Missouri River Railroad. 

The Burlington & Missouri River railroad has 269.60 miles of road in Kansas, 
including 22.69 miles of switches and sidings, all of which are branch lines. 

The branches and mileage are as follows: A. & N. branch, extending from 
Atchison to Kansas and Nebraska state line, 42.09 miles, including 4.85 miles of 
sidings and switches, being laid with fifty- two- and fifty -six-pound steel; the C. 
N. & K. branch, from Lanham to Concordia, 71.10 miles, of which 5.35 is side- 
track and switches, being laid with fifty- two- and fifty- six- pound steel; St. 
Francis branch, from St. Francis to Kansas and Nebraska state line, 80.12 miles, 
including 5.94 miles of switches and sidings, being fifty-six- pound steel; and the 
Oberlin branch, from Oberlin, Kan., to Kansas and Nebraska state line, 76.29, 
including 6.56 miles of switches and sidings, it being laid with fifty-six-pound 
«teel. 

About one-fourth of the road-bed of these branches is ballasted with cinders, 
gravel, and stone, the remainder being ballasted with dirt. The St. Francis and 
Oberlin branches have no other ballast but dirt, while about one-half of the Con- 

dia and Atchison branches is ballasted with cinders, gravel, and stone. 
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Oak and cedar ties are used, to the number of eighteen to the rail ; they are 
evenly spaced and full-spiked, five-inch spikes being used. The guard timbers 
are in a good state of preservation, and are kept in a substantial condition by 
placing in new timbers when needed. The plan of blocking switches is generally 
practiced, and switch targets are well painted. 

Although heavy equipment is not used on these branches, yet the road was 
found to be quite rough in places. Only a small per cent, of the bridges along 
this line are of iron, and all the culverts are of wood, cast pipe, or concrete. 
There are no open culverts in the yards. 

All crossings are protected with signs, which are kept painted, and all cattle- 
guards, with perhaps one or two exceptions, are surface guards; wing fences are 
maintained at the crossings. 

The stations are commodious and are generally two-story buildings, furnish- 
ing dwelling accommodations for the agents ; waiting-rooms are provided for the 
public, and the buildings are well painted and wood or brick platforms are main- 
tained. The stock-yards are almost universally supplied with water facilities, 
and there is sufficient yard capacity to accommodate shippers. Where water is 
not kept directly in the waiting-rooms, it is supplied by hydrants on the station 
platforms. 

All the cars are supplied with automatic couplers and about seventy-five per 
cent, of the freight-cars are supplied with air-brakes. The trainmen are uni- 
formed, and all engines are provided with the latest appliances to prevent fire 
being started by sparks. 

Chicago, Bock Island & Pacific Railway. 

The Chicago, Bock Island & Pacific Railway Company has 1231.59 miles of 
track in the state, including 174.14 miles of side-track and switches. This line is 
laid with sixty- and eighty -pound steel, and a large per cent, of the heavy rail has 
been laid recently. Stone and cinder ballast has been laid on about twenty-five 
per cent, of the lines in Kansas and the surface of the track is in good condition. 
It is understood that the policy of the management is to extend the ballast quite 
extensively during the coming season. 

All of the bridges are of steel and iron, with stone and concrete abutments, 
and all culverts are of wood, stone, iron, and concrete, and are in good, safe con- 
dition. Oak, cedar and hemlock ties are used, seventeen and eighteen to the 
rail. Standard surface cattle-guards with wing fences are maintained, and are in 
good condition. No culverts are maintained in the yards unless covered or pro- 
vided with running-boards. 

The stations are large and commodious and generally have two waiting-rooms; 
are provided with brick and wood platforms. Good, large stock-yards are main- 
tained, a large per cent, being supplied with stock scales and all with water. 

There are no grades of any importance within the yard limits. 

About sixty-five per cent, of the cars are equipped with air-brakes and ninety - 
nine per cent, with automatic couplers. All engines are provided with latest ap- 
pliances to prevent fire by sparks. 

Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway. 

The Missouri, Kansas & Texas railway has 507.26 miles, including seventy-four 
miles of side-track and switches. This road is laid with fifty-two- and sixty-six- 
pound steel rails. The sixty-six-pound rails are new and laid on the main lines, 
with continuous joints. The ties are principally of oak, and run about seventeen 
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and eighteen to the rail, laid with five-and-one-half-inch spikes. Twenty-two per 
cent, of these lines in Kansas are ballasted with crushed rock and Joplin chats, 
which make splendid ballast, leaving the surface of the road smooth. Wher- 
ever chat ballast is used no vegetation seems to grow and no expense is entailed 
in weed-cutting, and also leaves the surface of the road-bed clear. 

There are some culverts within the yards, but they are generally supplied with 
running-boards, and recommendation was made that all be so supplied. Cattle- 
guards are all in good shape, with wing fences and crossing signs, which are 
kept fairly well painted. The culverts along the line of road all seem to be in good 
condition, and are of stone, wood, or tiling. The bridges are generally of iron or 
steel, except on the less important lines. 

The surface of the branch lines, which are not ballasted except with dirt, are 
generally rough, and, upon inquiry, it was found that the general policy of the 
company was to extend its ballast as speedily as possible, with a view to bet- 
tering the track condition. 

The depots are all provided with waiting-rooms, well painted, and have plat- 
forms of brick, wood, chats, and cinders, and are in good condition. 

The information received by the commission on the inspection of these lines 
in Kansas was, that ninety per cent, of the cars have air-brakes and all have 
automatic couplers, and the engines are supplied with the latest appliances to 
prevent fire being started by sparks. 

St. Joseph & Grand Island Railroad* 

This road covers 166.70 miles in Kansas, including 26.33 miles of side-track, 
and is laid with fifty-two-, fifty-six- and sixty-pound steer rails; seventeen ties to 
each rail, which are mostly of white oak, five-and-one-half-inch spikes being used. 
Only a small per cent, of this road is ballasted with rock or cinders, the remainder 
being dirt ballast. 

The bridges are principally of wood, and the culverts of wood, pipe, stone, or 
concrete, and are in good condition. There are but few culverts in the yards, and 
at the time the inspection was made by the board all except one was provided 
with running-boards, which, it has since been advised, has been so provided. 

There are grades within the yard limits at Troy, Sabetha, Seneca, Baileyville, 
Axtell, and Bremen, which, in some instances, seem to be unavoidable. The right 
of way along the line of the road is protected at crossings with surface cattle- 
guards and wing-fences', which are kept in fair condition. 

The working sections along this line are about seven miles in length and em- 
ploy normally about four men. The stations are generally commodious and pro- 
vided with waiting-rooms for the public, and have either wood, cinders or stone 
screenings for platforms. 

All the cars are supplied with automatic couplers, and all the freight-cars are 
supplied with air-brakes. The engines are provided with the latest appliances to 
prevent fire being spread by sparks. 

St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad. 

The St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company operates 827 miles of rail- 
road in the state of Kansas, of which 336.69 is main line, including 34.27 miles of 
side-track and switches ; 105.04 is branches and spurs, with 19.75 miles of yard 
track and sidings; 23.03, the line of proprietary companies, and 363.27 operated 
under lease. 

The lines of this company are laid with fifty-two- to eighiy-five-pound steel 
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rail, which is generally in good condition. On the line from Wichita to Ellsworth 
the rail used is light and badly worn, and the surface of the road is very rough 
in places. 

A large per cent, of the main line of this company is well ballasted with 
crushed rock, chats, and cinders, making the road-bed very firm. A considerable 
amount of money have been expended by the company during the past year in 
ballasting, renewals of rails and ties, and reducing curvature and grades; 22.85 
miles of new line have been constructed. It seems to be the policy of the com- 
pany to do anything and everything necessary to give first-class service on its 
main line. 

There are 231 bridges on this line, of which about fifty per cent, are steel or 
iron structures ; stone, iron and concrete culverts are maintained and in good 
condition ; standard surface cattle-guards, with wing fences, are used, and the 
right of way is generally well fenced. 

On account of the mileage of this system in Kansas, there are neqessarily 
numerous grade crossings, some of which are protected with automatic signal 
device?, but many are not. The main line of this company crosses the main line 
of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company at Girard, Kan., and ow- 
ing to the natural obstructions of view surrounding this crossing, and their at- 
tendant increase of hazard, the board recommended that a semaphore or some 
other safety device be installed. Several other recommendations of minor im- 
portance were made, and the company at all times evidenced its desire to meet 
with any and all reasonable requirements of the board. 

The station buildings are generally in a good state of repair, provided with 
waiting-rooms and good, substantial brick, stone, wood and cinder platforms. 
The stock-yards seem to be sufficiently large to meet the requirements of the 
public and are generally provided with water and scales. 

About eighty per cent, of the cars in the company's service are equipped with 
air-brakes and all with automatic couplers ; the engines are provided with latest 
appliances to prevent fire being started by sparks.

Union Pacific Railroad. 

The main line of the Union Pacific railroad in Kansas is 578.57 miles in 
length, including 130.39 miles of side-track and switches, and of its branches and 
spurs there are 559.86 miles, including 54.88 miles of sidings and switches. The 
Leavenworth, Kansas & Western, which is subsidiary to the Union Pacific lines, 
and which, for convenience, is included herewith, has 165.65 miles of main line 
and 10.90 of sidings and switches. 

The main line of the Union Pacific is laid with sixty-seven, seventy-, seventy- 
five- and eighty-pound steel rail, and the branches of fifty-two-, fifty-six-, fifty- 
eight-, fifty-nine- and sixty- pound steel. A few miles of branches and sidings 
are laid with fifty- and sixty-pound iron, which is in good condition. 

The main line has 283.40 miles of ballasted road-bed, of which 201.40 have been 
recently constructed. A large per cent, of this ballast is of burnt gumbo. This 
company has expended large sums of money on its main line through the state 
during the past year in raising fills, cutting grades, and reducing curvature, and 
the road-bed is in splendid condition. In addition to the large amount of money 
expended for ballast and grade work, the bridge department has been busily en- 
gaged erecting new steel structures, with substantial stone abutments. 

Stone, iron and concrete culverts are in use. There are a few culverts within 
yard limits that are not provided with running-board or covered, which are ob- 
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jectionable, and it is the policy of the company to repair these as soon as practi- 
cable. 

Many miles of new eighty-pound steel rail have been laid on this line, and all 
that has not been replaced with new is in good condition; the surface of the 
road is very smooth. Plans for extensive improvements are approved for the fol- 
lowing year, which will result in extending their ballast as far and speedily as 
possible; the mileage will be reduced considerable on the main line by changing 
same at different places, constructing it as nearly as possible on a tangent. 

The ties used, both on the main line, branches, and spurs, are principally 
white oak, cedar, and mountain pine, and are laid about eighteen to the rail. 
Surface cattle-guards, with wing fences, are maintained, being kept painted and 
in good condition — this is especially so on the main line. It is the practice of 
the company to block all switches and keep targets well painted. The right of 
way is in good, clean condition and is well fenced through the more densely popu- 
lated portions of the state. 

The branch lines are very good, with the exception of the Leavenworth, Kan- 
sas & Western, which is included herein and made a part of this report. This 
line is in bad condition generally, and particularly was this true at the time of 
the inspection, on account of the heavy rains in this portion of the state. It 
seems that the only way to make a good line of it would be to build a new road ; 
the heavy grades, high degree of curvature and the fact that the road was 
originally constructed as a narrow-gauge and afterwards changed to standard, 
make it almost impossible for the company to bring it to that standard of ex- 
cellence desirable, and warranted by the productions of. the fertile country 
through which it passes. 

The following railroads are crossed by the main line of this company at grade : 
The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway and Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific 
Railway at Topeka; the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway at Manhat- 
tan; and the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway at Abilene. There are 
numerous crossings at grade on the branch lines, and while automatic signals or 
gates are not generally in use at these crossings, all trains come to a full stop 
before running them. 

A sufficient number of section men are employed along the line to keep the 
track in condition ; the stations are generally large, commodious, and well painted, 
and each is provided with a substantial wood, brick or stone platform. The 
stock-yards are in good condition and sufficiently large to accommodate the 
shipping public, being supplied with water and, generally, stock scales.

Chapter 286 — Session Laws of 1901. 

RELATING TO RAILROADS. 

An Act concerning railroads and other common carriers, and repeal- 
ing sections 1332, 1333, 1335, 1336, 1340, 1344, 1348, of the General 
Statutes of 1889, and all other acts and parts of acts in conflict 
with the provisions of this act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. The executive council shall, before the 
1st day of April next, elect three competent persons, Commission- 
who shall constitute a board of railroad commission- elected, 
ers, and who shall hold their office, from the date of 
their respective elections for the terms of one, two 
and three years from the 1st day of April next. 

Sec. 2. The executive council shall, in like man- 
ner, before the 1st day of April in each year there- 
after, elect a commissioner to continue in office for 
the term of three years from said date ; and in case 
any vacancy occurs in said board, by resignation or 
otherwise, shall in the same manner elect a commis- 
sioner to serve for the residue of the term. All votes 
cast by each member of the executive council for the 
election of any person to the office of railroad com- 
missioner shall be recorded in a journal kept by them 
for that purpose, which journal shall be kept open at 
all times to public inspection. 

Sec. 3. The said board of commissioners shall have Appointment

power to appoint a secretary and a stenographer, and «"«* 
to remove either at pleasure. 

Sec. 4. No person owning any bonds, stock or 
property in any railroad company, or who is in the 
employment or who is in any way or manner pecun- Qualifications 
iarily interested in any railroad, shall be eligible to siowlrs?

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the office of railroad commissioner, secretary, or sten- 
ographer to said board. Said railroad commissioners, 
secretary and stenographer shall be qualified electors 
of the state. No more than two of the commissioners 
shall belong to the same political party. Said com- 
missioners, secretary and stenographer shall be sworn 
to the due and faithful performance of the duties of 
their respective offices before entering upon the dis- 
charge of the same. Each of said commissioners 
shall enter into bonds, with security to be approved 
by the executive council, in the sum of ten thousand 
dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance of 
his duties. 

Sec. 5. Said board of commissioners shall keep an 
accurate record of all its official acts, and shall also 
provide a seal, on which shall be the impression 
"Board of Railroad Commissioners, State of Kansas. 
Seal." All. process or certificates issued or given by 
the board shall be attested by said seal. Copies of 
the record of the board, certified by the secretary and 
attested with the seal of the board, shall be received 
in evidence with the like effect as copies of other pub- 
lic records. 

Sec. 6. Said commissioners shall keep their office 
in the state-house, in the city of Topeka, and they or 
either of them may act officially in any part of the 
state. They shall each receive a salary of two thou- 
sand five hundred dollars per annum, and the secre- 
tary shall receive a salary of one thousand five 
hundred dollars per annum, and the stenographer 
shall receive a salary of twelve hundred dollars 
per annum, to be paid as the salaries of other state 
officers are paid ; and the said board shall be provided, 
at the expense of the state, with necessary office fur- 
niture and stationery. 

Sec. 7. Said commissioners shall have the general 
supervision of all railroads operated by steam within 
the state, and all express companies, sleeping-car com- 
panies, and all other persons, companies or corpora- 
tions doing business as common carriers in this state ; 
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and shall inquire into any neglect or violations of the 
laws of this state by any person, company or corpora- 
tion engaged in the business of transportation of per- 
sons or property therein, or by the officers, agents or 
employees thereof ; and shall also from time to time 
Carefully examine and inspect the condition of each 
railroad in the state, and of its equipment, and the 
manner of its conduct and management with refer- 
ence to the public safety and convenience. 

Sec. 8. Any member of said board, while acting 
in the performance of his official duties, together with 
such secretary, stenographer, accountant, expert or 
other agent whose services he deems to be important 
in the discharge of said duties, shall have the right of Transporta- 
passing at all times over all railroads and on all rail- tton " 
road-trains or any part thereof in this state free of 
charge. 

Sec. 9. The said commissioners shall have power, Powerto 
in the discharge of the duties of their office, to exam- amine * 
ine any of the books, papers or documents of any such 
company or corporation, or to examine, under oath or 
otherwise, any officer, director, agent or employee 
thereof, or any other person. The commissioners, or 
either of them, are empowered to issue subpoenas and Admini8ter 
administer oaths ; and any person who may wilfully oaths - 
obstruct said commissioners, or either of them, in the 
performance of their duties, or who may refuse to give 
any information within their possession that may be 
required by said commissioners within the line of their 
duty, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall be liable, on conviction thereof, to a fine not less 
than one hundred dollars nor more than one thousand 
dollars, in the discretion of the court ; the cost of such 
subpoenas and investigation to be paid by the state, 
on the certificate of said commissioners. 

Sec. 10. Whenever in the judgment of the railroad 
commissioners it shall appear that any railroad cor- 
poration or other transportation company fails in any 
respect or particular to comply with the terms of its 
charter or the laws of the state, or whenever in their 
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judgment any repairs are necessary upon its road, or 
any addition to its rolling-stock, or any addition to or 
change of its stations or station-houses, or any change 
in its rates for transporting freight, or any change in 
the mode of operating its road and conducting its 
business is reasonable and expedient in order to pro- 
mote the security, convenience and accommodation of 
the public, said commissioners shall inform such cor- 
poration of the improvement and changes which they 
adjudge to be proper, by a notice thereof in writing, 
to be served by leaving a copy thereof, certified by the 
commissioners' secretary, with any station agent, 
clerk, treasurer or any director of said corporation ; 
and if such orders are not complied with, the said 
commissioners, upon complaint, shall proceed to en- 
force the same in accordance with the provisions of 
this act as in other cases. Nothing in this section nor 
in section 7 shall be construed as relieving any rail- 
road company or other transportation corporation from 
their responsibility or liability for damage to person 
or property. 

Sec. 11. Subject to such rules, regulations and re- 
strictions as the board of railroad commissioners may 
Private cars, prescribe, any person, partnership or corporation en- 
gaged in business other than that of a common car- 
rier may own or lease railroad-cars, and may load and 
bill the same to any railroad point, and all railroad 
companies and connecting lines to whom any such car 
is delivered shall receive and transport the same with 
all reasonable dispatch towards its destination ; pro- 
vided, that such cars shall be constructed in con- 
formity to the rules and regulations of the company 
to which such application is made, and for such com- 
pensation as may be fixed by the commissioners ; and 
having arrived at its destination it shall be unloaded, 
and shall be, unless otherwise ordered by the shipper, 
returned to its starting-point with like dispatch, and 
shall not be deviated from its route, and shall be in 
all respects handled the same as a car belonging to 
any railroad company ; provided, that it may be by

said railroad company reasonably loaded upon its re- 
turn trip, and the owner be allowed a reasonable sum 
for its use ; and such owner shall be responsible for 
all necessary repairs. 

Sec. 12. Any person, upon written permission

and to the same extent as is now enjoyed by rail- 
road companies, the right of condemning and appro- 
priating land and laying out and constructing any 
spur, switch or railroad-track thereover, and connect- 
ing the same with any railroad already constructed ; 
and the right to use such spur, switch or track shall 
be public, at rates and on terms and conditions such 
as the board shali prescribe, if the parties interested 
cannot agree ; provided, that no such connection shall 
be made with the main track of any railroad between 
stations without the consent of such railroad company. 
Sec. .13. Whenever, in the judgment of the board 
of railroad commissioners, it is necessary to the con- 
venience or accommodation of the public that two or 
more roads that cross or run parallel with each other Authority to 
should connect at or near the point of crossing or crossor par- 
places of business along such road, for the transfer of 
cars from one road to another, the board may require 
the construction of necessary switch connections be- 
tween such railroads at the points where deemed 
necessary in the following manner : Said board of 
railroad commissioners shall serve upon the railroad 
companies whose roads it is deemed necessary to con- 
nect a certified copy of their findings and decision, in 
which shall be stated the character of connections to 
be built, whose duty it shall then be to construct such 
switch connections within such time as the board 
shall prescribe, and the expense of the same shall be 
borne equally by the companies whose roads so con- 
nect or run parallel. If one of said companies shall 
build the whole of said switch, it may recover one- 
half of the cost of the same from the company whose 
duty it was to construct one-half of the switch. The 
companies whose roads so connect may operate and

failing or refusing to comply with the requirements 
of the said board in relation to such switch shall .be 
subject to a penalty of five hundred dollars, to be re- 
covered in a civil action in the name of the state.

necessity, place, manner and time of such crossing or 
connection ; and upon such hearing either party, or 
the board, may call and examine witnesses in regard 
to the matter ; and the board shall, after such hear- 
ing and a personal examination of the locality where 
a crossing or connection is desired, determine whether 
there is a necessity for such crossing or not, and, if 
so, the place thereof, whether it shall be over or under 
the existing railroad, or at grade, and in other re-

the peace to the district court, and said appeal and all 
subsequent proceedings shall only affect the amount 
of compensation, if any, and other terms of crossing 
fixed by said board, but shall not delay the making of 
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said crossing or connection ; provided, the corporation 
desiring such crossing or connection shall deposit with 
the county treasurer of the county where crossing or 
connection is sought to be made the amount of com- 
pensation, if any is fixed by said board of railroad 
commissioners, and shall execute and file with said 
board a bond of sufficient security, to be approved by 
any member of said board, to pay all damages and 
comply with all terms that may be adjudged by the 
district court. Any railroad company which shall 
violate or evade any of the provisions of this section 
shall forfeit, for every such offense, to the person, com- 
pany or corporation injured thereby, three times the 
actual damages sustained by the party aggrieved. 

Sec. 15. When in any case two or more railroads where raa-

crossing each other at a common grade shall, by a 
system of interlocking or automatic signals, or by 
any works or fixtures to be erected by them, render it 
safe for engines and trains to pass over such crossings 
without stopping, and such interlocking or automatic 
signals or works or fixtures shall be approved by the 
board of railroad commissioners, then, in that case, it 
is hereby made lawful for the engines and trains of 
such railroad or railroads to pass over such crossing 
without stopping, any law or the provisions of any 
law to the contrary notwithstanding ; and when two 
or more railroads cross each other at a common grade , 
either of such roads may apply to the board of railroad 
commissioners for the permission to introduce upon 
both of said railroads some system of interlocking or 
automatic signals or works or fixtures rendering it 
safe for engines and trains to pass over such crossings 
without stopping, and it shall be the duty of said 
board of railroad commissioners, if the system of works 
and fixtures which it is proposed to erect by said com- 
pany are in the opinion of the board sufficient and 
proper, to grant such permission. 

Sec. 16. Any railroad company which has obtained 
permission to introduce a system of interlocking or 
automatic signals at its crossing at a common grade 
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with any other railroad, as provided in the last sec- 
tion, may, after thirty days' notice in writing to such 
other railroad company, introduce and erect such in- 
terlocking or automatic signals or fixtures ; and if such 
railroad company, after such notification, refuses to 
join with the railroad company giving such notice in 
the construction of such works or fixtures, it shall be 
lawful far said first company to enter upon the right 
of way and tracks of such second company, in such 
manner as to not unnecessarily impede the operation 
of such road, aad erect such works and fixtures, and 
may recover in any action at law from such second 
company one-half of the total cost of erecting and 
maintaining such interlocking or automatic signals or 
works or fixtures on both of said roads. 

Sec. 17< It shall be the duty of the board of rail- 
road commissioners > upon complaint and application 
by the mayor and council of any city, or the trustee 
of any township in this state, requesting an order of 
said board to require any railroad company in this 
state to construct any depots, side-tracks, switches or 
other facilities at any point on the line of such rail- 
road, for the convenience and safety of the public in 
the transaction of business with such railroad and 
the interchange of business between connecting or 
parallel railroads at any station, town or city in this 
state, to investigate such complaint, after giving proper 
notice to the railroad companies interested ; and said 
commissioners, after such examination, shall make 
such orders as they shall deem necessary and proper 
in relation to the construction and maintenance of 
such depots, connections, switches or side-tracks as in 
the judgment of the said board shall be necessary > 

Sec. 18. It shall be the duty of said railroad com- 
missioners, upon the complaint and application of any 
consignor or consignee or of the mayor and council of 
any city or the trustee of any township, to make an 
examination of the rate of freight tariff charged by 
any such company, and of the condition or operation 
of any railroad any part of whose location lies within 
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the limits of sjich city or township ; and if twenty-five 
or more legal voters in any city or township shall, by 
petition in writing, request the mayor and council of 
such city or the trustee of such township to make the 
said complaint and application, and the mayor and 
council or the trustee refuse or decline to comply with 
the prayer of the petition, they shall state the reason 
for such non-compliance, in writing, upon the peti- 
tion, and return the same to the petitioners; and the 
petitioners may thereupon, within ten days from the 
date of such refusal and return, present such petition

If upon such examination it shall appear to 
said commissioners that the complaint alleged by the 
applicants or petitioners be well founded, they shall 
so adjudge ; and they shall then and there decide 
what is a reasonable charge for such freights and 
shall inform the corporation operating such railroad 
company of their adjudication within ten days, and 
shall certify to such complainants the result of such 
adjudication ; and such adjudication shall be prima 
facie evidence of what is a reasonable charge in all 
actions for such service. And whenever the board of 
railroad commissioners shall decide what is a reason- 
able charge for any freights, based on the classifica- 
tion existing at the time of such decision, no railroad 
company shall thereafter, without the consent of the 
commissioners, alter such classification so as in effect 
to increase such charge as to any class of goods, but 
such decision as to what is a reasonable charge shall 
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be interpreted according to the classification existing 
when such decision was made.

that the rates charged for freight are unjust, unrea- 
sonable, or extortionate, and the board shall find such 
complaint to be true, they shall require a modified 
charge for the service rendered such as they shall deem 
to be reasonable, and shall certify their findings to the 
managing officer of the road against which complaint 
is made ; and the rates so determined by the board to 
be reasonable shall be by the railroad company af- 
fected thereby accepted, and posted up in a conspicu- 
ous place in each depot on the line of its road that 
may be designated by said board ; and if any railroad 
company shall fail for a period of ten days to accept 
such rates and post the same as herein provided in 
each depot on the line of its road that may be desig- 
nated by said board, then said board shall cause the 
rates so determined by the board to be reasonable to *

Each passenger over twelve years of 
age paying fare shall be entitled to have transported, 
without any additional charge, baggage not exceeding 
one hundred and fifty pounds in weight ; and each 
passenger of twelve years of age or under paying fare 
shall be entitled to have transported, without additional 
charge, baggage not exceeding seventy-five pounds in 
weight. In every case where any passenger on any 
railroad in this state shall fail to present to the con- 
ductor or collector upon the train a ticket for his or

of its business as a railroad company ; and upon 
complaint in writing made to the board of railroad 
commissioners that an unreasonable price has been 
charged, such board shall investigate said complaint, 
and, if sustained, shall make a certificate under their 
seal setting forth what is a reasonable charge for the 
service rendered, which shall be prima facie evidence 
of the matter therein stated. 

Sec. 22. It shall be the duty of any railroad com- 
pany, when within its power to do so, and upon rea- Furnish ship- 
sonable notice, to furnish suitable cars to any and all cars, 
persons, without discrimination, who may apply there- 
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for in good faith for the transportation of any and all 
kinds of freight, and to receive and transport such 
freight with all reasonable dispatch, and to provide 
and keep suitable facilities for the receiving and hand- 
ling of the same at any depot on the line of its road, 
and also to receive and transport in like manner the 
empty or loaded cars furnished by any connecting 
road, to be delivered at any station or stations on the 
line of its road, to be loaded or discharged, or reloaded 
and returned to the road so connecting ; and for com- 
pensation it shall not demand or receive any greater 
sum than is accepted by it from any other connecting 
railroad for a similar service ; and for a failure on the 
part of any railroad company to furnish cars to any 
shipper who may in good faith apply therefor, in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of this section, it shall 
forfeit to the person damaged thereby the sum of two 
dollars for each and every day such failure shall con- 
tinue after the lapse of a reasonable time for the com- 
pliance with such application, in addition to the

rates, drawbacks and contracts for special rates shall 
be open to and allowed all persons, companies and 
corporations alike ; nor shall it charge more for trans- 
porting freight from any point on its line than a fair 
and just proportion of the price it charges for the 
same kind of freight transported from any other point ; . 
nor shall it be lawful to charge a greater freight-rate 
to haul any class of goods for a shorter distance than 
for a longer one in the same general direction under 
like conditions, and over the same system of road in 
Kansas, except by the consent of the commissioners. 

Sec. 26. It shall be unlawful for any railroad com- nmsi^of

pany to make any contract or enter into any stipula- pw>MMted. 
tion with any other railroad company running in the 
same general direction by which either company shall, 
directly or indirectly, agree to divide, in any manner 
or proportion, the joint earnings upon the whole or 
any part of the freight transported over such road ; 
and any violation of this provision shall render the 
railroad company violating the same liable to a pen- 
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alty of five thousand dollars for each month for which 
such earnings are divided, to be recovered for the use 
of the common-school fund, in the name of the state. 
Sec. 27. No railroad company shall be permitted, 
except as otherwise provided by regulation or order 
of the board, to change or limit its common-law lia- 
bility as a common carrier. All railroad companies 
shall, on demand, issue duplicate freight receipts to 
shippers, in which shall be stated the class or classes 
of freight shipped, the freight charges over the road 
giving the receipt, and, so far as practicable, shall 
state the freight charges over the other roads that 
carry such freight. When the consignee presents the 
railroad receipt to the agent of the railroad that de- 
livers such freight, such agent shall deliver the articles 
shipped, on payment of the rate charged for the class 
of freights mentioned in the receipt.

such returns, in the form which they may prescribe, 
as will afford the information required for their 
said official report. Such returns shall be verified 
by the oath of the officer making them ; and any 
corporation herein named whose returns shall not be 
made as herein prescribed by the 15th day of Septem- 
ber shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars 
for each and every day after the 16th day of Septem- 
ber that such returns shall be wilfully delayed or re- 
fused. 

Sec. 30. Any person who shall wilfully and cor- 
ruptly swear, testify or affirm falsely to any material 
matter, upon any oath or affirmation or declaration 
legally administered in any cause, matter or proceed- 
ing before said board or any member thereof, or in any 
return, answer or report required by this act to be Penalty for 
made/shall be deemed guilty of wilful and corrupt n?ony. te8tI ~ 
perjury, and shall be punished by imprisonment in 
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the penitentiary at hard labor for a term not exceed- 
ing seven years. 

Sbc. 31. The board of railroad commissioners shall 
enforce its orders for the erection and maintenance of 
depots, the construction of connections, side-tracks, 
and switches, and charges for switching between con- 
necting or parallel lines of railroad, as hereinbefore 
provided for, as provided in the next section. 

Sbc. 32. For every neglect or refusal of any rail- 
road company, corporation, receiver or person operat- 
ing any railroad in this state to comply with any order 
of the board of railroad commissioners of this state 
made in pursuance of the foregoing provisions, the 
person or corporation so neglecting or refusing shall 
forfeit to the state of Kansas, for the benefit of the 
school fund, the sum of one hundred dollars for each 
and every day that any such order is neglected or dis- 
obeyed after the expiration of thirty days from the 
date of service of notice on the president, managing 
officer, superintendent, any member of the board of 
directors or any station agent or person in charge of 
any office or station of such company by the board of 
railroad commmissioners of the making of such order, 
to be recovered by civil action in the name of the 
state ) which action shall be prosecuted by the attorney 
general in any county having jurisdiction ; provided, 
that upon good cause shown the board of railroad com- 
missioners may extend the time within which such 
order shall be complied with to such an extent as, in 
the opinion of the board, under the circumstances of 
the particular case, may be necessary or desirable. 

Sbc. 33. Any railroad company which shall violate 
any of the provisions of this act shall forfeit, for evary 
such offense, to the person, company or corporatism 
aggrieved thereby, three times the actual damages 
sustained by the said party aggrieved, together with 
the costs of suit, and a reasonable attorney fee, to be 
fixed by the court ; and if an appeal be taken from the 
judgment or any part thereof, it shall be the duty of 
the appellate court to include in the judgment an ad- 
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ditional reasonable attorney's fee for services in the 
appellate court or courts. 

Sec. 34. Any railroad company or individual wil- 
fully violating or evading any of the provisions of this 
act not otherwise herein provided for shall, for each 
offense, forfeit and pay a penalty of not less than one 
hundred nor more than five thousand dollars. All 
penalties provided for in this act shall be recovered by penalties, 
a civil action, to be instituted and prosecuted in the ered. 1 * 007 " 
name of the state, by the county attorney of the county 
in which the offense has been committed, upon the di- 
rection of the board of railroad commissioners. If 
upon the trial of said action the jury shall find for the 
plaintiff, they shall assess and return with their ver- 
dict the amount of the fine to be imposed upon the 
defendant, and the court shall render judgment ac- 
cordingly. All such penalties so recovered shall be 
paid into the school fund of the county in which such 
offense has been committed, and the board of railroad 
commissioners may require the attorney general to 
assist such county attorney in the prosecution of such 
action. No bond for costs shall be required Of the 
state in any such action. 

Sec. 35. Nothing in this act shall be construed to 
estop or hinder any person or corporation from bring- 
ing suit against any such railroad company for any 
violation of any of the laws of this state for the gov- 
ernment of railroads. 

Sec. 36. In any action against any railroad com- 
pany for violations of the provisions of this act, the 
plaintiff may join in the same petition as many differ- 
ent causes of action as he may have against such com- 
pany arising under this act. 

Sec. 37. In construing this act, unless such mean- 
ing be repugnant to the context or the manifest in- 
tention of the legislature, the term "railroad company' ' Railroader 
shall include and be construed to mean any incorpo- 8S?l. do " 
rated railroad company, or any express or trans- 
portation company or other common carrier, or any 
r ailroad-bridge company, or any person or persons,

lessee, assignee, trustee, receiver, partnership, joint- 
stock company, or corporation, engaged wholly, par- 
tially, jointly or severally in laying out, constructing, 
owning, operating, using or maintaining any railroad 
operated by steam, or any portion or part of such 
railroad line. The word "person" shall include per- 
sons, partnerships, joint-stock companies, or corpora- 
tions. 

Sec. 38. It shall be the duty of every railroad com- 
pany, and each and every officer, agent and employee 
* of any railroad company, and of each and every per- 
son engaged in any capacity in the conduct of the 
°5L r Bionew m " business of a common carrier, to obey all reasonable 
to be obeyed. or( i er3 f ^he board of railroad commissioners made 
under the authority conferred by this act. In case 
any railroad company, or any such officer, agent, 
employee, or person, shall violate or shall refuse or 
fail to obey any such order lawfully made by said 
' board of railroad commissioners, any person aggrieved 

thereby may institute and prosecute mandamus pro- 
ceedings in the supreme court, in the name of the 
state on the relation of such person, to compel com- 
pliance with and obedience to such order ; and in 
any case where, in the opinion of the board of rail- 
road commissioners, the interest of the public requires 
it, such board shall require such proceeding to be 
brought, and such proceeding shall then be brought 
by the attorney general in the name of the state. 
The practice in such proceedings shall be as in other 
cases of mandamus, but the court may control the 
time of trial without regard to the time the issues are 
joined. Cases instituted under the provisions of this 
section may have precedence as to the time of hearing 
over all other classes of cases except criminal cases. 
The supreme court shall have discretionary authority 
to refer any of the issues in any such proceeding to a 
referee or referees to be appointed by the court for 
such hearing and findings, and under such rules as 
the court may direct. In any hearing under the pro- 
visions of this section, the orders and determina- 
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tions of the board N of railroad commissioners shall be 
deemed prima facie evidence of the matters therein 5JSM rfth * 
stated and found. In such action the court may 
direct the railroad company affected thereby to com- 
ply with any part of any rule, order or regula- 
tion of the board, and may hold any part of the same 
unreasonable, and refuse to enforce such part, with- 
out affecting the part found to be reasonable and just. 
Disobedience of any judgment, order or writ of the 
supreme court in any such proceedings shall be pun- 
ished as in other cases of contempt. The proceedings 
in cases of contempt shall be summary in their nature, 
under such rules as the court shall adopt, and no jury 
trial shall be required or had therein. In addition to 
the general powers of the court to punish for con- 
tempt, the court shall have power to punish any re- 
fusal or failure to obey its orders, made under the 
provisions of this section, by a fine of not to exceed one 
thousand dollars for each day after a day to be fixed by 
the court that such disobedience shall continue, or by 
imprisonment not exceeding one year, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. In any proceeding instituted 
under the provisions of this section by the attorney 
general, fhe costs and expenses on the part of the 
plaintiff shall be paid out of the general fund of the 
state, upon approval by the governor, attorney gen- 
eral, and auditor of state. The remedies provided by 
this section shall not be deemed to exclude or limit 
any other remedies provided in this act or existing in 
virtue of any other statutes or common law, but shall 
be additional thereto. 

Sec. 39. Said board of railroad commissioners shall 
not make any regulation, order, finding or decision 
against any railroad company or enter into any in- 
vestigation affecting any railroad company without 
giving such railroad company reasonable notice thereof Railroads to 

, . , , , , . haye notice 

and an opportunity to appear and be heard in respect of orders, de- 
to the same; and if any raijroad company shall be intent torn- 

yosti^ate* 

dissatisfied with any regulation, order, finding or de- 
cision adopted by said board of railroad commission- 
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ers, such dissatisfied railroad company shall have the 
right, within thirty days after the making or entering 
thereof, to bring an action against said board of rail- 
road commissioners as defendants in any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction to have such regulation, order, 
finding or decision vacated, and shall set forth in the 
petition the particular regulation, order, finding or 
decision complained of and the particular cause or 
causes of objection to any or all of them, and a sum- 
mons shall be served upon the secretary of said board 
as in other cases. Issues shall be formed and the con- 
troversy tried and determined as in other civil cases 
of an equitable nature ; and said court may set aside, 
vacate or annul one or more or any part of any of the 
regulations, orders, findings or decisions adopted by 
the said board which shall be found to be unreasona- 
ble, unjust., oppressive or unlawful without disturbing 
others. Either party to said cause, if dissatisfied with 
the judgment or decree of said court, may institute 
proceedings in error in the supreme court as in other 
civil cases, and said court shall examine the record, 
including the evidence, and render such judgment 
as shall be just and proper in the premises. In all 
litigation under this section, the said board shall 
be entitled to the services of the attorney general 
in their behalf, and the copts incurred by them 
shall be paid by the state. All actions brought un- 
der this section shall be advanced upon applica- 
tion of either party thereto, and in the hearing 
thereof shall have precedence over all other causes 
except criminal cases, to the end that the same may 
be speedily heard and finally determined. The insti- 
tution of any such action by any railroad company 
shall in no manner interfere with or prejudice the 
rights of said board or any other parties in interest 
from availing themselves of the remedies provided in 
section 38 of this act ; but whenever action, shall be 
brought by any railroad company under the provi- 
sions of this section within the said period of thirty 
day 8, no penalties or forfeitures shall attach or accrue 
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• * 

on account of the failure of the plaintiff to comply 
with the regulation, order, finding or decision sought 
to be vacated or modified in such action until the 
validity of such regulation, order, finding or decision 
shall have been finally determined in such action, or 
shall have been finally determined by the supreme 
court of Kansas in any proceeding to which said rail- 
road company is a party. Whenever a proceeding 
brought in the supreme court under section. 38 of this 
act by the attorney general upon the direction of the 
board of railroad commissioners against any -railroad 
company to compel the compliance with any order of 
said board of railroad commissioners shall be pending 
at the same time with an action brought in any dis- 
trict court of the state by such railroad company to 
vacate such order, the supreme court, upon such fact 
being made to appear, may stay all proceedings in 
said district court in said cause, so far as relates to 
the subject-matter involved in such proceeding in the 
supreme court, until the final determination thereof 
by the supreme court ; and if said proceedings in the 
supreme court result in a final decision upon the 
merits, determining the question of the validity of 
such order, said district court, upon such fact being 
made to appear, shall render judgment in accordance 
with such decision of the supreme court. 

Sec. 40. Sections 1332, 1333, 1335, 1336, 1340, 1344 
and 1348 of the General Statutes of 1889, and all other 
acts and parts of acts in conflict with the provisions 
of this act, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 41. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the official state 
paper.
